County  allotments  will  "be  determined  by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration,  \^dth  the  assistance  of  the  State  committee,  Farm 
allotments,  permitted  acreages,  usual  acreages,  and  program  yields  shall 
be  determined  by  the  county  committee,  vdth  the  assistance  of  the 
a:opropriate  local  committees  in  the  county,  in  accordance  mth  the 
provisions  contained  herein  and  contained  in  NEil~617,  NSa-617-C, 
NSiU617~P,  N13r-617r.T,  .

diverted  under  agricultural  adjustment  or  conservation  programs  in 
such  counties  during  the  ten  years  1931  to  1940,  with  appropriate 
adjustments  for  abnormal  weather  conditions  and  trends  in  acreage. 

3.  Farm  Acreage  Allotments  and  Permitted  Acreages: — Farm

and  topography.    The  usual  acreage  shall  "be  the  average  annual 
acreage  of  wheat  seeded  for  harvest  plus  the  a,cre8ge  diverted  from 
the  production  of  wheat  under  agricultural  conservation  progr?jns 
during  three  or  more  consecutive  years  of  the  six  years  1936  to  1941. 
Years  in  which  the  acreage  seeded  to  wheat  (a)  was  abnormally  lov/ 
due  to  extreme  flood  or  drought,  (b)  is  not  typical  of  the  fpjrm  for 
1942  due  to  customary  crop- rotation  practices,  a  chejige  in  such 
practices,  or  a  change  in  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  or 
(c)  was  abnormally  high  due  to  failure  of  crops  other  than  xirheat, 
shall  be  eliminated  in  determining  the  usual  acreage.

Section  II,    Soil-Building  Goals 
Payments,  and  Practices 

A,  ifational  CrOal. — The  national  goal  is  the  conservation  of  farm  land, 
the  restoration,  insofar  as  is  practicable,  of  a  permanent  vegetative,  cover 
on  lajid  not  needed  for  or  unsuited  to  the  continued  production  of  cultivatec 
crops,  the  carrying-cut  of  soii-b^jilding  practices  that  v/ill  conserve  and 
improve  soil  fertility  and  prevent  wind  and  water  erosion,  and  the  encourage 
ment  of  economic  use  of  land,  | 

B,  County  G-oals. — County  goals  may  be  established  for  particular  soil- 
building  practices  which  sxe  most  needed  in  the  county  in  order  to  conserve 
and  improve  soil  fertility,  prevent  wind  and  v/atei  erosion,  and  encourage 
economic  use  of  land.    The  county  committee,  vdth  the  approval  of  the  State 
committee,  may  designate  those  practices  v;hiGh  \d.ll  be  approved  for  payment 
in  the  county  in  order  that  the  soil- building  allowance  \^j±ll  be  used  most 
effectively  to  bring  about  added  conservation  and  to  secure  the  carrying- 
out  of  soil-building  practices  most  needed  on  farms  in  the  county.  .  ^ 

The  county  committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  committee,  may 
specify  for  any  group  of  farms  in  the  county  a  proportion  of  the  soil- 
building  allowance  which  may  be  earned  only  by  carrying  out  designated  soil- 
building  practices  v;hich  are  most  needed  and  are  not  routine.  ^ 

C.  Fa.rm  G-oals> — Insofar  a,s  practicable,  the  county  comjnittee  shall  dete^ 
mine  for  individua.1  f  arms  practices  to  be  carried  out  v;hich  are  not  routine 
fa,rming  practices  on  the  farm,  but  which  are  needed  on  the  farm  in  order  to 
conserve  and  improve  soil  fertility  and  prevent  wind  and  \v'a.ter  erosion  and 
which  will  tend  to  accomplish  the  goals  esta.blished  for  the  county  with 
respect  to  particular  soil-building  practices.  t 

D.  Soil-Building  Allowance. — The  soiVbuilding  allov/ance,  which  is  the 
maxim-om  paj-ment  tha.t  will  be  made  for  carrying-out  soil-building  practices, 
shall  be  the  sum  of  the  follovdng:    Provided.  Th^t  for  any  farm  v/ith  respect 
to  which  the  sum  of  the  maximum  payments  computed  under  section  I  and  sub- 
paragraphs 1  to  4  inclusive,  of  this  paragraph  B-  is  less  than  $20,00,  the 
amount  determined  under  this  paragraph  D  shall  be  increased  by  the  amount  of 
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such  difference:    Provided  further.  That,  with  prior  approval  of  the  State 
committee,  a  group  of  farmers  In  any  local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil- 
building  allowances  for  their  farms  for  the  performance  of  erosion  control, 
or  forest  tree  planting  and  management  pra.ctices  on  any  farm  or  group 
of  farins  unanimously  approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers, 
and  all  such  faxmers  must  be  cooperators  in  the  1942  prbgram,  and  the 
practices  must  be  carried  out  on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group.

— Any  person  who  may  be  entitled  to  any  pay- 
ment in  connection  with  the  1942  program  may  assign  his  interest 
in  such  payment  in  whole  or  in  part  as  security  for  cash  loaned 
or  advances  made  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  making  of  a 
crop  in  1942.    XTo  such  assignment  ^dll  be  recognized  unless 
the  assignment  is  made  in  v/riting  on  Form  ACP-69  in  accord- 
ance mth  the  instructions  (AOP-70)  issued  by  the  Agricultura^l

A»    Outline  of  Procedure t 

1,  Usual  acreages  will  be  determined  for  all  known  wheat  farms. 

2,  The  allotment  for  a  farm  will  be  the  result  of  multiplying  the 
usual  acreage  for  the  farm  by  the  "Allotment  Factor". 

3,  Allotments  will  be  determined  for  all  farms  for  which  usual 
acreages  have  been  determined  except  in  counties  where,  by 
request  of  the  county  committee  and  approval  of  the  State 
committee,  allotments  will  be  determined  only  for  those  farms 
with  usual  acreages  of  10  or  more  and  for  such  other  farms  as 
file  a  written  request  with  the  county  committee  for  an  allot- 
ment, 

4,  August  30,  1941,  or  a  date  not  later  than  September  30,  1941, 
if  approved  by  the  State  committee,  v/ill  be  the  final  date 
for  exercising  the  non-allotment  option  or  vice  versa,, 

5,  Yields  will  be  determined  for  all  farms  with  usual  acreages, 

6,  A  State  office  audit  v/ill  be  made  of  the  usual  acreages, 
allotments  and  jdelds  determined  by  the  county  committee 
before  individual  farm  operators  are  notified  of  these, 
determinant  ions, 

7,  Notices  of  acreage  limits,  allotments  and  yields  v/ill  be 
prepared  and  mailed  to  farm  operators  not  later  than  July 
15,  1941, 

8,  Community  committeemen  will  personally  explain  the  v/heat 
program  to  the  operators  of  farms  for  which  wheat  allotments 
are  determined. 

B,    Classification  of  Farms.  . 

A  wheat -allotment  farm  is  (l)  a  farm  for  v/hich  there  has  been  deter- 
mined an  allotment  of  more  than  15  acres  and  the  operator  has  not  filed  a 
v/ritten  request  with  the  county  com.mittee  by  August  30,  1941  to  have  the 
farm  considered    a  non-wheat -allotment  farm,  or  (2)  a  farm  for  which  a 
wheat  acreage  allotment  of  15  acres  or  less  has  been  determined  and  the 
acreage  planted  to  wheat  does  not  exceed  the  wheat  allotment  by  more  than 
10^.    By  request  of  a  county  committee  and  approval  of  the  State  committee 
the  non-allotment  option  may  be  extended  to  September  30,  1941,  but  in  all 
cases  such  option  must  be  exercised  before  the  wheat  is  planted. 

A  wheat -allotment  farm  will  be  eligible  for  (l)  a  wheat  agricul- 
tural conservation  payment,  but  a  deduction  vrill  be  made  from  the  agri- 
cultural conservation  payment  otherwise  earned  for  each  acre  planted  in 
excess  of  the  wheat  acreage  allotment  and  (s)  a  wheat  parity  payment  if 


the  acreage  planted  to  wheat  on  the  farm  does  not  exceed  the  acreage  al- 
lotment. 

The  wheat  produced  on  a  vrheat-allotment  farm  on  which  the  acreage 
planted  to  v/heat  for  1942  is  not  in  excess  of  the  wheat  acreage  allotment 
will  be  eligible  for  a  1948  wheat  loan,  if  available,  and  if  the  farm  is 
otherwise  eligible  for  a  wheat  loan. 

A  non-wheat-allotment  farm  is  a  farm  (l)  on  which  no  acreage  allot- 
ment is  determined,  or  (2)  for  vrhich  a  wheat  acreage  allotment  of  15  acres 
or  less  is  determined  smd  the  acreage  seeded  to  wheat  exceeds  the  acreage 
allotment  by  10^  or  more,,  or  (3)  for  which  a  wheat  acreage  allotment  is 
determined  and  the  operator  prior  to  the  final  date  for  exercising  the  non- 
wheat  -allotment  option  requests  the  county  committee,  in  writing,  to  have 
the  farm  considered  a  non-wheat-allotment  farm,  or  (4)  on  which  wheat  will 
be  planted  for  harvest  in  1942,  but  on  which  wheat  was  not  planted  for 
harvest  in  any  one  of  the  three  years,  1939,  1940  or  1941. 

A  non-wheat-allotment  farm  will  not  be  eligible  for  an  agricultural 
conservation  wheat  payment  or  a  wheat  parity  payment  or  a  wheat  loan,  ex- 
cept that,  if .marketing  quotas  are  in  effect  for  the  1942  crop,  loans  at 
60/S  of  the  re^lar  rate  may  be  made  on  the  farm  marketing  excess  for  such 
farm,  and  a  deduction  will  be  made  from  the  agricultural  conservation  pay- 
ment otherwise  earned  for  tach  acre  of  the  wheat  harvested  in  excess  of 
the    larger  of  the  farm  wheat  acreage  allotment  or  15  acres.

SECTION  VII.    Ikm  NOTICES 


Upon  receipt  in  the  county  office  of  the  audited  and  approved  list 
ing  sheets  from  the  State  office,  the  county  office  v;ill  prepare  and  mail 
not  later  than  July  15,  1941,  to  the  operator  of  each  farm  for  which  a 
wheat  allotment  is  determined,  a  Form  ACP  126C-W  setting  forth  the  wheat 
acreage  allotment  and  yield  determined  for  the  farm.    All  of  the  Forms 
126C-W  prepared  in  a  county  should  carry  the  same  date,  which  will  "be  the 
date  on  which  the  notices  are  mailed  from  the  county  office.    In  counties

The  county  committee  will  arrajige  for  a  visit,  before  pl^^nting 
tine  but  not  Ipter  th^n  the  final  date  for  exercising  the  non-allot- 
ment option,  to  =11  fprns  for  which  wheat  allotments  ore  determined. 
Each  farm  interview  should  be  made  by  a  community  comnitteem.an  who 
will  personally  discuss  the  whept  progr^^m  with  the  farm  operator.  Com- 
m.unity  committeemen  will  be  given  the  responsibility  of  explaining  the 
1S42  wheat  program,  including  the  taking  of  applications  for  whept 
crop  insurance  in  counties  where  insurance  is -offered. 
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The  person  interviewing  the  farm  operator  will  tpke  the  coiinty 
office  copy  of  the  Farm  Notice  with  him  and  for  farms  for  which  an 
allotment  of  more  than  15  acres  has  "been  determined  will  write  on  the 
Notice  the  word  "Non-Allotment"  if  the  operator  requests  to  have  the 
farm  considered  a  non-allotment  farm  and  obtain  the  signature  of  the 
■    farm  operator  to  the  statement.    Tor  fa.rm.s  for  which  the  acreage 
allotm.ent  is  15  acres  or  less,  no  stj^tement  will  he  ohtained. 

On  farms  for  which  the  wheat  acreage  allotment  is  more  than 
15  acres,  extreme  care  should  he  used  to  see  that  the  operator 
thoroughly  understands  the  choice  made  and  the  final  date  for  filing 
a  written  request  with  the  county  office  to  have  the  classification 
of  the  farm,  changed  from  allotment  to  non-allotment,  or  vice  versa. 

The  county  office  will  check  the  return  of  all  Farm  Notices 
for  farms  for  which  an  allotment  of  m.ore  than  15  acres  has  "been 
determined  to  make  sure  that  all  county  office  copies  of  such  Notices 
have  heen  returned  to  the  county  office. 

No  request  for  recl^^ssif icqtion  of  a  farm  which  is  filed  with 
the  county  office  pfter  the  final  date  for  exercising  the  non-allot- 
ment option,  will  "be  considered  hy  the  county  committee. 

B.     County  Training  School. 

The  county  committee,  with  the  help  of  a  representative  from 
the  State  office,  will  arrange  to  hold  a  one-day  training  school  for 
the  persons  who  will  interview  farm  operators  in  respect  to  the  1942 
wheat  program.    At  that  school  all  provisions  of  the  1942  program  will 
be  carefully  explained  so  that  each  person  who  will  interview  wheat 
growers  \7ill  he  fully  acquainted  with  its  provisions. 


SECTION  X.     REVISION  OF  ALLOTI'aENTS  PUS  TO  E5R0HS  AND  APPEALS 
A.  Appeals. 

Any  person  interested  in  the  wheat  crop  is  privileged  to  appeal, 
in  writing,  to  the  county  .committee  for  reconsideration  of  the  1942 
allotment  within  15  days  from"  the  date  appearing  on  the  farm,  notice. 
The  county  committee  will  review  each  appeal  and  notify  the  appellant 
of  its  decision,  in  writing,  within  15  days  after  receipt  of  the  re- 
quest for  reconsideration. 


Basis  for  Revisions 


Allotments.    Revisions  in  allotments  will  he  made  only  upon 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  county  committee  that  such  revision  is 
justified  due  to  errors  in  historic?^l  acreages  in  the  h^^se  period  ot 
to  failure  to  properly  consider  size  of  tillable  acreage  on  the  farm, 
crop  rotation  practices,  type  of  soil,  and  topography. 
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In  each  esse  where  there  has  heen  p  revision  in  the  ?^llotment, 
the  operator  will  he  mailed  a  revised  notice  (ACP  126C-i^)  and  the  re- 
vised allotment  will  be  entered  in  column  (16)  of  and  HED-33 
will  be  used  in  the  prescribed  manner  for  recording  such  adjustment. 

C .  Closing  3Date  for  Making  Adjustments  in  Allotments  and  Yields. 

No  adjustment  in  acreage  allotment  or  yield  will  be  made  by  the 
county  committee  at  the  request  of  the  producer  for  any  farm  after  the 
date  on  which  the  wheat  is  planted  or  the  final  date  for  exercising  the 
non-allotment  option,  whichever  is  earlier. 

D,  Adjustments  for  Errors. 

All  allotments  and  yields  are  subject  to  adjustment  by  the  county 
committee  if  later  found  to  be  in  error  due  to  incorrect  information  ^t 
the  time  of  determination,  or  to  a  chajige  in  the  cropland  of  the  f^^rm. 


All  acreage  figures  will  be  computed  to  the  nearest  whole  tenth  of 
an  acre  ajid  fractions  ending  in  hundredths  of  more  than  5  shall  be  rounded 
upward  to  the  next  tenth  of  an  acre;  hundredths  of  5  or  less  shall  be  drop- 
ped.    In  counties  other  than  crop  insurance  counties,  yields  sh^^ll  be  com- 
puted to  the  nearest  tenth  in  the  same  manner.

All  farmers  in  Connecticut  who  cooperate  in  the  1942 
servation  Program  will  "be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building 
practices  which  will  help  to  "build  up  their  soil.    They  will  also  have  the 
right  to  earn  payments  "by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes  and  tobacco. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  September  1,  1941,  and  ends  August  31,  1942, 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 

RSrOHSSTATIOU  ALLOWMCS 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  ol5  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allo\\?ance.    This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  No.  10. 

50IL-EUILDIN0  ALic?i^i^a:n 

Each  Connecticut  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm. 
To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible, 
practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the 
farmer  will  know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  allowance 
is  found  by  first  adding  all  of  the  following  items  v/hich  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotments.    Cropland  means  farm  land  which 
in  1941  v;as  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any 
Ictnd  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2,00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm,  Commerr.ial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
vineyards,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.     This  definition  does 
not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and  nonbearing  vineyards. 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.     Commercial  veg:e- 
t able 3  means  the  acreage; of.  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which 
the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  .sold  to  persons  not 
living  on  the  farm,.    This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
tomatoes,  sv/eetp'otatoes,  sv/eet  corn,  melons,  cajitaloups,  straw- 
berries, and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes, 
peas  for  processing,  and  sweet  corn  for  processing. 
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40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in  excess 
of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.     The  pasture 
land  must  be  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  usual  pasture 
season  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

For  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  in  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture,  vegetable 
and  orchard  items, 

For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  the^e  items  is  less  th^in  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  $20. 

For  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items 
is  less  than  $20,  the  soil-building  allowance  v^ill  be  equal  to  the  lar£er_of  (l) 
the  sum  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount 
by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  be  earned  on 
the  farm. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management 
practices  on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.     The  practice  carried  out  must  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers 
must  be  participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be 
Carried  out  on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group. 

S0IL-3IJILDIHCr  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Connecticut 
may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming 
practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be 
allowed  tovrard  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the 
total  payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allov/ance  plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforesta- 
tion allowance. 

ITo  credit  for  seeding  ladino  clover  mixtures  or  alfalfa  vjill  be  given  if 
it  is  determined  by  the  county  committee  that  the  seed  used  was  not  adapted  seed 
of  such  quality  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  good  farming  practice. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice 
shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice 
is  represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half 
of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 
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Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
"be  deemed  to  "be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  j^art  "by  a  Sta,te  or  Federal  agency. 

Liming  Cropland,  Pasture  Land,  or  Orchards 

Practice  No.  1  -  xig.te  of  Payment;    Foii_each  2,000  pounds 
of  st9,ndard  ground  lisiostone  or  its  equivalent : 

$3.00  in  Fairfield,  Hartford,  and  Litchfield  Counties; 
$3,50  in  Middlesex,  New  Haven,  and  Tolland  Counties; 
$4.00  in  New  London  and  Windhajn  Counties. 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  1,000  pourds  of  standard  ground 
limestone  or  its  equivalent  to  cropland,  permanent  pasture  land,  or  commercial 
orchard  land* 

If  the  fani\er  is  doubtful  as  to  how  mach  liming  material  his  soil  needs, 
he  should  have  his  soil  tested  by  the  off icxal  soil  testing  agency  of  the  State. 

'sVhen  the  limestone  is  applied  to  cropland  or  cultivated  orchard  land, 
it  should  (or  must,  at  the  discretion  of  the  county  committee)  be  worked  into 
the  soil,  preferably  at  least  6  months  before  a  legume  seedling  is  made.  Each 
acre  of  pasture  land  or  orchard  sod  treated  with  lime  should  have  an  application 
of  at  least  1:00  pounds  of  80  percent  superphosphate,  or  the  equivalent. 

Standard  ground  limestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at  least  50 
percent  total  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent,  100  percent  of  v/hich  will 
pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  provided  that  all  the  finer  materials  resulting 
from  grinding  are  left  in  the  ground  limestone. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  h7/drated  lime,  500  pounds  of  burnt  lime, 
1,000  pounds  of  ground  oystershell,  or  1,000  pounds  of  button  dust  are  equivalent 
to  1,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone. 

If  the  liming  material  used  under  this  practice  is  furnished  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  be  reported  as  practice  ITo.  lA. 

App ly i  ng  Sup  e  rph o  sph a t  e 

Practice  No.  2  -  Rate  of  Payment;    68.5  cents  for  each  100  pounds  of  20  percent 

superphosphate  or  its  equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  200  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent  superphos- 
phate or  the  equivalent  worked  into  the  soil  in  preparation  for  the  seeding  of 
or  used  as  a  top  dressing  on  a  full  seeding  of  perennial  or  biennial  legiLmes, 
gardens  for  home  use,  perennial  grasses,  permanent  pasture,  or  green  manure 
crops  in  orchards. 
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Superphosphate  may  he  used  in  stahles  or  poultry  houses  to  reinforce 
manure , .  provided  the  manure  is  not  to  he  sold  or  used  on  potatoes,  tohacco, 
commercial  vegetahles,  or  corn  for  grain. 

V(3ien  superphosphate  which  is  not  used  in  stahles  or  poultry  houses  to 
reinforce  manure  is  applied  to  a  nurse  crop  "which  is  harvested  for  grain, 
paryment  v/ill  he  allowed  only  for  the  amount  used  per  acre  over  100  pounds  of 
20^0  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent.     Superphosphate  which  is  furnished  as 
conservation  material  should  not  he  applied  to  nurse  crops  harvested  for  grain 
unless  it  has  heen  used  in  the  stahles  or  poultry  houses  to  reinforce  manure. 

Quantities  of  other  grades  of  superphosphate  may  he  suhstituted  for  the 
200  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate;  for  example,  250  pounds  of  15  percent 
superphosphate,  125  pounds  of  32  percent  superphosphate,  100  pounds  of  40  percent 
superphosphate,  or  the  quantity  of  other  fertilizers  that  furnish  40  pounds  of 
availahle  phosphoric  acid. 

If  the  superphosphate  used  under  this  practice  is  furnished  hy  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  he  reported  as  practice  No.  2-A. 

Applying  mri^te  of  Potash 

Practice  Ho,  3.  -  P.ate  of  Payment;        $1.35  for  each  100  pounds  of  50  percent 

muriate  of  potash  or  the  equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  100  pounds  per  acre  of  50  percent  muriate 
of  potash  or  its  equivalent,  hut  excluding  manure,  in  connection  v/ith  the  seeding 
of  clover,  alfalfa,  or  gardens  for  home  use,  or  on  estahlished  stands  of  alfalfa 
or  ladino  clover. 

Legumes  such  as  alfalfa  and  clover  require  considerahle  potash.    As  a 
rule  potash  should  he  apolied  at  the  time  of  seeding.     Some  soils  hecome 
deficient  in  potash  more  rapidly  than  others  and  require  annual  applications 
of  potash  to  grow  alfalfa  or  ladino  clover. 

Cover  Crops  amd  G-reen  Manure  Crops 

Practice  Ho.  4  -  P^a^te  of  Payment:     $1.50  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  londer  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  grov;th  of  (l) 
hiennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding  is 
allowed  in  1942  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes 
or  grasses  has  ever  heen  harvested;  (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses 
or  small  grains  used  as  winter  green  manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  is  grovm  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  heen  harvested 
in  1942,  payment  will  he  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an  evenly  distrihuted 
good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the  land. 
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Pajnnent  will  "be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  grov;th  of 
the  crop  on  the  laiid  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.    It  is  recommended 
that,  insofar  as  possible,  crops  which  otherwise  might  "be  plo^-fed  or  disked 
under  in  1942  he  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover.     On  land  subject  to  erosion, 
payment  will  not  be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  green  manure  crop,  unless ' 
such  crop  is  follov;ed  by  a.  winter  cover  crop.  ' 

Summer  G-reen  Manure  Crops 

Practice  No.  5  -  Bate  of  Payment:    $0.75  per  acre

lent mulching  material,  excluding  barnyard  and  stable  manure,  to  orchard  land, 
vineyards,  strawberries,  or  commercial  vegetable  land  as  a  m.ulch.    All  materials 
produced  on  the  land  during  1942  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or 
cover  crops,  as  well  as  the  mulching  material,  must  be  left  on  the  land.

Practice  No.  7  -  Rate  of  Pa:,nsent;     $1.50  per  acre 
The  seeding  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  1  pound  of  ladino  clover  per 

acre. 

Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  per  acre  of 
either  (l)  3,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent  and  400 
pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent -or  (2)  liming  materials 
and  superphosphate  according  to  requirements  as  shown  by  a  soil  test  which  con- 
forms to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee. 

Seeding  Alfalfa 

Practice  No.  8  -  Rate  of  Payment;     $1.50  per  acre 

On  land  adapted  to    alfalfa  the  seeding  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre 
of  verified  or  certified  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa 
seed,  alone  or  in  mixtures. 
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Seeding  shall  "be  made  on  land  prepared  "by  the  application  per  acre  of 
either  (l)  6,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent,  400  pounds 
of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  and  100  pounds  of  50  percent 
muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent;  or  (2)  liming  material,  superphosphate, 
and  potash,  according  to  requiremente  as  shown  "by  a  soil  t©st  which  conforms 
to  the  regulations  of  the  State  comiaittee. 

Woodland  Manageiri.ent 


Practice  No.  9  -  Hate  of  Pa^Tnent ;    $3  per  acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm 
woodland  and  wildlife  managemert  which  includes  pruning  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  "both.    At  least  100  good  timher  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good 
timher  trees  must  "be  left  well  scattered  throughout  the  stand,  on  each  acre  of 
woodland  improved. 

Operators  must  ootain  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee  and 
must  carry  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Extension  Jorester. 

Payment  will  not  "be  made  for  improving  white  pine  stands  unless  currant 
and  goose"berry  "bushes  are  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  protective 
"border  consistent  with  ^good  woodland  management* 

If  it  is  determined  "by  the  county  committee  that  any  cutting  has.  "been 
done  on  the  farm  in  an  improper  manner  from  the  standpoint  of  good  forestry 
practice,  a  deduction  in  the  amount  of  $8  per  acre  of  woodland  improperly 
cut  will  "be  made  from  any  pa3.nnent  which  would  otherv/ise  "bo  made  f.ol'  the  farm 
under  the  1942  program. 

Planting  Porest  Trees 

Practice  Ho.  10  -  Rate  of  Pa^^ent:    $7.50  per  acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  or  root-pruned  seedlings  at  the  rate  of 
at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  in  s.ccordance  with  instructions  of  the  Extension 
Porester, 

One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  sma.ll  tracts  of  less  than  1 
acre  each  shall  "be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area    may  "be 
larger.     Shru"bs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  live s to ck- grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wild-life-management  practice. 

Payment  will  not  be  made  for  planting  white  pine  unless  currant  and 
gooseberry  bushes  are  removed  from  the  area  to  be  planted  and  throughout  a 
protective  border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management. 

If  the  trees  used  under  this  practice  are  furnished  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration,  they  shall  be  reported  as  practice  No.  lOA. 
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Removal  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees 

Practice  ITo.  n  _  Rate  of  Payment; 

Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0,30  per  tree; 

Trees  over  12  inches  "but  not  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0,50  per  tree: 
Trees  over  20    inches  in  diameter,  |Q.75  per  tree. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  removal  of 
diseased  or  -aneconomic  permanent  live  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of 
whose  fruit  is  of  inferior  quality.    Payment  will  not  be  made  for  the 
removal  Qf  trees  less  than  5  inches  in  diameter  or  for  the  removal  of 
filler  or  semi-permanent  trees, 

Hot  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  "be  earned  under  this  practice. 

Constructing  Diversion  Ditches 

Practice  No,  12  -  Rate  of  Payment;     $1,50  for  each  100  linear  feet 

The  construction  of  diversion  ditches,  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided.    This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service, 

Stripcropping 

Practice  Ho.  13  -  Rate  of  Payment;     $0.35  per  acre 

The  planting  in  strips  of  cropland  which  is  subject  to  erosion. 
Strips  of  intertilled  crops  must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-gro\id.ng 
crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  vrith  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

Improving  IToncrop  Open  Pasture  Land 

Practice  llo.  14  -  Rate  of  Payment;     $5  per  acre 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  improvement  of 
noncrop  open  pasture  land  which  the  county  committee  determines  will,  when 
improved,  be  capable  of  carrying  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  two 
acres  during  a  pasture  season  of  at  least  four  months.    Improvement  shall 
include  uprooting  and  removal  of  shrubs,  leveling  hummocks,  carrying  out 
an  adequate  system  of  mowing,  and  removing  loose  stones.    Payment  vdll  not 
be  made  unless  sufficient  liming  materials,  fertilizer  and  seed,  where 
needed,  are  applied  to  obtain  a  good  stand. 


AMOUITT  01  PAYMENT  EARI-IED  CN  IkWS  ^ITH  NO  ALLOS[^UTS 


On  a  farm  which  has  no  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  year  an  amoimt  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-Duilding 
allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  : 
what  he  earns.    A  fame r  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on 
a  farm  with  no  allotments  should  he  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres 
of  potatoes  or  more  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

The  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  will  be  found  by  adding 
together  the  pajTnents  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried 
out  at  the  rates  shown  for  the  practices.    However,  if  the -total 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the 
soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 
Any  amount  earned  under  practice  No.  10  which  is  counted  toward 
earning  the  soil-building  allowance  shall  not  be  allowed  toward 
earning  the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  added  the  amount  earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multi- 
plied by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested 
over  3. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  pajnnent  rate  per  pound 
multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  tobacco 
harvested  over  the  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ALLOTIviEI-ITS 

In  1942  potato  a^.d  tobacco  allotments  and  program  yields  will  be  set  by 
county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agricultural  . 
Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acreage 
of  potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more  and  also 
on  farms  for  which  the  county  committee  determines  that  3  acres  or  more  of 
potatoes  will  be  harvested  in  1942. 

A  tobacco  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  which  gre^^  tobacco  in  one 
or  more  of  the  5  years  1937  to  1941  and  a  permitted  acreage  will  be  determined 
for  each  farm  on  which  tobacco  will  be  produced  in  1942  for  the  first  time 
since  1936. 

/lMOUITT  OE  PAYMENT  E'VRI^1]D  ON  ALLOT^vISNT  JiXmS  1 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance,  ; 
the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  his  potato  and  ' 
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tobacco  allotments.    If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or 
if  he  ha.rvests  more  acres  of  potatoes  or  tohacco  than  he  is  allotted,  the 
amount  earned  will  "be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed  "by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and 
then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  payment  at  the  rate  sho"wn  for  the  practice  vail  "be  computed  for  each 
soil-huilding  practice  carried  out.    The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7,50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

^  deduct i on  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotme-nts  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the 
cropland  on  the  farm  by  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land 
uses  on  the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at 
some  time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  follov.dng  crops  or  uses;

made  on  a  potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in  any 
one  of  the  years  1939,  194C ,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not  harvest 
potatoes  on  any  other  farmi  d^iring  such  3- year  period.    However,  if  the  acreage 
of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm* s  potato  allotment, 
payment  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  eq-ijal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreag:?  of 
potatoes  harvested,  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of 
potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment  because 
of  flQiod  or  drought. 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  v;ill  be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the  potato 
allotment, 

A  deduction  may  be  made  under  the  1943  program  for  each  acre  less  than 
25  percent  of  the  1942  potato  acreage  which  is  net  planted  to  winter  cover 
crops  following  potatoes. 
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If  there  is  no  tobacco  allotment  on  the  farm  and  tobacco  is  produced  in 
1942  for  the  first  time  since  1956,  the  fanner  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest 
Uiore  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the  proiTam 
yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

FAmS  ^'im  TOBACCC  ALLQTmMTS 

A  payment  of    cents  per  poixnd  times  the  program  yield  will  be 

computed  forl^ach  acre  in  the  tobacco  allotment.    However,  if  the  acresge 
of  tobacco  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment, 
'pa^/ment  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  harvested,  unless  the  county/  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  tobacco  allotment  because 
of  ilo'jd,  drought,  hail,  or  plant  bed  diseases, 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  pa.^/icent  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  harvested  over  the  tobacco 
allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  2  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there  will 
be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  jjayment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  pro- 
gram yield  for  each  acre  over  3  which  is  harvested. 

DEDUCTION  TOR  FA  I  LUBE  TO  MAIITTiIN  PBEVIOUS  PHOGHiuM  FBACTICES 


"'here  the  county  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (1)  terraces  constructed,  forest  trees  planted, 
or  pastures  established  under  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accord- 
ance with  good  farming  practices,  (2)  seedings  of  perennial  legiimes  or  grasses 
are  destroyed  after  producers  have  been  infoimed  that  the  destruction  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses  is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effective- 
ness of  any  soil-building  pra,ctice  carried  out  under  a  previous  program  is 
destroyed  in  1342  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  payments  which  would  otherwise  be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount 
equal  to  the  payment  which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar 
amo^jint  of  such  practices. 

ADJIJSTI^NT  OP  EATSS 

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  paym^ent  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  paj^nent  may  be  increased  or  decreased 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent.

Complete  instructions  for 
handling  this  provision  will  "be  furnished  the  county  committees.    See  your 
local  committeeman  for  information.

All  farmers  in  Maine  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  will        offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building  practices 
which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn 
payments  "by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes  and  wheat. 

The  1942  program  year  "begins  Septem'ber  1,  1941,  and  ends  August  31,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  "be  filed  in  the  county 
office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 


RSEORSSTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil -"building  allowance.     This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  No.  17. 


SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 


Each  Maine  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use  one 
or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.     To  get  the 
most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  which 
are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know 
how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance 
vill  be  computed  for  his  farm.     This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage  in 
the  potato  and  wheat  allotments.     Cropland  means  farm  land  which  in 
1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in 
commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated"  frui  t  trees  or 
bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which:  the  principal  part  of  the  pro- 
duction is  normally  sold.'   This  definition  does  not  include  non- 
bearing  orchards. 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grov.Ti  in  1940  on  the 

farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acre's  or  more.     Commercial  vegetables 
means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm. 
This  definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes,  sweet  com, 
melons,  cantaloups,  strav/berries,  and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers, 
but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  processing,  and  sweet  corn  for 
processing. 
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40'(3ents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  ih  excess 
of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.     The  pasture  land 
must  he  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  usual  pasture  season  at  | 
least  one  animal  unit  -for  each  5  acres.  1 

For  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture, 
vegetable,  and  orchard  items. 

For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20,  j 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  $20. 

For  a  potato  or  wheat  allotment  farm  on  which  the  sxnn  of  these  items  is 
less  than  $20,  the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of 
(l)  the  sum  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  . 
amount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

"ith  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management  prac- 
tices on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.     The  practice  carried  out'must  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers 
must  be  participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be 
carried  out  on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Maine  may 
carry  put  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.    For  .1 
each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  ^ 
practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed 
toward  earning  the  soil-building  allo^/ance  for  the  farm.    However,  the  total 
payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  al- 
lowance plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation 
allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the 
practice  shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the- soil -building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice 
is  represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one- 
half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  to?;ard  earning  the  soil-building 
allov/ance,  •  .  :■ 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or/iin  part  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency. 


Seeding  Biennial  Legdmes 


Practice  No.  1  *  Bate  of  payment :    $0,75  per  acre

The  sowing  per  acre  of  at  least  16  pounds  of  hardy,  adapted,  northern- 
grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfs-li'a  or  at  least  9  pounds  of  a  mixture  containing 
2  parts  hy  weight  of  ladino  clever  and  7  parts  hy  weight  of  timothy. 

If  the  diand  is  unsatisfactory,  payment  not  he  allowed  for  this 

practice  unless  the  fanner  suhmits  to  his  county  coirnittee  a  soil  test  which 
conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee,  or  other  evidence  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  used  to  assure  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Pe rmanent  Pasture 

Practice  No.  5  -  Rate  of  payment;     $5  per  acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  9  pounds  of  a  permanent  pasture  mixture  con- 
taining 2  parts  hy  weight  of  ladino  clover  and  7  parts  hy  weight  of  timothy. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  payment  will  not  he  allowed  for  the 
practice  unless  the  farmer  submits  to  his  county  committee  a  soil  test  which 
conforms  to  the  regulations  6f  the  State  committee,  or  other  evidence  that 
enou^  lime  and  fertilizer  were  used  to  assure  ordinarily  a  good  stand.  In 
general,  about  the  sam.e  amount  of  lime  and  fertilizer  is  needed  for  ladino 
clover  as  is  needed  for  red  clover.

Practice  No    4  -  Pate  of  payment;     Por  each  100  lbs. 
of  20^  superpho spha. t e  or  its  equi valen t J_ 

$0.75  in  Aroostook  and  Washington  Counties 
$0,688  in  all  other  counties 

The  application  of  at  least  32  pounds  per  acre  of  available  phosphoric 
acid  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial  legijmes,  perennial 
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grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  permanent  pastures, 
or  gardens  for  home  use,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in  orchards  or  established 
orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sod. 

On  livestock  farms  at  least  25  percent  of  the  phosphoric  acid  used  under 
the  program  should  "be  incorporated  in  the  manure  prior  to  storage  or  in  the 
gutter  or  on  dropping  "boards  if  the  manure  is  hauled  directly  to  the  field.. 
Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  the  phosphoric  acid  of  superphosphate  used  in 
the  gutter  or  on  the  dropping  "board  if  the  msJiure  is  not  sold  or  applied  to 
potatoes,  commercial  vegetables,  wheat  for  grain,  or  corn  for  grain. 

When  phosphoric  acid  which  is  not  used  with  manure  is  applied  to  a  nurse 
crop  which  is  harvested  for  grain,  pa;'ment  will  be  allov/ed  only  for  the  amount 
used  per  acre  over-  20  pounds  of  phosphoric  acid.

(1)  The  application  of  at  least  500  pounds  per  acre  of  calcium  oxide 
neutralizing  equivalents  to  orchards,  pasture  land,  or  cropland  which  is  not 
used  for  the  production  of  potatoes. 

(2)  The  application  of  not  more  than  600  pounds  per  acre  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  to  land  in  a  potato  rotation. 
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' Payment 'will  not  "be  allowed  for  the  application  of  liming  material  to 
land  which  is  to  he  planted  to  potatoes  in  1942  unless  the  material  is  applied 
prior  to  July  15,  1942.     However,  for  any  farm  the  county  committee  may  approve 
the  use  of  more  than  600  pounds  per  acre  or  the  application  of  the  material 
after  July  15,  1942,  if  they  determine  this  to  he  good  farm  practice.

Recommended  liming  materials.     Hydrated  lime,  ground  limestone,  marl, 
or  wood  ashes,  pulp  mill  lime,  dump  lime,  and  other  material  if  approved  hy 
the  State  com.mittee.

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  hiennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding 
is  allowed  in  1942  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes 
or  grasses  ha.s  ever  heen  harvested;   (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  anniial  grasses 
or  small  grains  used  as  winter  green  manure  or  cover  crops. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  orchards  and  sufficient  fertilizing  material 
has  heen  applied  to  attain  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  such  crop 
evenly  distributed  on  the  land,  payment  will  he  allowed  for  cutting  and 
leaving  it  on  the  land  instead  of  plov/ing  or  disking  it  under. 

In  Aroostook,  Penobscot,  Piscataquis,  Somerset,  and  '■/aldo  Counties,  if 
the  first  crop  of  second-year  clover  is  cut  and  left  on  land  in  a  pota.to 
rotation  and  the  second  crop  is  plowed  or  disked  under  after  August  15,  1942, 
payment  will  he  allowed  for  the  use  of  each  crop  as  a  green  manure  crop. 

Payment  will  he  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
the  crop  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.     It  is  recom- 
mended that,  insofar  as  possible,  crops  which  otherwise  might  be  plowed  or 
disked  under  in  1942  be  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover.     On  land  subject 
to  erosion,  payment  will  not  be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  greer 
manure  crop,  unless  such  crop  is  followed  by  a  winter  cover  crop. 
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gunuaer  G-reen  Manure  Crops 

■     Pr8.ctice  Mo.  8  -  Bate  of  payment:    $0.75  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  grov/th  of  a 
s^Jmrner  non-leguminous  green  manure  crop.     On  land  su"b,ject  to  erosion,  j)a,\ment 
will  not  "be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  -under  a  green  manure  crop,  unless 
s^jch  crop  is  followed  "by  a  winter  cover  crop. 

Stripe ropping

Payment  v/ill  not  "be  allo^'ed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  practice  in 
accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the 
State  Extension  Service. 

Contour  Cultivation 
Practice  No .  10  -  Bate  of  pa;/ment:     $0.20  per  acre 
The  farming  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  practice  in 
accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the 
State  Extension  Service. 

Constructing  Diversion  Ditches 

Practice  No.  11  -  Ea,te  of  payment:     $1.50  for  each  100  linear  feet

Establishing  permanent  sod  waterways  on  cropland  which  is  used  for  an 
intertilled  crop  in  1942  or  in  cultivated  orchards,  or  on  any  cropland  where 
it  is  necessary  to  complete  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  vegetative  cover 
in  a  waterway  channel  or  terrace  outlet.

Whfen  white  pine  stands  are  improved,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  should 
be  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  protective  border  consistent 
with  good  woodland  management.- 

Planting  Porest  Trees 

Practice  No,  17  -  Hate  of  payment:    $7,5^0  per  acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  of  approved  species  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  spaced  about  6  by  6  feet.     One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be 
considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  largeV."  Shrubs 
helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  a^ihst  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock  grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice.  '  ^ 

When  white  pine  is  planted,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  should  be 
removed  from  the  area  to  be  planted  and  throughout  a  protective  border  con- 
sistent with  good  woodland  management. 

Species  approved  for  planting  are  white  pine,  red  (Norway)  pine,  red 
spruce,  Norway  spruce,  Scotch  pine  in  mixed  planting,  and  hybrid  poplars. 
Other  species  must  be  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

Removal  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees 

Practice  No.  18  -  Rate  of  pa^Tment :        .<  ■ 

Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter',  "^lo.  50  per  tree; 

Trees  over  12  inches  but  not  over  20  inches  in  diameter.  $0.50  per  tree; 
Trees  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0.75  per  tree.  "  ; 

With  the  prior  approval, of  th^  county  committee,^  the  removal  of  diseased 
or  uneconomic  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of  inferior 
quality.    Payment  v/ill  be  made  only  for  the  removal  of  live  permanent  trees 
and  not  for  the  removal  of  filler  or  semi -permanent  trees.     No  payment  shall 
be  made  for  trees  less  than  5  inches  in  diameter.     Not  more  than  $15  per  acre 
may  be  earned  under  this  practice.

On  a  farm  which  has  no  potato  or  'JJiieat  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil -"building 
allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  ^dll  be  paid 
^•^hat  he  earns.    A  farmer  who  Trants  to  earn  all  he  c^an  under  the  progrp.m  on  a 
farm  T/ith  no  allotments  should  "be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of 
potatoes,  or  harvest  more  than  15  acres  of  v;heat  or  his  permitted  acreage, 
whichever  is  larger. 

The  total  pa^^^.ent  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

The  amount  of  the  soil-building -pa^Tnent  will  be  found  by  adding 
together  the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out 
at  the  rates  shorni  for  the  practices.     However,  if  the  total 
amount  comT:)Uted  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the 
soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance.

There  will  be  added  tho  amount  earned  for  planting  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  timer;  the  paj^nent  ra^te  per  bushel 
multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  potatoes 
harvested  over  3. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel 
multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  7/heat  on  the 
farm  harvested  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  15  acres  or  the  wheat  allot- 
ment or  permitted  acreage,  whichever  is  applicable. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  pa^Tient  earned  for  the  farm. 

ALLOTMENTS 

In  1942  potato  and  wheat  allotm.ents  and  program  yields  will  be  set  by 
county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  i%ricultural 
Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potp.to  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acreage 
of  potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more  and  also 
on  farms  for  which  the  county  comjmittee  determines  that  3  acres  or  more  of 
potatoes  will  be  harvested  in  1942. 

A  wheat  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  on  ^-'hich  v-heat  was  planted 
for  harvest  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  19  40,  1941.     Permitted  acreages 
of  wheat  will  be  set  on  farms  on  -'hich  v/heat  will  be  seeded  for  harvest  in 
1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938. 
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On  a  farm  vdth  a  potato  or  v/hea.t  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equa.l  to  the  s'um  of  the  soil -building  allovrance, 
the  reforestation  allovrance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  allotments.  If 
he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  potatoes 
or  plants  more  ^Txeat  than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  he  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed  by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  v;hich  apply  to  the  farm  and 
then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  pa:.ment  at  the  rate  shovT.  for  the  pr.actice  v/ill  be  computed  for  each 
soil -building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  than  the  soil-building  allo^^ance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be  computed 
under  the  reforestation  allov/pjice. 

A  deduction  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  com^puted  in  connection 
v/ith  the  potato  and  \-heat  allotments  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the 
cropland  on  the  farm  by  wMch  the  acreage  of  erosion- resisting  crops  and  lan.d 
uses  on  the  ff^rm  is  less  thai!  25  percent  of  the  croplajid  on  the  farm.  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  ctnd  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  v^hich  is  devoted  at 
some  time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  follo^'lng  crops  or  uses:

Parm^s  with  Potato  Allotments 

A  payment  of   cents  per  bushel  tines  the  program  yield  will  be 

computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment,  except  tha.t  no  payment  ^'ill  be 
made  on  a  potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in 
any  one  of  the  year?  193S,  1940,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not 
harvest  potatoes  on  any  other  fann  during  such  3-year  period.     However,  if  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment,  payment  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested,  unless  the  county  com.mittee  finds  that  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment 
because  of  flood  or  drought. 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  './ill  be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the 
potato  allotment. 
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If  the  farm  has  no  v/heat  allotment  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm  for 
harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment  for  the 
farm  is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  "be  careful  not  to  harvest  for 
grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  15  acres 
of  wheat  or  the  permitted  acreage  of  v/heat  for  the  farm,  v;hiche\^r  is  larger. 
If  he  does,  there  will  he  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  "bushel 
multiplied  "by  the  program  yield  of  wheat  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farms  with  Wheat  Allotments 

A  payment  of    cents  per  hushel  times  the  program  yield  will  "be 

computed  for  each  acre  in  the  wheat  allotment  on  a  wheat  allotment  farm. 
Ho^^^ever,  if  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the 
farm's  wheat  allotment,  payment  will  he  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125 
percent  of  the  acreage  of  v/heat  planted  tinless  the  county  committee  finds 
that  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  wheat 
allotment  because  of  flood  or  dro\ight . 

^  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  hushsl  multiplied  hy  th@ 
program  yield  v/ill  he  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  v/heat  over  the  v/hea,t 
allotment.    If  the  wheat  allotment  is  15  acres  or  less  and  the  acreage  seeded 
to  wheat  exceeds  the  allotment  by  10  percent  or  more  or  the  county  committee 
at  the  request  of  the  farmer  has  classified  the  farm  as  a  non-allotment  farm, 
a  deduction  at  10  times  the  payment  rate  v/ill  be  made  only  for  the  acreage  of 
wheat  harvested  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  (l)  15  acres  or  (2)  the  wheat 
allotment  or  permitted  acreage,  whichever  is  applicable. 

Acreage  planted  to  wheat  means  (l)  any  acreage  of  land  on  which  wheat  is 
seeded  (except  when  v/heat  is  seeded  in  a  mixture  v/hich  contains  at  least  10 
percent  by  weight  of  vetch  or  at  least  25  percent  by  weight  of  winter  barley  or 
rye  and  the  mixture  may  reasona.bly  be  exrjected  to  produce  a  crop  containing 
such  proportions  of  plants  other  than  wheat  that  the  crop  cannot  be  harvested 
as  v/heat  for  grain  or  seed)  or  (2)  any  acreage  of  land  which  is  seeded  tp  a 
wheat  mixture  designated  under  (l)  above  but  on  which  a  sufficient  amount  of 
the  vetch,  barley,  or  rye  in  the  mixture  fails  to  reach  maturity  or  is  other- 
wise in  such  condition  that  the  crop  can  be  harvested  as  wheat  for  grain  or  seed 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  care- 
ful not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there  will  be 
a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  program 
yield  for  each  acre  harvested  over  3.

All  fair^ers  in  Massachusetts  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program,  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  ^proved  soil-huiiding 
practices  which  will  help  to  "build  up  their  soil.    They  will  also,  have  the 
right  to  earn  payments  "by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes  and  tohacco, 

.  The  1942  program  year  "begins  September  1,  1941,  and  ends  August  31,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  he  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 

P>5F0BSSTATI0IT  ALLOWAITCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-huilding  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  he  earned  "by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  llo.  16. 

SOIL-BUILDIITG  ALLOWAIICS 

Each  Massachusetts  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-huilding  practices  which  a,re  good  for  his  farm.  To 
get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices 
which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.    In  order  that  the  farmer  will 
know"  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  paynent,  a  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  fam.    This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
^  in  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotments.    Cropland  means  farm  land  v/hich 

in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land 
in  commercial  orchards.. 

$2«00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
vineyards,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal  part 
of  the  production  is  normally  sold.    This  definition  does  not  include 
nonbearing  orchards  or  vineyards. 

$1,00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.    Commercial  vegetables 
means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  fann. 
This  definition  includes,  among  others,  sweet  potatoes,  tomatoes,  -sweet 
com,  melons,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  commercial  bulbs  and 
flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  processing,  and  sweet  com 
for  processing. 
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40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in  ex- 
cess of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.    The  pasture  ^ 
land  must  ^be  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  usual  pasture  season 
at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

Tor  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
huilding  allowance  will  "be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture,  vege- 
taljle,  and  orchard  items. 

lor  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than 
$20,  the  soil-lDuilding  allowance  will  "be  $20, 

Por  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment  farra  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items 
is  less  than  $20,  the  soi l-tui Iding  allowance  will  "be  equal  to  the  larger  of 
(1)  the  sun  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the 
amount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  he 
earned  on  the  farm. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management  prac- 
tices on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.    The  practice  carried  out  must  be  unanimous- 
ly approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  f  amers.    All  such  farmers  must  be 
participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be  carried  out 
on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  gro'op.. 

SOI.L-BUILDIUCt  pbacticbs 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Massachusetts 
may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.  For 
each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  prac- 
tices on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed 
toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the  total 
payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-biailding  al- 
lowance plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforesta- 
tion allowance, 

ITo  credit  for  a  seeding  practice  will  be  given  if  it  is  determined  by  the 
county  committee  that  the  seed  used  was  not  adapted  see6  of  such  quality  as  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  good  farming  practice. 

On  an  allotment  farm  with  a  soil-building  allowance  less  than  $20,  70  per- 
cent of  the  payment  may  be  used  for  materials  if  approved  by  the  county  committee, 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  iFederal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  c arrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  -ftoward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-MciTary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 
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Seeding  Bed  of  Alsike  Olo^rev 

Practice'  No.  1  -  Bate  of  payment:    $0.75  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  5  pounds  per  acre  of  hardv, 
northern-gro?7n  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover,  or  alsike  clover,  or  of  any 
comoination  of  these  clovers. 

Seeding  should  "be  on  land  prepared  "by  the  application  of  sufficient  lime, 
superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisf actor 
to  the  county  committee  must  he  submitted  to  show  that  enough  lime  and  ferti- 
lizer were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Alfalfa 

Practice  No.  2  -  P^te  of  payment:     $1.50  per  acre 

The  seeding  on  land  suited  to  the  growth  of  alfalfa  of  at  least  10 
pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian  a,lfalfa  seed, 
alone  or  in  mixtures . 

Seeding  should  he  made  on  land  prepared  "by  the  applicj^tion  of  sufficient 
lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory'",  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  he  submitted  to  show  that  enough  lime 
and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Pasture  Mixtm^es 

Practice  No.  3  -  Pate  of  pa^nnent;     $5  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  pasture  mixtures  containing  at  least  2  pounds  per  acre 
of  ladino  or  white  Datch  clover. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  sufficient 
lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand. 

If  the  stand  is  ^-in satisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough  lime  and 
fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand.

Practice  No.  4  -  Pate  of  payment;     15  cents  for  each  pound  of  seed 

The  application  to  depleted  pastures  of  a  pasture  mixture  containing  at 
least  one-fifth  ladino  or  white  Du.tch  clover  seed  in  mixtures  with  grass  or 
legume  seed.     No  tillage  is  required. ' 
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Seedings  should  "be  made  on  land  prepared  "by  the  application  of  sufficient 
lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  "be  su"bmitted  to  show  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer 
were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Applying  Supe rpho  sphate 

Practice  No.  5  -  Bate  of  payment:    For  each  100  pcjinds 
of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent: 

62.5  cents  in  Earnstahle,  Berkshire,  Bristol,  Essex, 

Plampden,  Middlesex,  Norfolk,  and  Pljrmouth  Counties; 
68.8  cents  in  Frariklin,  Hampshire,  and  ^'orcester  Counties; 
81.3  cents  in  Nantucket  County; 
87.5  cents  in  Dukes  County. 

The  application  of  20  percent  gijipe  rpho  sphate  or  the  equivalent  to 
estahlished  hay  land,  pasture,  or  orchard  sod,  or  to  green  manure  crops  in 
orchards;  or  in  connection  v/ith  the  seeding  of  gardens  for  home  use,  clovers, 
clover  mixtures,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mixtures,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes, 
green  manure  or  cover  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures. 

Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  phosphoric  acid  which  is  mixed  as  super- 
phosphate with  manure  in  the  stahla  or  on  dropping  "boards  in  poultry  houses  if 
the  manure  is  not  to  he  sold  or  used  on  tooacco,  potatoes,  commercial  vegetables, 
or  corn  for  grain, 

^en  superphosphate  which  is  not  mixed  with  manure  is  applied  to  a  nurse 
crop  which  is  harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount 
used  per  s.cre  over  100  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equiva.lent. 
Superphosphate  which  is  furnished  as  conservation  material  should  not  be  applied 
to  nurse  crops  harvested  for  grain  unless  it  has  been  mixed  with  manure  in  the 
stable  or  on  dropping  boards  in  poultry  houses. 

If  the  superphosphate  used  under  this  practice  is  firnished  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  be  reported  as  practice  Ho.  5A. 

Applying  Potash 

Practice  No.  6  -  Bate  of  payment:    $1.35  for  each  50  po^-inds  of  available  potash 

The  application  of  available  potash  to  established  hay  land,  pasture, 
or  orchard  sod;  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  gardens  for  home  use, 
clovers,  clover  mixtures,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mixtures,  perennial  grasses,  winter 
legumes,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures. 
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Liming  Cropland,  Pasture  Land,  or  Orchards 

Practice  No.  7  -  Bate  of  -payment: 

For  each  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  stsmdard  ground, -oystershe  11 
'•/hich  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  or  1.000  po"dnds  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  other  liming  material  which  will  pass 
through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material 
produced  in  grinding:

$4.00  -  Franklin,  Hampden,  and  Hampshire  Co'ijnties;

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  750  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  500 
pounds  of  quicklime,  or  1,000  poxmds  of  other  liming  material  to  cropland, 
pasture  lands,  or  orchards. 

Standr-rd  ground  line^oone  and  standard  gro-aj).d  oystershell  mean  ground 
limestone  and  ground  oystershell  which  will  analyze  at  least  50  percent  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalent,  100  percent  of  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh 
sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 
Calcrjm  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  is  found  "by  multiplying  the  magnesium 
oxide  content  "by  1.39  and  adding  the  product  to  the' calciiai  oxide  content. 

If  the  li;Tii-;ig  material  used  under  this  practice  is  furnished  "by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  he  reported  as  practice  No.  7A. 

C-reen  Manure  Crops 

Practice  No.  8  -  Bate  of  payment;    $1.50  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  "biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding 
is  allowed  in  1S42  ajid,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes 
or  grasses  has  ever  heen  hs.rvested;   (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses 
or  small  grains  used  as  winter  green  manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  "been  harvested 
in  1942,  paj/inent  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an  evenly  distri"buted 
good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the  land. 

Pa;/ment  will  he  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
the  crop  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.     It  is  recommended 
that  insofar  as  po3si"ble  crops  which  otherwise  might  he  plowed  or  disked  under 
in  1942  be  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover.     On  land  subject  to  erosion 
payment  will  not  be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  green  manure  crop, 
unless  such  crop  is  followed  by  a  winter  cover  crop. 
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Simimer  Green  Manure  Crops 

Practice  No.  9  -  Rate  of  payment:    $0.75  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  a 
summer  non-leg-uminous  green  manure  crop.     On  land  subject  to  erosion,  payment 
will  not  be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  green  manure  crop,  unless  such 
crop  is  followed  by  a  winter  cover  crop. 

Seeding  Winter  Cover  Crops 

Practice  No.  10  -  Bate  of  payment;     $1.50  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  winter  vetch  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land 
as  a  winter  cover  crop,     rt^  or  wheat  may  be  used  as  a  support  crop. 

Seeding  Annual  Ryegrass 

Practice  No.  11  -  Rate  of  payment;    $0.?5  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  annual  ryegrass  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the 
land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 

Mulching  Orchards  and  Vegetables 

Practice  No.  12  -  Rate  of  pa^^nnent :     $3  per  ton 

The  application  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  hay, 
or  the  equivalent,  excluding  barnyard  and  stable  manure,  to  orchards,  straw- 
berries, and  vegetables  as  a  mulch.    All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during 
1S42  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as  the 
mulching  material,  are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 

Contour  Orchard  Planting 

Practice  No.  13  -  Rate  of  payment:     $1.50  per  acre 

Planting  fruit  trees  on  the  contour.    Operators  shall  obtain  prior 
approval  from  the  county  committee  before  performing  this  practice. 

Removal  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees 

Practice  No.  14  -  Rate  of  payment: 

Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0.30  per  tree; 

Trees  over  12  inches  but  not  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0.50  per  tree; 
Trees  over  20  inches  in  diameter.  $0.75  per  tree',  " 

With  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  removal  of  diseased  or 
uneconomic  permanent  live  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of 
inferior  quality.    Payment  will  not  be  made  for  the  removal  of  trees  less  than 
5  inches  in  diameter  or  for  the  removal  of  filler  or  semi -permanent  trees. 

Not  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  be  earned  under  this  practice. 
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Special  Requirement  for  Practices  15  and  16 

Operators  shall  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  countv  committee  and  carry 
out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the  Extension  Forester. 


Imp  roving  Woodlands 


Practice  No.  15  -  Fcate  of  payment;    $5  per  acre 


The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm 
woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  pruning  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  both.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good 
timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  woodland  improved. 

Payment  will  not  be  made  for  improving  white  pine  stands  unless  ciirrant 
and  gooseberry  bushes  are  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  pro- 
tective border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management.

Planting  Eorest  Trees 


Practice  ITo .  16  -  Rate  of  payment:    $7.50  per  acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  or  forest  tree  seedlings  at 
the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre.     One  thousand  trees  planted  on 
two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an 
acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife 
may  be  included  in  the  planting. 


Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  damage  ly 
livestock  grazing  and  fire  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree 
culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 


Payment  will  not  be  made  for  planting  white  pine  unless  currant  and 
gooseberry  bushes  are  removed  from  the  area  to  be  planted  and  throughout  a 
protective  border  consistent  v/ith  good  woodland  management.

AMOUNT  Of  FAYIvISITT  EARNED  ON  FABMS  ^'ITH  HQ  ALLOTlJ:NrS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  program  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil- 
building  allo-mnce  and  the  reforestation  allowance.     If  he  ea,rns  less,  he  ^'dll

ALLOTMENTS

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A  tobacco  a-llotment  will  be  set  on  ea.ch  farm  which  grevr  tobacco  in  one 
or  more  of  the  5  ^ears  1937-1941  and  each  farm  on  which  tobacco  will  be  pro- 
duced in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936.

On  a  farm  v/ith  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  program  year  an  amoimt  equel  to  the  siun  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  his 
potato  and  tobacco  allotments.    If  he  does,  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he 
ma.y,  or  if  he  harvests  more  acres  of  potatoes  or  tobacco  than  he' is  allotted, 
the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed  by 
finding  the  6mi  of  the  following  pa^yment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and 
then  subtracting  the  stim  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply:

^  deduc^- i. on  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotments  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the 
cropland  on  the  farm  by  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land 
uses  on  the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm^  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  v/hich  is  devoted  at 
some  time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses:

on  a  potato  allotment  for  a  farm  .on  which  no  potatoes  ^^rere  harvested  in  any  one 
of  the  years  1939,   1940,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not  harvest  po- 
tatoes on  any  other  farm  during  such  3- year  period.    However,  if  the  acreage  of

Farms  with  Tohacco  Allotments 

A  -pa:,^ent  of  ^        cents  per  pound  times  the  program  yield  will  he  com- 
puted for  each  acre  in  the  tohacco  allotment.    However,  if  the  acreage  of 
tohacco  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  tohacco  allotment,  pay- 
ment will  he  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of  tohacco 
harvested,  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  to>acco  har- 
vested is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  tohacco  allotment  because  of  flood, 
drought,  hxail,  or  plant  "bed  diseases.

If  he  does,  there  v.dll  he  a  de-- 
duction  of  10  times  the  paynent  rate  per  hushel  multiplied  hy  the  program  yield 
for  each  acre  over  3.

All  farmers  in  New  Hampshire  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agroe^tuxal   j 

Concervation  Program  will  "be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-"building 
practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the 
ri^it  to  earn  pa.yments  by  staying  within  allotments    for  potatoes  and  tobacco. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  September  1,  1941,  and  ends  Augast  31,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the 
co'onty  office  not  later  than  M&Tch  31,  1943. 

BEF0H5STATI0IT  ALLOWANCS 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.    This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  in  accordance  with. practice  No.  14. 

SOIL-BuILSING  ALLOWANCS 
Each  New  Hampshire  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.  To 
get  the  most  good  from  the  program,  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices 
under  this  program  to  supplement  and  increase  the  soil-building  practices  for- 
merly used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how  many  practices 
he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  y/ill  be  computed  for 
his  farm.     This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first  adding  all  of  the 
following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotments.     Cropland  means  farm  land  which 
in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land 
in  commercial  orchards. 

$2,00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards    means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees^or 
bush  fruits-  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  pro- 
duction is  normally  sold.     This  definition  does  not  include  non- 
bearing  orchards, 

$1,00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.     Commercial  vegetables 
means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm. 
This  definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  melons, 
cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but 
excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  processing,  and  sweet  corn  for  processing. 
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40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.  The 
pasture  land  must  he  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  usual  pasture 
season  at  least  one  animal  for  each  5  acres. 

Jor  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
"building  allowance  will  "be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture,  vege- 
table,  and  orchard  items. 

For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  he  $20. 

loT  a  potato  allotment  farm  on  which  the  s^um  of  these  "items  is  less  than 
$20,  the  soil-huilding  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by  which 
$20  is  more  than  the  potato  allotment  payment  which  could  be  earned  on  the  farm, 

^■ith  the  prior  a^pproval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management  prac- 
tices, on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.     ThB  practice  carried  out  must  be  unanimous!, 
approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers  must  be 
participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be  carried  out 
on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group, 

SOIL-BUILDING  PHACTICES 

The  following  are  s.6il-building  practices  which  farmers  in  New  Hampshire 
may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
I'OT  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good- farm- 
ing practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be 
allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However, 
the  total  payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-  i 
building  allowance  plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented       labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adjninistration,  the  practice  shall  | 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal

Seeding  Biennial  Ijegijigies 
Practice  No.  1  ~  Bate  of  payment:    $0.75  per  acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  nor  them- grown  domestic 
or  Canadian  medium  red  clover  seed,  or  the  sowing  of  at  least  5  pounds  of  hardy, 
northern-groT'/n  domestic  or  Canadian  medium  red  clover,  together  with  at  least  10 
pounds  of  titiOthy,  timothy  and  redtop,  or  timothy  and  other  grasses  approved  hy 
the  State  committee.    Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  such  seed- 
ings  are  plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  in  1942. 

One-half  poiond  of  alsike  clover  may  he  substituted  for  1  pound  of  medium  rec 
clover  alone  or  in    mixtures.  Alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  ma.y  he  substituted  pound 
for  pound  for  not  more  than  one-half  the  amo^ont  of  red  clorer  in  mixture. 

Other  legume  seed  approved  by  the  State  committee  may  be  substituted  for 
medium  red  clover. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer 
were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Perennial  Le gomes 

Practice  No.  2  -  Pate  of  pa^^^aent;    $1.50  per  acre 

The  sowing  on  suitable  land  of  a  mixture  containing  at  least  10  po'onds  of 
hardy,  northern- grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfaj.fa  or  a  mi.Tture  containing  at 
least  2  pounds  of  ladino  clover  on  cropland  or  in  orchards.     The  alfalfa  may  be 
sown  alone  at  the  rate  of  at  least  15  pounds  per  acre. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a -soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  snow  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer 
were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Permanent  Pasture  fixtures 

Practice  No.  3  -  Bate  of  payment:     $3  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  a  permanent  pasture  mixture  of  which  at  least  2  pounds  per 
acre  is  white  Dutch  or  ladino  clover,  or  of  which  at  least  1  pound  is  wild  v/hite 
clover.    Five  pounds  of  alfalfa  seed  may  be  substituted  for  1  pound  of  white 
Dutch  or  ladino  clover  seed  or  for  one-half  pound  of  wild  white  clover  seed. 

If  the  sta.nd  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  shew  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer 
were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Applying  Superphosphate 

Practice  No .  4.-  Rate  of  payment;    Por  each  100  po-onds  of  20^  superphosphate  or

75  cents  in  Coos  count;/ 
68,8  cents  in  all  other  counties 

2he  application  of  available  phosphoric  acid  in  connection  with  the  seeding 
of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manure 
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crops  in  orchards,  gardens  for  hoir.e  u^e ,  -or  permanent  pastures,  or  as  a  top  dress- 
ing on  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sod,  or  green  manure  crops  iii  orchards. 

Payment  may  he  made  for  sups rpho sphcCte  mixed  with  manure  in  the  stahle  or 
on  dropping  hoards  if  the'  manure  is  not  to  he  sold  or  used  on  potatoes,  commercial 
vegetahles,  tohacco ,  or  com  for  grain, 

VJhen  s superphosphate  which  is  hot  mixed  with  man^ure  is  applied  to  a  nurse 
crop  which  is  -harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  he  allowed  onl7r  for  the  amount 
used  per  acre  over  100  pounds  of  20 -percent  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent.

Improving  Woodlands 

Practice  ITo.  12  -  Sate  of  payment:    $3  per  acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm  woodland 
and  wildlife  management  so  as  to  obtain  the  greatest  material  value  of  the  products 
therefrom  now  and  in  the  future,  which  is  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  com- 
mittee and  includes  thinning,  weeding,  improvement  or  partial  cutting,  or  any  com- 
bination of  these  which  is  needed.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which 
can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  free  to  grow  and  must  be  well  scattered 
on  each  acre  of  woodland  improved. 

When  white  pine  stands  are  improved,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  should  bf 
removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  protective  border  consistent  with 
good  woodland  management,  ..... 

Excluding  Livestock  from  Farm  Woodland 

Practice  No.  13  -  Eate  of  payment;    $0.35  per  acre 


The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  including  sugar  maple  orchards,  previously 
used  for  pasture,  by  keeping  out  domestic  livestock. 
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Payment  will  "be  allowed  foi*  each  ^cre  of  farm  woodland  out  of  which 
livestock  are  kept,  hut  for  not  more  than  2  aci'es  for  each  animal  unit  which 
is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  Woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse  ^  two  colts,  five  sheep, 
or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee  "before  perform- 
ing this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  1939,  1940,  or  1941  program  a  farmer  has 
received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands,  and  the 
county  committee  determines  that  in  1942  livestock  were  again  allowed  "by  that 
farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  woodland  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal 
to  the  previous  payments  will  he  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  other- 
wise "be  made  to  such  farmer  under  the  1942  program. 

Planting  Forest  Trees 

Practice  IIo.  14  -  Hate  of  payment;    $7.50  per  acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  of  varieties  approved  by  the  State  com- 
mittee, at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  in  accordance  with  good 
forestry  practice. 

One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1 
acre  each  shall  he  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area  may  "be 
larger.    However,  not  less  than  200  trees  may  he  counted  in  this  manner. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included,  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  dam- 
age by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree 
culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

^hen  plantings  of  white  pine  are  made,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes 
should  be  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  protective  border 
consistent  with  good  woodland  management. 

Construction  of  Diversion  Ditches 

Practice  No.  15  -  Hate  of  payment:    $1.50  per  100  linear  feet 

Operators  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  instructions 
from  the  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  before  performing 
this  practice. 

Construction  of  Riprap 
Practice  No.  16  -  Rate  of  payment;      $0.50  per  sq.  yd.  of  exposed  surface 

Construction  of  riprap  of  rock  or  other  suitable  material  specified  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  along  water  courses  for  the  control 
of  erosion  of  farm  land. 
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.        Operators  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  instruc- 
tions from  the  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  before 
performing  this  practice,  i 

Removal  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees  •  ^ 

Practice  No.  17  -  Bate  of  payment;  i 
■■' ■     Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0,50  per  tree; 

Trees  over  12  inches  but  not  over  30  inches  in  diameter,  $0.50  per  tree; 
Trees  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0.75  per  tree, 

■^'ith  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  removal  of  diseased 
or  uneconomic  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of  inferior  qualit;i 

Payment  will  be  nade  only  for  the  removal  of  live  permanent  trees  and  not  , 
for  the  removal  of  filler 'or  semi -permanent  trees.    No  payment  shall  be  made  for  ; 
trees  less  than  5  inches  in  diameter.    Not  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  be  earned 
under  this  practice. 

AMOUNT  OP  PABCSNr  EAPJ^D  ON  FAPi^/IS  'WITH  NO  ALLOT^CTTS 

On  a  farm  which  "has  no  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn  for 
the  program  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance  and  th^ 
reforestation  allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he  earns.  A 
farmer  who  wants  to;  .earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  with  no  allot- 
ments should  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes. 

The  total  pa^/ment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

The  amount  of,  the  soil-building  payment  will  be  found  by  adding 
together  the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried 
out  at  the  rates  shown  for  the  practices.    However,  if  the 
total  amoujit  computed  is  larger. than  the  soil-building  al- 
lowance,  the  soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the 
so il-buil ding  allowance.    Any  amoiint  earned  under  practice 
No.  14  which  is '  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building 
allowance  shall  not  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  reforestation 
allowance.  ;    ..  " 

There  will  be  added  the  amount  earned  for  planting  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel 

multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  potatoes 
harvested  over  3. 

;  ■ ,  The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned,  for  the  farm. 

ALLO'TIvIENTS 

In  1942  potato  allotments  and  program  yields  will  be  set  by  county  com- 
mittees in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration. 
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A  potato  allotment  will  "be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acre- 
age of  potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more  and 
also  on  farms  for  which  the  county  committee  determines  that  3  acres  or  more  of 
potatoes  will  he  harvested  in  1942. 

Fariaers  in  Cheshire  County'  who  grow  tobacco  should  get  information  ahout 
the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program  for  the  county  office. 

AMOIMT  OF  PAYMENT  EARMID  ON  POTATO  ALLOmENT  gAi^iS   .  ' 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the.  right  to  earn  for  the 
year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  reforestation 
allowance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  potato  allotment,-   If  he  does  not  carry 
out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  potatoes  than  he  should,  the 
amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  a  potato  allotment  is  computed  by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and  then  sub- 
tracting the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  ajiy  apply. 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each  soil- 
building  practice  carried  out.  0?he  payment  for  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the 
soil-building  allowance.- 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each- acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be  computed  un- 
der the  reforestation  allowance, 

A  payment  of    cents  per  bushel  -times  the  program  yield  will  be  computed 

for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment,  except  that  no  payment  will  be  made  on  a 
potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which,  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in  any  one  of  the 
years  1939,  1940,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not  harvest  potatoes  on  any 
other  farm  during  such  3-year  period.    However,  if  the  acreage  of  potatoes  harvested 
is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  alio tmen:t,.  payment  will  be  made  on  an 
acreage  equal  to.  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of  potatoes  harvested,  unless  the  county 
committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of 
the  potato  allotment  because  of  flood  or  drought.  . 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  pro- 
gram yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the  potato  allot- 
ment. 

A'  deduction,  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in  connection  with 
the  potato  allotment  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm 
by  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses  on  the  farm  is  less 
than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.    Erosion-resisting  crops  and  land 
Uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at  some  time  in  the  program  year 
to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  use  si 

Perennial  grasses  '  Biennial  or  perennial  legumes 

Soybeans  Green  manure  crops 

Ryegrass  Pall  seeded  small  grains  not  harvested 

Cowpeas  for  grain 

Winter  legumes  Sweet  clover 

Forest  trees  Land  on  which  approved  terraces  are  con- 

structed and  no  intertilled  row  crop

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Land  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the  above  crops  or  land  uses  shall 
qualify  toward  meeting  this  requirement,  regardless  of  any  other  use  of  such 
land  exeept  when  interplanted  with  row  crops. 

I3EDUCTION.yOR  MILUKE  TO  MAINTAIN  PREVIOUS  PRO GHAIvI.  PRACTICES 

Where  the  coimty  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (l)  terraces  constructed,,  forest  trees  planted, 
or  pastures  established  \inder  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices,  (2)  seedings  of  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  are 
destroyed  after  producers  have  been  informed  that  the  destruction  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses  is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effective- 
ness of  any  soil-building  practice  carried  out  under  a  previous  program  is 
destroyed  in  1942  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  payments  which  ''^ould  otherwise  be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amoiint 
equal  to  the  payment  which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar 
amount  of  such  practices. 

ADJUSTMENT  OP  RATES 

A.S  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  increased  or  decreased, 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent. 

.  COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSE 

There  will  be  deducted  from  each  person* s  payment,  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county. 

PURNISHING  MTERIALS  ■ 

Superphosphate,  liming  material,  and  potash  will  be  furnished  to  farm- 
ers who  want  those  materials  in  place  of  a  payment.    Complete  instructions  for 
handling  this  provision  will  be  furnished  the  county  committees.     See  your  local 
committeeman  for  information,  ■•

All  farmers  in  New  Jersey  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Consul 
vation  Program  will  "be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building  prac- 
tices which  help  to  "build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn 
payments  by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes  and  wheat. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  November  1,  1941,  and  ends  October  31,  1942, 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 


ESPOHESTATION  ALLOWANCE 


Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  Tio,  13. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALIQWANCE 

Each  New  Jersey  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  uce 
one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.     To  get 
the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices 
which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will 
know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm:  " 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato  and  wheat  allotments.    Cropland  means  farm  land  which 
in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land 
in  commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
vineyards,  hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.     This  definition  does  not 
include  nonbearing  orchards  and  vineyards.  ,  . 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  normally  grown  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  normally  grown  is  3  acres  or  more.     There  will 
be  no  commercial  vegetable  allotment  in  1942.    Commercial  vegetables 
means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm. 
This  definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes,   sweetpo tatoes, 
sweet  com,  melons,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  commercial  bulbs 
and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  processing,  and  sweet 
corn  for  processing. 
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40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fended,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.  The 
pasture  land  must  oe  good  enou^  to  maintain  during  the  usual 
pasture  season  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

Tor  any  farm  on  which  the  siim  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-huilding  allowance  will  he  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture, 
vegetable,  and  orchard  items* 

For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  siim  of  these  items  is  less  than 
$20,  the  soil-huilding  allowance  will  be  $20* 

lor  a  potato  or  wheat  allotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is 
less  than  $20,  the  soil^-huilding  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1) 
the  stm  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the 
amount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management 
practices  on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.     The  practice  carried  out  must  be  unani- 
mously approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers  must  be 
participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be  carried  out 
on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group. 

SOIL-BUILDINO  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  New  Jersey 
may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
?or  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming 
practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be 
allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the 
total  payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-build- 
ing allowance  plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  re- 
forestation allowance. 

No  credit  for  seeding  will  be  given  if  it  is  determined  by  the  county 
committee'  that  the  seed  used  was  not  adapted  seed  of  such  quality  as  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  good  farming  practice. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  \sy  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 
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Seeding  Perennial  Legumes 
Practice  No.  1  -  Bate  of  payment:    $1.50  per  acre 

The  sowing  per  acre  of  (1)  at  least  12  pounds. of  alfalfa  seed  fro©  Kansas, 
Utah,  or  a  State  farther  north,  or  Canada,  alfalfa  seed  hearing  the  State  certi- 
fication tag  identifying  it  as  G-rimm  alfalfa  seed,  or  seed  from  other  ar^as  ap- 
proved hy  the  State  committee;  (2)  any  mixture  containing  per  acre  at  least  8 
pounds  of  such  alfalfa  seed  and  at  least  4  pounds  of  other  legume  seed;  or  (3)  at 
least  2  pounds  of  ladino  clover  alone  or  in  mixtures.  The  seeding  shall  "be  made 
on  cropland  on  which  a  good  seed  hed  is  prepared. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  he  submitted  to  show  that  sufficient  lime  and  ferti- 
lizer were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Pasture  Mixtures 
Practice  No.  2  -  Bate  of  payment;    $3  per  acre 

ihe  sowing  for  pasture  on  a  properly  prepared  seed  bed  of  at  least  10 
pounds  per  acre  of  a  pasture  mixture  containing  at  least  5  pounds  of  perennial 
grasses  and  at  least  5  pounds  of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  of  which  at  least 
2  pounds  must  be  ladino  or  white  clover,  or  any  other  mixture  containing  at  least 
2  pounds  of  ladino  or  white  clover  recommended  by  the  State  College  of  Agriculture 
and  approved  by  the  State  Committ^se.    The  seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  on  which 
a  suitable  seed  bed  was  prepared. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  sufficient  lime  and  ferti- 
lizer were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Seeding  Biennial  Legumes 

Practice  No.  3     Bate  of  Payment;    $0.75  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  (1)  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy  domestic  (unstained) 
or  Canadian  (stained  1  percent  violet)  red  clover  6r  its  equivalent,  alone,  or  (2) 
at  least  5  poTinds  of  such  clover  seed  in  mixtures  with  grasses  er  other  clovers. 

Three  pounds  of  alsike  clover  shall  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  5 
pbunds  of  red  clover. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  sufficient  lime  and  ferti- 
lizer were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Green  Manure  Crops 

Practice  No.  4     Bate  of  payment;    $1.50  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  (l) 
biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding  is 
allowed  in  1942  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes  or 
grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or 
small  grains  used  as  winter  green  manure  crops.

Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  the 
crop  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.     It  is  recommended  that, 
insofar  as  possible,  crops  which  otherwise  might  "be  plowed  or  di.sked  under  in 
1942  "be  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover.    On"  land  subject  to  erosion,  payment 
will  not  he  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  green  manure  crop,  unless  such 
crop  is  followed  "by  a  winter  b'over  crop. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  from  a  "biennial  or  perennial  grass  or  legume  sod  in 
an  orchard  and  has  not  "been  harvested  in  1942,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cut- 
ting and  leaving  an  evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  on  the  land 
instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under,  even,  thou^  a  crop  has  been  harvested 
from  the  sod  in  previous  years. 

Summer  Green  Manure  Crops 

Practice  Ho.  5  -  Bate  of  payment;    $0.75  per  acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  a 
summer  non-leguminous  green  manure  crop.    On  land  subject  to  erosion,  payment 
will  not  be  made  for  plowing  or  disking  under  a  green  manure  crop,  unless  such 
crop  is  followed  by  a  winter  cover  crop. 

Seeding  V/inter  Cover  Crops 

Practice  No.  6  -  Bate  of  payment;    $1.50  per  acre 

Th6  seeding  of  winter  vetch,  or  crimson  clover,  or  a  mixture  of  these, 
and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop.    Bye  or  wheat 
or  other  suitable  crop  may  be  used  as  a  support  crop  for  vetch. 

Seeding  Annual  Byegrass 

Practice  No.  7  -  Bate  of  payment;    $0.75  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  domestic  ryegrass  and. leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the 
land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 

Reseeding  Depleted  Pastures 

Practice  No.  8  -  Bate  of  payment;    15  cents  per  pound 

Beseeding  depleted  pastures  v.dth  good  seed  of  adapted  pasture  grasses, 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes  or  approved  pasture  mixtures.  However,  payment 
will  not  be  made  for  the  application  of  more  than  20  pounds  per  acre. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show,  that  sufficient  lime 
and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Operators  should  obtain  instructions  for  performing  this  practice  from 
the  county  committee  or  the  coimty  agricultural  agent. 
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M-glchiflg  Orcliard  and  Vegetable  Land 

Practice  Ho,  9  -  Rat e  o f  payme n t :    $3.00  per  ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  equiva- 
lent mulching  material  approved  "by  the  State  committee,  excluding  "barnyard  and 
stable  manure,  to  orchards,  strawberries  or  commercial  vegetable  land  as  a  mulch. 
All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1942  from  grasses,  legumes,  green 
manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as  the  mulching  material,  must  be  left  on 
the  land.

The  application  of  available  potash  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  lespedeza,  annual  ryegrass, 
winter  legumes,  or  permanent  pastures,  or  on  established   orchard,  pasture  or 
hay  land  sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in  orchards* 

Planting  F'orest  Trees 

Practice  No.  13  -  Bate  of  payment;    $7,50  per  a.cre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  of  approved  varieties  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  1,000  trees  per  acre  on  suitable  land.    One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two 
or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre  each  will  be  considered  as  an  acre, 
even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.     Shrabs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be 
included  in  the  planting.    Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection 
from  fire  and  dejnage  by  live  stock- grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  .good  tree  culture  anjd  wildlife-management  practice. 

Operators  should  obtain  instructions  for  performing  ti+is  practice  from 
the  county  committee  or  the  co-^nty  agricultural  agent.

With  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  improvement  of  noncrop  open 
pasture  land  which  the  county  committee  determines  will,  v/hen  improved,  he  capable 
of  carrying  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  two  acres  during  a  pasture  season  of 
at  least  four  months.     Improvement  shall  include  uprooting  and  removal  of  shruhs, 
leveling  h-ummocks*  carrying  out  an  adequate  system  of  mowing,  and  removing  loose 
stones.    Payment  will  not  he  made  unless  sufficient  liming  materials,  fertilizer, 
and  seed,  where  needed,  are  applied  to  ohtain  a  good  stand. 

Establishing  Sod  Waterways 

Practice  No,  24  -  5ate  of  payment:    $0,25  per  100  linear  feet 


Establishing  permanent  sod  waterways  on  cropland  which  is  u^ed  for  an  inter- 
tilled crop  in  1942  or  in  cultivated  orchards. 
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Payment  will  no/^vbe  allowed  for  this  practice  unless  the  watenvay  has  an 
average  width  of.  10 -feet  or  more  and  the  channel  is  sufficiently  wide  at  all  points 
to  carry  all  water  diverted  into  it  under  conditions  of  maximum  pro"ba"ble  rainfall. 

•  Renioval  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees 

Practice  Ho.  ^d  --  -Bate  of  payment;    Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0.30  per 

tree 

Trees  over  12  inches  "but  hot  over  30  inches

Trees  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0.75  per  tree 

With  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  removal  of  diseased  or 
uneconomic  permanent  live  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of 
inferior  quality.    Payment  will  not  "be  made  for  the  removal  of  trees  less  than 
5  inches  in  diameter  or  for  the  removal  of  filler  or  semi-permanent  trees.

AIvIQUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  OH  lABI'/IS  ^ITH  NO  ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  potato  or  wheat  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance  and 
the  reforestation  allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  will  "be  paid  what  he  earns,  A 
farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  \inder  the  program  on  a  farm  with  no  allotments 
should  he  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes,  or  harvest  more 
than  15  acres  of  wheat  or  his  permitted  acreage,  whichever  is  larger. 

The  total  payment  will  "be  computed  as  follows: 

The  amount  of  the  soil-huilding  payment  will  be  found  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the 
rates  shown  for  the  practices.    However,  if  the  totaiamount  com- 
puted is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  soil-building 
payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowanc^i    Any  amount 
earned  under  practice  No,  13  which  is  counted  toward  earning  the 
soil-building  allowance  shall  not  also  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
r-  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  added  the  amount  earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per'  bushel  multiplied 
by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  3, 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied 
by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  wheat  on  the  -farm  harvested 
for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  in  excess 
of  the  larger  of  15  acres  or  the  wheat  allotment  or  permitted  acre- 
age, whichever  is  applicable. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 
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In  1942  potato  and  wheat  allotments  and  program  yields  will  Idb  set  "by 
county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the.  Agricultural  • 
Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  he  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acreage  of 
potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more  and  also  on 
farms  for  which  the  county  committee  determines  that  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes 
will  "be  harvested  in  1942, 

A  wheat  allotment  will  "be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  wheat  was  planted  for 
harvest  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  1941,    Permitted  acreages  of 
wheat  will  he  set  on  farms  on  which  wheat  will  he  seeded  for  harvest  in  1942  for 
the  first  time  since  1938. 

.  AIv.OUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARMID  ON  ALLOTI^-NT  FAffivlS  .  . 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato  or  wheat  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance,  the 
reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  allotments.     If  he  does 
not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  potatoes  or  plants 
more  wheat  than  he  is  allotted,  the  amount  earned  will  he  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed  "by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and  then 
subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be  larger 
than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be  computed 
under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

A  -deduction  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato,  and  wheat  allotments  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the 
cropland  on  the  farm  by  which  the  acreage  o.f  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land 
uses  on  the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at  some 
time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses: 

Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  Cowpeas 

Perennial  grasses  Soybeans 

Fall  seeded  small  grains,  other  than  Ryegrass

Eovjever,  if  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm^s  potato 
allotment,  payment  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the

If  the  farm  has  no  wheat  allot^oient  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm 
for  harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment  for 
the  farm  is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest  for 
grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  -after  reaching  maturity  more  than  15  acres  of 
wheat  or  the  permitted  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger. 
'If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel

Farms  with  Wheat  Allotments 

A  p&yment  of   ^  cents  per  bushel  times,  the  program  yield  will  be 

computed  for  each    acre  in  the  wheat  allotment  on  a  wheat  allotment  farm. 
However,  if  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's 
wheat  allotment,  payment  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of 
the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acre- 
age of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of ■ the  wheat  allotment  because 
of  flood  or  drought.

If  the  wheat  allotment  is  15  acres  or  less  and  the  acreage  seeded 
to  wheat  exceeds  the  allotment  by  10  percent  or  more  or  the  county  committee  at 
the  request  of  the  farmer  has  classified  the  farm  as  a  non-allotment  farm,  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  will  be  made  only  for  the  acreage  of 
wheat  harvested  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  (l)  15  acres  or  (2)  the  wheat  allot- 
ment or  permitted  acreage,  ?/hichever  is  applicable. 

Acreage  planted  to  wheat  means  (1)  any  acreage  of  land  on  which  wheat 
is  seeded  (except  when  wheat  is  seeded  in  a  mixture  which  contains  at  least 
10  percent  by  weight  of  vetch  or  at  least  25  percent  by  7/eiglit  of  winter 
barley  or  rye  and  the  mixture  may  reasonably  be^  expected  to  produce  a  crop 
containing  such  proportions  of  plants  other  than  wheat  that  the  crop  cannot 
"be  harvested  as  wheat  for  grain  or  seed)  or.  (2)  any  acreage  of  land  which 
is  seeded  to  a  wheat  mixture  designated  under  (1)  above  but  on  which  a  suf- 
ficient amount  of  the  vetch,  barley,  or  rye  in  the.  mixture  fails  to  reach 
maturity  or  is  otherwise  in  such  condition  that  the  crop  can  be  harvested  as 
wheat  for  grain  or  seed. 
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If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  "be 
.ciareful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If -he  does  there 
y^ill  he  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  "bushel  multiplied  hy 
the  prograai  yield  for  each  acre  over  3. 

DEDUCTIOIT  FOR  FAILUBS  TO  MAINTAIN  PBSVIOUS  PROGRAM  PRACTICES 

Where  the  county  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (1)  terraces  constructed,  forest  trees  planted, . 
or  pastures  established  under  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices,  (2)  seedings  of  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  are 
destroyed  after  producers  have  "been  informed  that  the  destniction  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses    is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effective- 
ness of  any  soil-huilding  practice  carried  out  under  a  previous  program,  is 
destroyed  in  1942  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  payments  which  would  otherwise  "be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount 
equal  to  the  payment  which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar 
amount  of  such  practices. 

ADJIJSTIvIEKT  0?  RAI^S 

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  connodity  or  item  of  payment  may  "be  increased  or  decreased 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  "by  as  much  as  10  percent, 

COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSE 

There  will  he  deducted  from  each  person's  payment  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county.

All  farmers  in  Hew  York  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Conserva- 
tion Program  will  "be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-l>uilding  practices 
which  will  help  to  "build  up  their  soil.    They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn 
payments  "by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes,  tohacco,  and  wheat. 

The  1942  program  year  "begins  Septera"ber  1,  1941,  and  ends  August  31,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  "be  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 

RBPQ53STATI0H  ALLOWAITCE 

Each  farm  \fill  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-'building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  "be  earned  "by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  Ho.  14, 

SQII^BUILDIHG  ALLOWAHCB 


Bach  Hew  York  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use 
one  or  more  of  the  soil-"building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.    To  get 
the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possi"ble,  practices 
which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.    In  order  that  the  farmer  will 
know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

.70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments*    Cro-pland  means 
farm  land  which  in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation, 
not  counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  plazited  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
vineyards,  hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  princi- 
pal part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.    This  definition 
does  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and  nonbearing  vineyards. 


$1,00  times  the  acreage  of . commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the 

farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.    Commercial  vege- 
tables means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  which 
the  principal  part  of  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.    This  definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes, 
.  sweetpotatoes,  sweet  corn,  melons,  cantaloups,  strawberries, 
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and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas 
for  processing  and  sweet  corn  for  processing. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 

excess  of  one-balf  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.  0?he 
pasture  land  must  be  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  usual 
pasture  season  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

For  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture, 
vegetable,  and  orchard  items. 

For  -a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  $20. 

For  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these 
items  is  less  than  $20,  the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger 
of  (l)  the  sum  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2) 
the  an  ount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allov/ances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control "and  forest  tree  planting  and  management 
practices  on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.    The  practice  carried  out  must  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers 
must  be  participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be 
carried  out  on  one  or  more  of  the  farms  in  the  group. 

SOII^BUILDIHG  PBACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Hew  York 
may  carry  out  for  paynent  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
For  each  prac&ice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming 
practices  on  zhs  fare,,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be 
allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the 
total  payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance  plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforesta- 
tion allowance. 

If  one- half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  ^counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one- half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McHary  Cooperative  State  ITursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 
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Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  any  of  tlie  following;  seeding  practices  Kos.  1 
to  6,  inclusive,  provided  at  least  300  poxmds  per  acre  of  20  percent  superphos- 
phate or  its  equivalent  are  applied  to  the  oame  land  in  1942  at  or  "before  the 
time  of  seeding,  or  satisfactory  evid^ence  is  presented  to  the  county  committee 
that  this  aiaount  of  material- was- applied  to  the  sm^e  i;v  'icl  after  July  15,  1941, 
in  preparation  for  the  seeding,  and  provided  the  see; ling  is  not  plowed  or  disked 
under  for  a  green  manure  crop  in-  1942. 

The  equivalents  of  300  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  are; 

200  pounds  of  30  percent  superphosphate,  or 
♦300  pounds  of  0-20-10  mixed  fertilizer,  or 
*300  po\mds  of  2-20-10  mixed  fertiliser,  or 

375  'pounds  of  4-16-4  mixed  fertilizer,  or 

500  pounds  of  4-12-4  mixed  fertilizer,  or 
*S00  pounds  of  5-^10-5  mixed  fertilizer. 

Applying  the  amount  in  any  one  of  the  above  materials  or  its  equivalent 
per  acre  will  meet  the  requirements.

Jor  crops  which  normally  vdnter-kill,  payment  X'dll  he  allowed  if  a  good 
stand  and  a  good  growth  of  the  crop  was  left  on  the  land  during  the  winter  of 
1941-42    instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.

Payment  will  not  he  allowed  for  white-pine 
plantings  unless  currant  and  gooseherry  hushefe  v/ithin  1,000  feet  of  the  plant- 
ings are  removed,     Shrahs  helpful  to  valdlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting.

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture  "by  keeping 
out  livestock  and  protecting  such  woodland  from  fire* 

Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which  livestock 
are  kept,  hut  for  not  more  thsJi  "2  acres  for  each  animal  unit  whic|i  is  normally 
allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse,  two  colts,  five 
sheep,  or  five  goats  or  the  equivalent  thereof ♦ 

The  operator  must  ohtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  hefore 
performing  this  practice.

On  a  farm  which  has  no  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotm.ent,  the  farmer 
has  the  right  to  esrn  for  the  program,  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the 
soil-building  allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.    If  he  earns  less, 
he  will  be  paid  wiiat  he  earns.    A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under 
the  program  on  a.  farm  with  no  allotments  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest 
m.ore  than  3  acres  of  potatoes,  more  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco,  or 
m.ore  than  15  acres  of  wheat  or  his  permitted  acreage,  whichever  is  larger. 

The  total  paynent  will  be  computed  as  follows:

In  1942  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments  and  program  yields  vail 
be  set  by  county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 

A  potato  ailotD.ent  will  be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acre- 
age of  potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more 
and  also  on  farms  for  which  the  county  committee-  determines  that  3  acres  or 
more  of  potatoes  will  be  harvested  in  1942. 

A  tobacco  allotment  v/ili  be  set  on  each  farm  which  grew  tobacco  in  one 
or  more  of  the  5  years  1937-1941  and  each  faim  on  v;hich  tobacco  xd.ll  be 
produced  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936, 

A  wheat  allotment  i\dll  be  set  on  each  farm  on  which  wheat  was  planted 
for  harvest  in  one  or  more  cf  the  years  19c9,  1940,  1941,    Permitted  acre- 
ages of  wheat  vdll  be  set  on  farms  on  which  wheat,  will  be  seeded  for  harvest 
in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938, 

AiiQui'T  OF  FAHisiiT  EAHnas  PIT  allo?i.:eii?  im'.s 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotment,  the  farmer  has 
the  right  to  earn  for  the  program  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of.  the 
soil-building  allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  pa^/ments 
computed  for  hib  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments.    If  he  does  not 
carry  out  all  the  practices    he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  acres  of  potatoes 
or  tobacco  or  plants  more  v;heat  than  he  is  allotted,  the  amount  earned  will 
be  less. 

The  am.oijLnt  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed 
by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  fam  and 
then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  Dayment  at  the  rate  shov;n  for  the  practice  v;ill  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.    The  paj^ent  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  tlian  the  soil- building  allowance. 
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A  pa^^ment  of  ^7,50  for  each  acre  .planted  to  forest  trees  will  "be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

A  dcducti on  of  4  percent  of  the  nax3.muin  amount  computed  in  connection 
vjith  the  potato,  totacco,  and  wheat  allotments  will  "be  made  for  each  1  percent 
of  the  cropland  on  the  farm  "by  which  the  acreage  of  erosion- resisting  crops 
and  land  uses  on  the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm. 
Erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  c  rop land  which  is 
devoted  at  some  tim.e  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  follov/ing  crops 
or  usesS

Farms  with  Potato  Allotments 

■  A  payment  of   cents  per  "bushel  times  the  program  yield  xd-ll  "be 

computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment,  except  that  no  payment  will  "be 
made  on  a  potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in 
any  one  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not 
harvest  potatoes  on  any  other  farm  during  such  3-year  period.    Howev^,  if  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment,  payment  v/ill  he  made  on  an  acreage  eqiial  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage 
of  potatoes  harvested,  unless  ^the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of 
potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment  "because  of 
flood  or  drought, 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  paynent  rate  per  "bushel  multiplied  "by  the 
program  jrield  will  "be  made  for  ea.ch  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the  potato 
allotment. 

If  there  is  no  to"bacco  allotment  on  the  farm  and  to"bacco  is  produced  in 
1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936,  the  farmer  should  he  careful  not  to  harvest 
more  than  his  permitted  Acreage  of  tohacco.    If  he  does,  there  will  be  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  b;/  the  program 
yield  for  each  excess  a.cre. 

If  the  farm  has  no  wheat  allotment  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm  for 
harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment  for  the 
farm  is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain 
or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  15  acres  of  wheat 
or  the  permitted  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.

payment  will  he  made  on  an  asreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of 
tohacco  ha.rvested,  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  harvested  is  less  than-  80  percent  of  the  tohacco  al3-otm.ent  because 
of  flood,  drought,  hail,  or  plant  bed  diseases^ 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the 
progrgon  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  harvested  over  the 
tobacco  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  fai^:,  the  fanner  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.    If  he  does,  there 
xfill  be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  m.ultiplied  by 
the  program  yield  for  each  acre  harvested  over  3« 

.   If  the  farm  has  no  wheat  allotment  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm 
for  harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment 
for  the  farm  is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to 
harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more 
than  15  acres  of  wheat  or  the  permitted  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm, 
whichever  is  larger.    If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  10  times 
the  payTnent  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  program  ydeld  of  wheat  for

Parms  with  Wheat  Allotments 

A  payment  of   cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  will  be

However,  if  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the 
farm's  v;heat  allotment,  pajnnent  will  be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125 
percent  of  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  unless  the  county  committee  finds 
that  the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  wheat 
allotment  because  of  flood  or  drought, 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by 
the  program  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  v;heat  over  the 
wheat  allotment.

containing  such  proportions  of  plants  other  than  wheat  that  the  crop  cannot 
be  harvested  as  wheat  for  grain  or- seed)  or  (2)  any  acreage  of  land  which 
is  seeded  to  a  wheat  mixture  designated  under  (l)  above  but  on  which  a  suf- 
ficient amount  of  the  vetch,  barley,  or  rye.  in  the  mixture  fails  to  reach 
maturity  or  is  otherwise  in  such  condition  that  the  crop  can  be  harvested 
as  wheat  for  grain  or  seed.

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  "be 
careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.    If  he  does,  there  -will 
be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  "bushel  multiplied  "by  the 
program  yield  for  each  acre  harvested  over  Z» 

If  there  is  no  tohacco  allotment  on  the  farm  and  tohacco  is  produced  in 
1943  for  the  first  time  since  1936,  the  farmer  should  "be  careful  not  to  harvest 
more  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  to"bacco.    If  he  does,  there  will  "be  a  deduc- 
tion of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the  program  yield 
for  each  excess  acre. 

ADJUSTICSIIT  OF  BA.TBS 

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  increased  or  decrease 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent,

Wciere  the  county  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (l)  terraces  constructed,  forest  trees  planted, 
or  pastures  established  under  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accord- 
ance with  good  farming  practices,  (s)  seedings  of  perennial  legumes  or  grasses 
are  destroyed  after  producers  have  been  informed  that  the  destruction  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses  is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effective- 
ness of  any  soil-building  practice  carried  out  under  a  previous  progrsum  is 
destroyed  in  1942  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  payments  which  would  otherv/ise  be  made  v/ith  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount 
equal  to  the  payment  which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  prograjn  for  a  similar 
amount  of  such  practices.

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  person* s  payment,  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county.

There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if  that 
share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the  following:

All  farmers  in  Pennsylvania  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Program  v/ill  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building  practice? 
v/hich  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.    They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn 
payments  by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes,  tobacco,  and  wheat. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  October  1,  1941,  and  ends  August  31,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the  county 
office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 

The  com  allotment  area  includes  Adams,  Berks,  Chester,  Cumberland,  Dauphin, 
Franklin,  Pulton,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Perry,  and  York  Counties. 

RSFORESTATION  ALLO^/Al^CB 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.    This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  No.  1. 

SOIL  BlJILDINa  ALLONGE 

Each  Pennsylvania  farmer  who  taices  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use 
one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.     To  get 
the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  which 
are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.    In  order  that  the  farmer  \\dll  know  how 
many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  paynent ,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be 
computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first  adding  all 
of  the  •  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments.     Gro-pland  means  farm 
land  which  in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting 
any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  vine- 
yards, hops,  or  bush  frutis  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal  part 
of  the  production  is  normally  sold.  This  definition  does  not  include 
nonbearing  orchards  and  nonbearing  vineyards. 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the  farm 
if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.     Commercial  vegetables  means 
the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  track  crops  of  wMch  the  principal  part 
of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  This 
definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes,  sweetpotatoes ,  sweet  com. 
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melons,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  cojamercial  "biillis  and  flowers,  "but 
excludes  potatoes,  p^as  for  processing,  and  sweet  com  for  processing. 

40  cents  times  the  acrea^  O"^  fenced-,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in  excess 
of  one-half  of  the  ac3reage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.    'Ihe  pasture  land 
must  he  good  enough  to  maintain  during  the  ussual  pasture  season  at 
least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

For  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the  soil- 
huilding  allowance  will  "be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture,  vege- 
table, and  orchard  items. 

For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-biailding  allowance  \d.ll  be  $20. 

For  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  v/heat  allotment  farm  on  v/hich  the  sum  of  these 
items  is  less  than  $20,  the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger 
of  (l)  the  snm  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2) 
the  amount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  total  allotment  payment  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee  a  group  of  farmers  in  any 
local  area  may  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management  prac- 
tices on  any  fara  or  gzroup  of  farms.    The  practice  carried  out  must  be  unanimously 
approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  faiTaers  must  be  partici- 
pants in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  must  be  carried  out  on  one  or 
more  of  the  farms  in  the  group. 

gOIL-BUILDIH&  FRAGTIGES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Pennsylvania  may 
carry  out  for  payment  ^jnder  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.    For  each 
practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  practices 
on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward 
earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the  total  pa.yment  for 
carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance  plus  the 
additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

If  one-half  r^r  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  rep- 
resented by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  ooher  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one~half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  co^inted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowaace. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 
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Practice  Ko.  1  ~  Planting  forest  trees 

Rate  of  payment:     $7.50  per  1,000  trees  but  not  in  excess  of  $7.50  per  acre. 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  or  forest  tree  seedlings.    The  number  of  trees 
to  be  planted  per  acre  shall  be  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  a  forester 
and  approved  by  the  county  committee.    The  trees  must  be  given  reasonable  protec- 
tion against  fire  and  damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accord- 
ance with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

PajTnent  will  not  be  made  for  planting  white  pine  unless  currant  and  goose- 
berry bushes  are  removed  from  the  area  to  be  planted  and  throughout  a  protective 
border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  planting: 
Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce.  Black  locust,  red  pine,  lArhite  spruce, 
red  oak,  wiiite  pine,  Scotch  pine,  black  walnut.  Banks  pine,  and  sugar  maple. 

Payment  may  be  made  for  planting  other  varieties  if  the  county  committee 
approves  the  selection. 

Practice  Ho.  2  -  Planting  protective  shrubs 

Rate  of  payment:     $7.50  per  1,500  shrubs  but  not  more  than  $7.50  per  acre 

The  planting  or  transplanting  of  shrubs  of  a  variety  which  is  helpful  to 
wildlife,  which  is  recommended  by  the  local  game  protector  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Game  Commission,  and  which  is  approved  by  the  county  committee.    The  number  of 
shrubs  to  be  planted  per  acre  shall  be  in  accordance  v;ith  instructions  issued  by 
a  forester  and  approved  by  the  county  committee. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  damage 
by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  wildlife-manage- 
ment practice. 

1  Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  farmer  does  not  present 

to  the  county  committee  a  certification  signed  by  a  local  game  protector  of  the 
Pennsylvania  G-ame  Commission  to  the  effect  that  the  practice  has  been  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  good  wildlife-management  principles. 

The  farmer  should  obtain  the  advice  of  his  local  Pennsylvania  G-ame  Commis- 
sion game  protector  before  performing  this  practice. 

Practice  N"o>  3  -  Improving  woodlands 
Rate  of  payment:     $3  per  acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  on  not  more  than  5  acres  under 
a  system  of  farm  woodland  and  wildlife-management  which  includes  cutting  or  girdling 
wood  trees,  or  thinning  or  pruning  other  trees,  or  any  combination  of  these  which  is 
needed.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good  timber  trees 
must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  woodland  improved. 

Payment  will  not  be  made  for  improving  white  pine  stands  unless  currant  and 
gooseberry  bushes  are  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throi^ghout  a  protective  bor- 
der consistent  v/ith  good  woodland  management. 
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Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  instructions 
"before  performing  this  practice.  .  -  - 

Practice  ITo,  4  -  Seeding  pasture  mixtures 
Rate  of  pa^/Tnent:     $3  per  acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  (l)  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or 
Canadian  red  clover  seed,  or  mixtures  of  these,  2  pounds  of  white  or  ladino  clover 
seed,  and  6  pounds  of  "bluegrass  seed  in  a  pasture  mixture  containing  at  least  18 
pounds  of  seed;  (2)  at  least  85  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  pasture  mixture;  (3)  at 
least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  hay  pasture  mirirtre;  or  (4)  a  mixture  contain- 
ing 2  pounds  of  ladino  clover,  3  pouads  timofeby,  5  pounds  orchard  grass,  and  3 
pounds  alsike  clover.

A  wheat  allotment  will  be  set  on  e^ch  farm  on  which  wheat  was  planted  for 
harvest  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  1941.     Permitted  acreages  of  wheat 
^'^ill  be  set  on  fams  on  which  whe^t  will  be  seeded  for  harvest  in  1942  for  the 
first  time  since  1938. 


AMOUNT  OF  PAYIvH.NT  EAIlIJSD  ON  ALLOMENT  PAElvlS 

Cn  a  farm  with  a  rtotato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  program  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  svm  of  the  soil- 
building  allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for 
his  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments.     If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the 
practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  acres  of  potatoes  or  tobacco  or  plants 
more  ^heat  than  he  is  allotted,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed  by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  follor^ing  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and  then 
subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.     'The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be  larger 
than  the  soil -bull ding  allowance. 

A  pa3niient  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be  computed 
under  the  reforesta.tion  allowance. 

A  deduction  of  4  percent  of  the  maximiJm  amount  computed  in  connection  with 
the  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments  will  be  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the 
cropland  on  the  farm  by  which  1he  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses 
on  the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.  Erosion-resisting 
crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at  some  time  in  the 
program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses:

A  payment  of           cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  will  be  computed 

for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment,  except  that  no  pa^/ment  will  be  made  on  a 
potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in  any  one  of  the 
years  1939,  19  40,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not  harvest  potatoes  on 
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on any  other  farm  during  such  3-year  period.    However,  if  the  acreage  of  potatoes, 
harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  allotment,  payment  v;iii 
"be  made  on  an  acreage  eqtial  to  126  percent  of  the  acreage  of  potatoes  harvested^ 
'unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less 
than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment  because  of  flood  or  dro tight. 

^  ^^^^tion  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the  potato 
allotment. 

If  there  is  no  tobacco  allotment  on  the  farm  and  tobacco  is  produced  in 
1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936,  the  farmer  shoiild  be  careful  not  to  harvest 
more  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the  program 
yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

If  the  farm  has  no  wheat  allotment  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm  for 
harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment  for  the  farm 
is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for 
any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  15  acres  of  x^'heat  or  the 
permitted  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.     If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  of  wheat  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farms  with  Tobacco  Allotments 

A  payment  of           cents  per  pound  times  the  program  yield  will  be  computed 

for  each  acre  in  the  £4{Obacco  allotment.    However,  if  the  acre-'ge  of  tobacco 
harvested  is  less  than  yO  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment,  payment  ?/ill 
be  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of  tobacco  harvested, 
unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  tobacco  harvested  is  less 
than  80  percent  of  the  tobacco  allotment  because  of  flood,  drought,  hail,  or 
plant  bed  diseases. 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the 
program  yield  will  be  made  for  each,  acre  of  tobacco  harvested  over  the  tobacco 
allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  care- 
ful not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  progi-am 
yield  for  each  acre  over  3, 

If  the  farm  has  no  wheat  allotment  or  wheat  is  planted  on  the  farm  for 
harvest  in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  or  the  wheat  allotment  for  the 
farm  is  15  acres  or  less,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain 
or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  15  acres  of  wheat  or 
the  permitted  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.     If  he  does, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by 
the  program  yield  of  wheat  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farms  with  Wheat  Allotments 

A  payment  of           cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  v/ill  be  computed 

for  each  acre  in  the  wheat  allotment  on  a  v/heat  allotment  farm.    However,  if 
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the  acreage  of  wheat  planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm'' s' wheat  allotment, 
pa;>^ent  will  "be  made  on  an  acreage  eqxipl  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of  wheat 
plp^nted  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  •^^'heat  planted  is 
less  than  80  percent  of  the  ?/heat  allotment  because  of.  flood  or  drought. 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  "bushel  multiplied  oj  the 
program  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  wheat  over  the  wheat  allotment. 
If  the  wheat  allotment  is  15  acres  or  less  and  the  acreage  seeded  to  "^-'heat  exceeds  ~ 
the  allotment  by  10  percent  or  more  or  the  county  committee  at  the  request  of  the 
farmer  has  classified  the  farm  as  a  non-allotment  farm,  a  deduction  at  10  times  the 
payment  rate  will  be  made  only  for  the  acreage  of  wheat  harvested  in  excess  of  the 
larger  of  (1)  15  acres  or  (2)  the  wheat  allotment  or  permitted  acreage,  whichever 
is  a-opli cable. 

Acreage  planted  to  wheat  means  (1)  any  acreage  of  land  on  which  wheat  is 
seeded  (except  when  wheat  is  seeded  in  a  mixture  -^^/hich  contains  at  least  10  per- 
cent by  weight  of  vetch  or  at  least  25  percent  by  weight  of  winter  barley  or  rye 
and  the  mixture  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  produce  a  crop  containing  such 
proportions  of  plants  other  than  wheat  that  the  crop  cannot  be  harvested  as  wheat 
for  grain  or  seed)  or  (2)  any  acreage  of  land  which  is  seeded  to  a  wheat  mixture 
designated  under  (1)  above  but  on  v/hich  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  vetch,  barley, 
or  rye  in  the  mixture  fails  to  reach  maturity  or  is  otherwise  in  such  condition 
that  the  crop  can  be  harvested  as  wheat  for  grain  or  seed. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful 
not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a 
deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel  multiplied  by  the  program  yield 
for  each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  tobacco  allotment  on  the  farm  and  tobacco  is  produced  in 
1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  hxarvest 
more  than  his  permitted  acreage  of  tobacco.     If  he  does,   there  will  be  a  deduction 
of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  pound  multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each 
excess  acre. 

DEDUCTION  ?0H  PAILUHS  TO  :.1^INTAIH  PKSVIOUS  PEOG-BAM  PRACTICES 

V^here  the  county  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (1)  terraces  constructed,  forest  trees  planted, 
or  pastures  established  under  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices,   (2)   seedings  of  perennial  legijjnes  or  grasses  are 
destroyed  after  producers  have  been  informed  that  the  destruction  of  such  legumes 
or  grasses  is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effectiveness  of  any 
soil-brdlding  practice  carried  out  under  a  previous  program  is  destroyed  in  1942 
contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  payments  which 
would  otherwise  be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount  equal  to  the  payment 
which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar  amount  of  such  practices. 

ADJTJS'TMENT  OP  RATES 

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,   the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  increased  or  decreased  from 
the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent. 
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COUHTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  -gDCPEl^SS 

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  t)erson*  s  payment,  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county. 

FURinSHIHg  MATERIALS 

Superphosphate  and  liming  material  will  "be  furnished  in  some  counties 
in  Pennsylvania  to  farmers  who  want  those  materials  in  place  of  a  payment. 
Complete  instructions  for  handling  this  provision  will  he  furnished  the  county 
committees.    See  your  local  committeeman  for  information.

All  fanners  in  Rhode  Island  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural 
Cor^servatior  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-b^oilding 
practices  which  will  help  to  huild  up  their  soil.    'They  will  also  have  tne 
right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  September  1,  1941.  and  ends  August  31,  1942, 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1945. 

REgORSSTATIOiT  ALLQV;AI\'CE 

Each  farm  vjill  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  Ko.  13. 

SOIL-BUILDIliG-  ALLOWAUCS 

Each  Rhode  Island  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farir.. 
To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible, 
practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  tnat  the 
farmer  will  know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  pa^/ment,  a  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  al- 
lowance is  fouad  by  first  adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to 


the  farm: 


70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  co^jnting 
acreage  in  the  potato  allotment.    Cropland  meaas  farm  land 
which  in  1941  was  tilled  or  was  in  reg-ular  rotation,  not 
counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trcos, 
vineyards,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.     This  definition  docs 
not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and  nonbearing  vineyards. 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grown  in  1940  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  grown  was  3  acres  or  more.  Commercial 
vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of 
which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.     This  definition  includes,  among  otners, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  melons,  cantaloups,  straw- 
berries, and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes, 
peas  for  processing,  and  sweet  corn  for  processing. 
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40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  fam.  The 
pasture  land  rmst  be  good  enough  to  maintain  d!j.ring  the  us'Oal 
pasture  season  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  5  acres. 

For  any  farrn  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-huilding  allowance  will  "be  equal,  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
pasture,  vcgetahle,  and  orchard  items, 

Por  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  loss  than 
$20,  the  soil-"bullding  allowance  will  he  $20. 

'For  a  potato  allotment  farm,  on  which  the  svn  of  these  items  is  less 
than  $20,  the  soil-huilding  allov;ance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (l)  the 
sun  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the 
amount  by  which  $20  is  more  than  the  potato  allotmxnt  payment  v/hich  could 
be  earned  on  the  farm. 

*/ith  thu  prior  approval  of  the  State  comiiittee  a  group  of  farmiers  in  any 
local  area  m,ay  combine  all  of  the  soil-building  allov/ances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting,  and  management 
practices  on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.     The  practice  carried  out  must  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  by  the  cooperating  farmers.    All  such  farmers 
must  be  participants  in  the  1942  program  and  the  approved  practice  r.ust  be 
carried  out  on  one  or  more  of  the  farois  in  the  group. 

SOII^BUILrilTO  PBACTXC5S 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Shodc  Island 
may  carry  out  for  pay:'ient  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
For  each  practice  carried  ou.t  as  specified  and  in  accordance  x-dth  good  farr.:ing 
practices  on  the  far".,  paF-ient  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  al- 
lowed toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.     Hov/evcr,  the 
total  pa^/ment  for  carrjring  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil- 
building  allowance  plus  the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under 
the'  reforestation  allowance. 

Ho  credit  for  a  seeding  practice  will  be  given  if  it  is  determined  by 
the  county  committee  that  the  seed  used  was  not  adapted  seed  of  such  quality 
as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  good  farming  practices. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allcv/ancc. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,   seed,   trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Pedera 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Ad'uni stration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  coimtod  tov/ard  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-I'cITary  Cooperative  State  i'ursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  Agency. 
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Liming  Croplands  t£ag.t.ur.e  Land,  or  Orchards 
Practice  ITo^  1  -  Rate  o:^  Da'/menti  ^A4^50  for  each; 

(1)  2,000  poTinds  of  standard  groimd  limestone,  or 
1,500  pounds  of  hydrated  lime. 

(2)  1,000  pounds  of  calci-'om  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  ground 
limestone  (other  than  standard)  which  will  pass  through  a  20-ine3h 
sieve. 

The  applicp.tion  of  ground  limestone  or  hydrated  lime  to  cropland,  past^ore 
land,  or  orchards.  Other  liming  material  approved  hy  the  State  committee  may  oe 
used. 

Standard  gro^md  limestone  is  limestone  which  analyzes  at  least  50  percent 
calcium  oxide  neutralizing  eq.uiYalent,  v/hich  is  ground  sufficiently  fine  so 
that  in  each  ton  at  least  1,000  poionds  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equiva- 
lent will  pass  through  a  SO-mesh  sieve,  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine 
materials  produced  in  grinding.

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  hay, 
excluding  iDarnyard  manure  and  stable  manure,  to  orchards,  strawberries,  or 
vegetable  land  as  a  mulch.    All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1942 
from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as  the 
mulching  material,  are  to  be  left  on  the  land.

Tho  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm 
woodland  and  v/ildlife  management  which  includes  pnjining  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  both. 

The  farmer  who  cuts  his  winter  fuel  supply  from  his  farm  woodland  m?.y 
comply  with  this  practice  by  cutting  for  fuel  purposes  only  the  poorest  trees 
of  the  least  valuable  species.    The  thrifty,  fast  growing  and  better  formed 
trees  should  "be  left  for  timber  production.    Hurricane  trees  and  dead,  dying, 
or  diseased  trees  sho-cld  "be  among  the  first  removed. 

Operators  must  o'Dtain  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee  and  must 
carry  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  the  recom^iendations  of  the  State  or 
Extension  I'cry^5ta^. 

Payrier..!;  vrill  not  be  made  for  improving  white  pine  st.?nds  unless  currant 
and  gooseberry  bushes  are  removed  from  among  the  trees  and  throughout  a  pro- 
tective border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management. 

Planting  Forest  Trees 

Practice  ITo.  13  -  Rate  of  neiyz^ent:    $7.50  per  acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre 
spaced  approximately  6  hy  6  feet.    One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  v;iore 
small  tracts  of  less  thpsi  1  acre  each  sha.ll  be  considered  ?s  an  acre,  even 
though  ■>-hQ  u.'tal  ?.i -la  may  "be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be 
included  in  tho  plan-^ing. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  ? gainst  damage  by 
livestock-grazing  a,nd  fire  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree 
culture  and  v;i idlif e-management  pra,ctice. 

PajTiient  will  not  be  made  for  planting  white  pine  unless  currant  and  goose- 
berry bushes  are  removed  from  the  area  to  be  planted  and  throughout  a  protective 
border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management. 
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Species  of  trees  approved  for  planting  are  the  following;

Excluding  Livestock  from  Farm  vVoodland 

Practice  No,  14    -    Bate  of  payment;    $0.55  per  acre 

The  restoration  of  f arm voodland  previously  used  for  pasture  by  keeping 
out  livestock. 


Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which  livestock 
are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit  which  is  normally 
allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5  goats, 
or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  before  per- 
forming this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  1939,  1940,  or  1941  program  a  farmer  has 
received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  and 
the  county  committee  determines  that  in  1942  livestock  were  again  allowed  by 
that  farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  woodland,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous 
pajrments  will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  othervvise  be  made  to 
such  farmer  under  the  1942  program. 

This  practice  aids  the  establishment  of  natural  seedling  reproduction 
which  would  otherwise  be  destroyed  by  grazing  and  trampling,  prevents  the 
"riding  down"  of  saplings,  prevents  bruising  of  tree  roots  and  stems  and  the

resultant  spread  of  decay  through  the  valuahle  "butt  log  of  the  tree,  and 
permits    the  formation  of  a  uniform  layer  of  leaf'  litter  over  the  entire  forest 
floor  thereby  pro  tec ting ' the  forest  soil,  conserving  soil  moisture  and  improv- 
ing conditions  for  wildlife. 

Stripcropping 

'    Practice  No.  15  -  5ate  of  payment;    $0.35  per  acre 

v'>  Thie  planting  of  cropland  in  strips  on  the  contour.    Strips  of  inter- 
tilled crops  must  "be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  iii- accordance  with  plans  recommended 
by  the  Soil  CongeTvation  Service  and  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  com- 
mittee. 

Const rac ting  Diversion  Ditches 

•  ^J^^-c^^ce  No.  16  -■  Bate  of  payment '     31c  50  for  each  100  linear  feet 

The  constructing  of  diversion  ditches  for  v/hich  proper  outlets  are 
provided  and  the  establishment  of  adequate  protective  vegetation  in  the  ditches 
and  outlets. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  recommended 
by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee. 

Sanding  Cranberry  Bogs 

Practice  No.  17  -  Ra.te  of  payment;  $7.50  per  acre 

The  application  of  sand,  free  from  stones  or  loam,  to  a  depth  of  at 
least  one-half  inch  on  frui  ting,  cranberry  bogs  to  prevent  soil  deterioration 
and  decline  in  the  productive  capacity  of  the  land. 

The  county  committee  will  require  proof  of  the  amount  of  sand  applied 
per  acre. 

Improving  Noncrop  Open  Pasture  Land 

Practice  No.  18  -  Rate  of  payment:    $3  per  acre 

With  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  improvement  of  noncrop  open 
pasture  land  which  the  county  committee  determines  ?/ill,  when  improved,  be 
capable  of  carrying  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  two  acres  during  a 
pasture  season  of  at  least  four  months.     Improvements  shall  include  uprooting 
and  removal  of  shrubs,  carrying  out  an  adequate  system  of  mowing,  and,  where 
necessary,  leveling  hummocks  and  removing  loose  stones.    Payment  will  not  be 
made  unless  sufficient  liming  materials,  fertilizer,  and  seed,  where  needed, 
are  applied  to  obtain  a  good  stand. 


Hemoval  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  trees 


Practice  i\o;  19  ^  Bate  ol  payment : 

Tree s  5  to  Ig  inche s  in  diameter,  $0.50  per  tree; 

Trees  over  12  inches  "but  not  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0^50  per  treej 
"Trees  over  20  inches'  in  diameter^  $0.75  per  tree. 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee  the  removal  of  diseased 
or  "uneconomic  permanent  live  apple  trees,  the  major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is 
of  inferior  quality.     Trees  may  "be  uprooted  or  cut  off  close  to  the  ground. 
Payment  will  not  he  made  for  the  removal  of  trees  less  than  5  inches  in.  diameter 
or  for  the  removal  of  filler  or  semi -permanent  trees. 

Not  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  be  earned  under  this  practice. 

AiMOUNT  OJ  PAYl^tfflNT  EARI^'SD  ON  I'XmS  WITH  NO  ALLOTIviSNTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  i^otato  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn 
for  the  program  year  an  ajnount  rqual  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-huilding  allowance 
and  the  reforestation  allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  will  he  paid  what  he 
earns.    A  farmer  who  wants  to  ecm  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  v/ith 
no  allotment  should  he  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes. 

The  total  payment  will  "be  computed  as  follows: 

The  amount  of  the  soil-huilding  payment  ^'■vill  he  found  hy  adding 
together  the  pa-j^nents  for  all  soil-huilding  practices  carried 
cat  at  the  rates  shov/n  for  the  practices.    However,  if  the  total  . 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allov;ance ,  the 
soil-building  paym.ent  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  al- 
lowance.   Any  amo^int  earned  under  practice  No*  1.3  which  is 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  shall  not 
be  allowed  toward  earning  the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  added  the  amount  earned  for  planting  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

There  will  be  subtracted  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  bushel 
multiplied  by  the  program  yield  for  each  acre  of  potatoes 
harvested  over  3. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ALLOTlv'IENTS 

In  1942  potato  allotments  and  program  yields  will  be  set  by  county  com- 
mittees in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration. 
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A  potato  allotment  will  oe  set  on  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acre- 
age of  potatoes  harvested  during  the  3  years  1939-1941  is  3  acres  or  more  and 
also  on  farms  for  which  the  coimtv  committee  determines  that  3  acres-  or  more 
of  potatoes  will  "be  harvested  in  1942. 

AMOUFE  GI  PAYIviSNT  EARIISD  ON  POTATO  ALLQI^^ISITT  JkmS 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn  for 
the  program  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-^huilding  allowance,  the 
reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  potato  allotment.  If 
he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more  potatoes 
than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  he  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  a  potato  allotment  is  computed 
hy  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and 
then  sulDtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  pa;^nnent  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  oe  computed  for  each 
soil-huilding  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  he 
larger  than  the  soil-huilding  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7,50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  he  computed 
under  the  reforestation  allowance, 

A  pa^^ent  of  cents  per  "bushel  times  the  program  yield  will  iDe 

computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment,  except  that  no  payment  will  he 
made  on  a  potato  allotment  for  a  farm  on  which  no  potatoes  were  harvested  in 
any  one  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941  and  the  operator  of  which  did  not 
harvest  potatoes  on  any  other  farm  during  such  3-year  period.    However,  if  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm^s  potato 
allotment,  payment  will  he  made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested,  unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage 
of  potatoes  harvested  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment  because  of 
flood  or  drought, 

A  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  hushel  multiplied  hy  the 
program  yield  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the  potato 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato  allotment  will  he  made  for  each  1  percent  of  the  cropland  on 
the  farm  hy  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses  on 
the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  croplajid  on  the  farm.  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at 
some  time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses: 

Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  Cowpeas 

Perennial  grasses  Soybeans 

Pall  seeded  small  grains  not  Ryegrass 

harvested  for  grain  Winter  legiimes 

Land  on  which  approved  terraces  Sv/eet  clover 

are  constructed  and  no  intertilled  G-reen  manure  crops 

row  crop  is  grown 
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Land  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the  above  crops  or  land  uses  shall  qualify 
towai*d  meeting  this  requirement,  regardless  of  any  other  use  of  such  land,  except 
when  interplanted  with  row  crops. 

DEDUCTION  FOH  FAILUH5  TO  MAINTAIN  PHE^TIQUS  PROGBA.M  PRA.CTICES 

^ere  the  county  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
State  committee  determines  that  (l)  terraces  constructed,  forest  trees  planted 
or  pastures  established  under  previous  programs  are  not  maintained  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices,  (2)  seedings  of  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  are 
destroyed  after  producers  have  "been  informed  that  the  destruction  of  such 
legumes  cr  grasses  ia  contra,ry  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effective- 
ness of  any  soil-building  practice  carried  out  under  a  previous  program  is 
destroyed  in  1942  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  payments  which  would  otherwise  be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount 
equal  to  the  payment  which  would  be  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar 
amoimt  of  such  practices. 

ADJUSTMENT  OP  RATES 

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  increased  or  decreased 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent, 

CQTJNTY  ADMINlSTEATITg  EXPENSE 

There  will  be  deducted  from  each  person's  payment  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county. 

PURNISHING  MATERIALS 

Superphosphate  and  liming  material  will  be  furnished  to  farmers  who  want 
those  materials  in  place  of  a  pajmient.     Complete  instructions  for  handling  this 
provision  will  be  furnished  the  county  committee.     See  your  local  comnii tteeman 
for  information,

All  farmers  in  Vermont  who  cooperate  in  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation 

Program  will  fee  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building  practices      — ---^ 

which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  Tirill  also  have  the  right  to  earn 

payments  by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes. 

The  1942  program  year  begins  August  1,  1941,  and  ends  June  30,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  be  filed  in  the 
county  office  not  later  than  March  31,  1943. 

'   REFORESTATION  ALLPyjANCE 

Each  farm  vn.ll  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  |15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  v^ith  practice  No.  8. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLO^^NCE  ■ 

Each  Vermont  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use 
one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.  To 
get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices 
which  are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will 
know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  pa^-nnent,  o.  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  farm.    This  soil-building  allowance  is  foimd  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato  allotment.    Cropland  means  farm  land  -which  in  1941 
was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in 
commercial  orchards.  - 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm.  Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm,  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the 
production  is  normally  sold.     This  definition  does  not  include 
nonbearing  orchards « 

$1.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  normally  grown  on  the 
farm. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.

i  For  any  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  |20  or  more,  the  soil- 

,  building  allov/ance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  pasture,  vege- 
table and  orchard  items. 


For  a  nonallotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  $20. 
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For  a  potato  allotment  farm  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than 
|20,  the  Sd5il -building  allov/ance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (l)  the  sum  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  vegetable,  and  pasture  items  or  {2j  the  amount  by 
which  t|20  is  more  than  the  potato  allotment  payment  which  could  be  earned  on 
the  farm.  x 

With  the  prior  approval  of  the  State  committee,  farmers  in  any  area  may 
combine  all  or  any  portion  of  the  soil-building  allowances  on  their  farms  for 
the  performance  of  erosion  control  and  forest  tree  planting  and  management 
practices  on  any  farm  or  group  of  farms.    The  practice  carried  out  must  be 
unanimously  approved  by  the  cooperating  farmers, 

SOIL^BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  fanners  in  Vermont  may 
carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.    For  each  . 
practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  practices 
on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward 
earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.    However,  the  total  payment 
for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance  plus 
the  additional  $15  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

If  one -half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  t he  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  thetDtal  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  v^rhole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

Liming  Cropland,  Pasture  Land,  or  Orchards 

Practice  No.  1  -  Rate  of  payment; 

For  (Xy  Each  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone, 

(2)  Each  1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in 

magnesium  oxide  in  other  liming  imterials   (except  marl  and  wet 
waste  lime)  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  or 
'  (3)  Each  1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in 
magnesium  oxide  in  marl  or  wet  waste  lime. 
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The  application  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of  at  least  1,000 
pounds. per  acre  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent. 

If  a  farmer  uses  any  material  which  is  not  registered  with  the  State 
regulatory  service,  he  must  submit  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  county  committee 
as  to  the  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  content  and,  in  the  case  of 
ground  limestone,  the  percentage  of  the  material  which  will  pass  through  a 
20-mesh  sieve,  ■ 

Standard  ground  limestone  is  limestone  ■v\,'hich  analyzes  at  least  50  percent 
total  calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium  oxide,  v/hich  is  ground  suf- 
ficiently fine  so  that  in  each  ton  at  least  1,000  pounds  of  total  calcii;im 
oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium  oxide  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  and 
which  contains  all  of  the  fine  materials  produced  in  grinding. 

If  the  liming  material  used  under  this  practice  is  furnished  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  be  reported  as  practice  No.  lA, 

Applying  Available    Phosphoric  Acid 

Practice  No,  2  -  Rate  of  payment;  

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  240  pounds  of  20  percent  super- 
phosphate alone,  or  at  least  24  pomds  of  available  phosphoric  acid  in  com- 
bination with  other  fertilizing  material,  as  a  top  dressing  on  perennial  or 
biennial  legumes  or  perennial  grasses  or  ,in  preparation  for  seeding  these 
legumes  or  grasses  or  gardens  for  home  use* 

Superphosphate  may  be  used  as  a  preservative  on  farm  manures  that  are 
not  to  be  sold  or  used  on  potatoes,  tobacco,  commercial  vegetables,  or  corn.^ 
for  grain.    Payment  v;-ill  not  be  a  llovred  for  using  superphosphate  in  this  way 
unless  at  least  1  pound  of  20  percent  s  uper^phbsphate  or  the  equivalent  is 
used  each  day  for  each  mature  cow  or  other  animal  unit. 

When  superphosphate  which  is  not  used  as  a  preservative  for  farm  manures 
is  applied  to  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  be 
allowed  only  f o  r  the  amount  used  per  acre  over  100  pounds  of  20  percent  super- 
phosphate or  the  equivalent.    Superphosphate  which  is  furnished  as  conservation 
material  shall  not  be  applied  to  nurse  crops  harvested  for  grain  unless  it 
has  been  used  as  a  preservative  for  manure » 

...Other  animal  unit  means  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  2  calves,  or  100  hens. 

If  the  superphosphate  used  under  this  practice  is  furnished  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  it  shall  be  reported  as  practice  No.  2A, 

'  -^PPlyi^g  Available  Potash 

Practice  No,  5  -  Rate  of  payments  


The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  50  pounds  of  available  potash

Seeding  Pasture  Mixtures 

Practlce.No,  4  -  Rate  of  payment;    |3»00  per  acre 

The  seeding  of  pasture  mixtures  containing  at  least  2  pounds  per  acre 
of  adapted  good  quality  ladino  or  white  Dutch  clover  on  land  supplied  with 
sufficient  lime  and  fertilizer  to  obtain  a  good  stand. 

If  the  land  is  not  naturally  supplied  v/ith  sufficient  lime,  phosphorus, 
and  potash,  the  amount- of  liming  material  indicated  by  a  soil  test  should  be 
applied  at  least  6  months  in  advance  of  seeding  and  the  phosphorus  and  potash 
needed  should  be  applied  at  the  time  of  seeding. 

Pasture  Improvement 

Practice  No»  5  -  Rate  of  payment;    $3*00  per  acre 

YJith  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee,  improvement  on  noncrop 
open  pasture  land  which  the  county  committee  determines  will,  when  improved, 
be  capable  of  carrying  at  least  one  animal  unit  for  each  two  acres  during  a 
pasture  season  of  at  least  four  months.    Improvement  shall  include  uprooting 
and  removal  of  shrubs,  leveling  hummocks,  carrying  out  an.  adequate  system  of 
mowing,  and  removing  loose  stones.      Payment  will  not  be  made  unless  sufficient 
liming  materials,  fertilizer,  and  seed,  where  needed,  are  applied  to  obtain  a 
good  stand. 

IMproving;  Woodlands 

Practice  No.  6  -  Rate  of  pa^/ment:    $4.00  per  acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm 
woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  pr^^nin?  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  both.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  tr=-v^.s  Thici  can  become  good 
timber  trees  m.ust  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  aero  o.^'  ttoo-^  j.ond  improved. 
The  approval  of  the  county  committee  must  be  obtained  befoie  performing  this 
practice. 

If  pruning  is  done,  it  must  be  confined  to  pine  or  spruce  not  over  6 
inches  in  diameter  and  must  be  done  with  a  saw  or  pruning  shears.

Practice  No.  7  -  Rate  of  payment;  ^0.55  per  acre 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  previously 
used  for  pasture  by  keeping  out  livestock. 


Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which  livestock 
are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit  which  is  normally 
allowed  to  graze  in  the  v/oodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5 
goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee  before  per- 
forming this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  1939,  1940,  or  1941  program  a  farmer  has 
received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  mple  orchards  or  other  woodlands,  and  the 
county  committee  determines  that  in  1942  livestock  were  again  allowed  by  that 
farmer  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same  woodland  or  sugar  maple  orchard, 
an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments  will  be  withheld  from  any  payment 
which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  such  farmer  under  the  1942  program. 

Planting  Forest  Trees 

Practice  No,  8  -  Rate  of  payment;    $7«50  per  acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  or  root-pruned  seedlings  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  1,000  trees  per  acre.    One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small 
tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the 
total  area  may  be  larger. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  damage 
by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture 
and  wildlife-management  practice.

Adjustment  Administration,  they  shall  be  reported  as  practice  No.  8A, 

Mulching  Orchard  and  Vegetable  Land 

Practice  No.  9  -  Rate  of  payment;    $3«00  per  ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  equiva- 
lent mulching  material,  excluding  barnyard  and  stable  manure,  to  orchard  or 
vegetable  land  or  strawberries  as  a  mulch.    All  materials  produced  on  the  land 
during  1942  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well 
as  the  mulching  material  are  to  be  left  on  the  lando 

Construction  of  Riprap  to  Prevent  Erosion 

Practice  No.  10  -  Rate  of  payment;    $0.50  per  square  yard  of  exposed  surface 


The  construction  of  a  riprap  of  rocks  or  other  suitable  material  along 
an  active  stream  to  control  the  erosion  of  farm  land. 
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Removal  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Fruit  Trees 


Practice  No«  11  -  Rate  of  payment;  Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0.30  per  tree. 

Trees  over  12  inches  but  not  over  20  inches  [ 
in  diameter,  #0.50  per  tree.  | 
Trees  over  20  indies  in  diameter,  $0.75  per  tree.  \ 

The  removal  of  diseased  or  imeconomic  permanent  live  fruit  trees,  the 
major  portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of  inferior  qmlity.    Payment  will  not  be  made 
for  the  removal  of  trees  less  than  5  inches  in  diameter  or  for  the  removal  of 
filler  or  semi-permanent  trees. 

Not  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  be  earned  under  this  practice. 

The  operator  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  before 
performing  this  practice. 
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AMOIMT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ^ARMS  WITH  NO  ALLOTMSUTS 


On  a  farm  -which  has  no  potato  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn 
for  the  year  an 'amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance  and  the 
reforestation  allowance.    If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  heearns,  A 
farmer  vho  wants  to  .earn  all  he  can  under  the  prograjn  on  a  farm  with  no  allot- 
ment should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  thsm  3  acres  of  potatoes. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  together  the 
payments  for,  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the  rates 
shown  for  the  practices.    However,  if  the  total  amount  computed 
is  larger  than  t he  soil-building  allovjance,  the  soil-building 
payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance.    Any  amount 
earned  under  practice  No.  8  which  is  counted  toward  earning  the 
soil-building  allov^/ance  shall  not  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned  for  planting 
forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  for  each 
acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  paym.ent  earned  for  the  farm. 

ALLOT]\ENTS 

In  1942  potato  allotments  and  program  yields  will  be  set  by  county  com- 
mittees in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  mil  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3  acres 
or  more  of  potatoes. 

Farmers  in  Windham  County  who  grow  tobacco  should  get  information  about 
the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program  from  the  county  office. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYIvENT  EARNED  ON  POTATO  ALLQTIvlENT  FARF^ 

On  a  farm  with  a  potato  allotnBnt,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn  for 
the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance,  the 
reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  potato  allotment. 
If  he  does  not  carry,  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if    he  grows  more  potatoes 
than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount    that  is  earned  on  any  farm  v.dth  a  potato  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply  to  the  farm 
and  then  subtracting  the  sum.  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply: 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.    The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be  larger 
than  the  soil-building  allowance. 
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A  payment  of  $7»50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be  computed 
under  the  reforestation  a  llowsknce..  ^  ..  .  .  .  .'  . 

A  payment  of  2»3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  will  be  com- 
puted for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment •    However,  if  the  acreslge  of  potatoes 
planted  is  less  than  80  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  allotment,  payment  will  be 
made  on  an  acreage  equal  to  125  percent  of  the  acreage  of  potatoes  planted,.' 
unless  the  county  committee  finds  that  the  acreage  of  potatoes  planted  is  less 
than  80  percent  of  the  potato  allotment  because  of  flood  or  drought. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  program  yield  .will  be  made 
for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment.  '  ' 

A  deduction  will  be  made  of  4  percent  of  the  maximum  amount  computed  in 
connection  with  the  potato  allotment  for  each  1  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the 
farm  by  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses  on  the  farm 
is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.    Erosion-resisting  crops 
and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at  some  time  in  the 
program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses: 

Biennial  or  Sweet  clover 

perennial  legumes  Fall  seeded  small  grains 

Perennial  grasses  not  harvested  for  grain 

Ryegrass  Forest  trees 

Green  manure  crops  Land  on  which  approved  terraces  are 

Winter  legumes  constructed  and  no  intertilled 

row  crop  is  grown 

Land  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the  above  crops  or  land  uses  shall  qualify  toward 
meeting  t  his  requirement  regardless  of  any  other  use  of  such  land  except  idien 
interplanted  with  row  crops, 

ADJUSTMENT  OF  RATES 


As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  increased  or  decreased 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent. 

'     COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXIPENSE 

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  person's  pa5n7ient,  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  a dministering  the  program  in  his  county. 

FURNISHING  MATERIALS 

Superphosphate  and  liming  material  will  be  furnished  to  farmers  who  want 
those  materials  in  place  of  a  payment.  Complete  instructions  for  handling  this 
pro "Tis ion  will  be  furnished  the  county  coimnittees .  See  your  local  committeeman 
for  information.

All  farmers  in  Vermont  who  cooperate  in  the  1945  Agri cultural  Oonservat ion 
Program  will  "be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-"building  practices 
which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn 
-gdj}rnients  "by  staying  within  allotments  for  potatoes  and  tobacco. 

The  1942  program  year  "begins  August  1,  1941,  and  ends  Jvue  30,  1942. 

Applications  for  payment  under  the  1942  program  must  "be  filed  in  the 
count3-  office  not  later  than  March  cl,  1943. 


3ach  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $15  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  plant- 
ing forest  trees  in  accordance  with  practice  lo .  8 . 


3ach  Vermont  farm.er  v/ho  takes  part  in  this  progr.am  is  expected  to  use  one 
or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.     To  get  the 
most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  which 
are  not  already  being  used  on  his  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how 
many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allov/ance  v/ill  be 
computed  for  his  farm.     This  soil-building  allowance  is  foimd  by  first  adding 
all  of  the  follov/ing  items  v/hich  apply  to  the  farm:

Commercial 
orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees  or 
bush  fruits  on  the  farm  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  pro- 
duction is  normalljT-  sold.     This  definition  does  not  include  nonbear- 
ing  orchards . 

•t^l.OO  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  grov/n  in  1940  on  the 
farm  if  the  acreage  grov/n  v;as  3  a.cres  or  more.     Commercial  vegetables 
means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops  of  v/hich  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm. 
This  definition  includes,  among  others,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  melons, 
cantaloups,  strawberries,  an^  conmiercisl  bulbs  and  flowers,  out 
excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  processing,  and  sv/eet  corn  for  processing.

The  im-provement  ci  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm  wood- 
land and  v/ildlife  management  which  includes  pr-anincv  or  thinning  or,  if  needed, 
both,    ---t  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good  timber  trees 
must  be  left  v:ell  scattered  on  each  acre  of  woodland  improved.     The  approval  of 
tne  count?^  committee  must  be  obtained  before  performing  this  practice. 
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If  pruning  is  done,  it  must  "be  confined  to  pine  or  spruce  not  over  6 
inches  in  diajneter  and  must  "be  done  with  a  saw  or  pruning  sheers. 

Payment  will  not  "be  made  for  improving  white  pine  stands  unless  currant 
and  goose"berry  "bushes  are  removed  from  among  the  trees-  and'  throughout  a 
protective  "border  consistent  with  good  woodland  management . 

Excluding  Livestock  From  Farm  V^odland 

Practice  No,  7  -  Bate  of  payment:     $0>35  per  acre 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  previously  used 
for  pasture  by  keeping  out  livestock. 

Payment  will  "be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  farm  woodland  out  of  v/hich  live- 
stock are  kept,  "but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  ""onit  which  is 
normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5  goats, 
or  the  eq[uivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  oht^in  approval  of  the  county  commdttee  "before  perform- 
ing this  practice. 

If  under  the  1935,1937,  1938,  1939,  1940,  or  1941  program  a  farmer  has 
received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or  for 
keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  v/oodlands,  and  the  county 
committee  determ.ines  that  in  1942  livestock  were  again  allowed  "by  that  farmer 
to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same  woodland  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  previous  paj^ments  will  "be  v/ithheld  from  any  payment  which  would 
otherwise  "be  made  to  such  farmer  under  the  1942  program. 

Planting  Forest  Trees

Practice  xlo*  9.  -  Bate  of  payment:     $5.00  per  ton 

The  application  of.  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  equiv- 
alent mulching  material,  .excluding  "barnyard  and  sta"ble  manure,,  to  orchard  or 
vegetable  land  or  strav/herries  as  a  mulch.    All  materials  produced  on  the,  land 
dijjring  1942  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well 
as  the  mulching  material  are  to  "be  left  on  the  land. 

■  Construction  of  Ptiprap  to  Prevent  Erosion 

Pra^ctice  I^Tp .  IQ  -  Hate  of  pa^yment:     $0.50  per,  square  yard  . of  exposed  surface 

The  construction  of  a  riprap  of  rocks  or  other  suitable  material  specified 
"by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  along  an  active  stream  to  control 
the  erosion  of  farm.  land.    Operators  must  obtain  the  prior  approval  of  the 
county  c  ommittee  and  instructions  from  the  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Con- 
servation Service  before  performing  this  practice.  m 

Pemoval  of  Diseased  or  Uneconomic  Apple  Trees  .  M 

Practice  l-^o.  11-  -  .Pate  of  .pa:^^ent  :  ■  .  ■  fl 

Trees  5  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  $0.50  per  tree;  I 

Trees  over  12  inches  but  not  over  20  inches  in  diameter,  $0.50  per  tree;  I 

Trees  oyst  20  inches  in  diameter,  -$0.75  per  tree..  I 

The  removal  of  diseased  or  ^meconomic  permanent  live  apple  trees,  the  major 
portion  of  whose  fruit  is  of  inferior  quality.    Paym,ent  not  be  made  for  the 

removal  of  trees  less . than  5  inches  in  diameter  or  for  the  removal  of  filler  or 
semi-permanent  trees. 

Not  more  than  $15  per  acre  may  be  earned  ^jnder  this  practice.

On  a  farm  with  a.  potato  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn  for 
the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  s.llowance,  the  re- 
forestation allowance,  and  the  payment  computed  for  his  potato  allotment. 
If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  harvests  more 
potatoes  than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  v.dll  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  v/ith  a  potato  allotm,ent  is  computed 
by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  pa-'TGent  items  which  apply  to  the  farm  and 
then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply:

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^  deduction  of  10  times  the  payment  rate  per  "bushel  multiplied  l)y  the 
program  yield  will  "be  made  for  each  acre  of  potatoes  harvested  over  the 
potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  4  percent  of  the  maxim'um  amount  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato  allotment  will  he  made  for  ea,ch  1  percent  of  the  cropland  on 
the  farm  "b^-^  which  the  acreage  of  erosion-resisting  crops  and  land  uses  on 
the  farm  is  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cropland  on  the  farm.  Erosion- 
resisting  crops  and  land  uses  may  include  only  cropland  which  is  devoted  at 
some  time  in  the  program  year  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  crops  or  uses:

with  good  farming  practices,   (s)  seedings  of  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  are 
destroyed  after  producers  have  "been  informed  that  the  destruction  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses  is  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  or  (3)  the  effecti^'^- 
ness  of  any  soil-huilding  pra.ctice  carried  out  under  a  previous  prograjn  is 
destroyed  in  1942  contrary  to  good  farming  practice,  there  shall  "be  deducted 
from  payments  which  would  otherwise  he  made  with  respect  to  the  farm  an  amount 
equal  to  the  payment  which'  would  he  made  under  the  1942  program  for  a  similar 
amount  of  such  practices.

As  an  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
with  respect  to  any  commodity  or  item  of  pa^/ment  may  he  increased  or  decreased 
from  the  rates  set  forth  herein  by  as  much  as  10  percent.

In  the  event  an  order  has  not  heen  completed  at  the  time 
I'om  ACP-8  is  prepared  and  consequently  an  l^D-44  does  not  list  all  the 
names  which  will  he  entered  on  the  form  when  the  order  has  heen  completed,  • 
an  Aaa  nmher  will  he  assigned  to  the  order  and  the  first  carhon  of  rJED-44 
identified  with  the  Aaa  numher,  will  he  forwarded  anyway  in- support  of  the 
collections  reported  on  ACP-8.

This  section  provides  instructions  for  transferring  material 
from  one  farmer  to  another  after  the  original  farmer  has  receipted  for  the  deliv- 
ery of  such  materials,'    Gounty  dominittees  must  understand., .  however ,  that  it  is 
clearly  and  definitely  their  responsibility  to'  see  that  all  material  is  finally 
used  to  carry  out  soil -building  practices  or  that  the  proper  entries  are  made 
on  an  application  for  pa^inent  which  is  filed  showing,  in  the  proper  manner,  that 
such  material  was  not  properly  applied. 

1.    Transferring  material  within  the  program  year.  If, 
prior  to  the  closing  date  for  carrying  out  soil -bull  ding  practices  for  the 
program  year  under  which  the  material  is  furnished,  it  is  determined  that 
material  furnished  will,  in  all  probability,  not  be  properly  used  by  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  issued,  gach  material  may  be  transferred  to  one  or  more 
other  farms,  or  farmers  in  the  following  manner, 

a.  The  cash  paid  for  association  expenses  by  the  original 
recipient  will  be  declared  to  be  in  default, 

b.  ACP-64*s  shall  be  executed  in  the  ugual  manner  for 
the  new  farmer  or  farmers  to  whom  it  is  to  be  transferred.     If  the  material  is 
to  be  physically  transferred  from  one  farm  to  another,  the  county  committee 
should  try  to  liave  the  new  farmer  agree  to  transfer  the  material  to  his  farm 
at  his  own  expense  in  lieu  of  the  usual  cash  payment  for  association  expenses. 
If  this  is  not  done,  the  proper  cash  advance  should  be  collected  in  the  regu- 
lar manner.     The  material  shall  not  actually  be  delivered  to  the  new  farmer 
until  the  State  office  has  indicated  its  approval  of  such  transfer, 

c.  A  statement  in  triplicate  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
coimty  office  and  signed  by  the  secretary  to  the  county  committee  declaring 
that  such  cash  advance  has  been,  declared  by  the  county  committee  to  be  defaulted 
and  that  the  entry  for  this  person  in  column  (2)  of  the  NED-44  covering  the 
shipment  'onder  v/hich  the  material  v/as  originally  delivered  shoiiLd  be  corrected 
by  drawing  a  line  thro^ugh  the  original  entry  and  inserting,  immediately  above, 
the  quantity  which  was  left  on  the  farm.     If  no  material  is  left  on  the  farm, 
this  entry  will  be  zero.     The  original  and  one  copy  of  this  statement  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  State  office,  where  a  person  designated  by  the  State  committee 
will  indicate  his  approval  or  disapproval  and,  if  approved,  transmit  the  origi- 
nal of  the  statement  to  the  County  Association  I^it  of  the  Northeast  Division 
in  Washington,  D.  C.     The  statement  shall  further  request  that  these  sub- 
stitute farmers  should  be  entered  on  the  KED-44  for  the  original  shipment, 
indicating  the  quantity  and  date  received,  the  amount  and  date  paid  for 
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association  erponses,  and  the  ACP-8  on  which  the  cash  collection  was  reported. 
If  the  farmer  performs  the  tinicking  serrica  in  lieu  of  a  cash  payment  for 
association  expenses,  the  statement  should  so  indicate,  instead  of  the  amount 
and  date  paid  and  the  AC?-8  on  which  reported.    The  statements  required  above 

may  be  made  on  ^orm  ]^i^r''-44.  •.  • 

^ •    Material  transferred  from  a  preceding  WOB^]^^.^^ • 
If,  after  the  closing  date  for  carrying  out  soil-building  practices  under  the 
1941  Program  year,  it  is  determined  that  material  furnished  v.ail,  in  all  prob- 
ability, net  be  properly  used,  such  material  maybe  transferred  to  a  substitute 
farmer  or  farmers  under  the  1942  Program  in  the  follov/ing  manner: 

a.  The  cash  paid  for  association  expenses  by  original 
recipients  of  materials,  which  are  later  transferred  to  other  fai*ms  or  other 
farmers  will  be  declared  to  be  in  default.    A  statement  in  triplicate  shall 
be  prepared  by  the  county  office  and  signed  by  the  secretary  to  the  county 
committee  declaring  that  such  cash  advance  has  been  declared  by  the  county 
committee  to  be  defaulted,  and  that  the  entry  for  this  TDerson  in  coliunn  (2) 
of  the  K;ED-44  covering  the  shipment  under  which  the  material  was  originally 
delivered  should  be  corrected  by  drav/ing  a  line  through  the  original  entry 
and  inserting,  immediately  above,  the  quantity  which  was  left  on  the  farm. 

The  original  and 
one  copy  of  this  statement  ^rill  be  for^mrded  to  the  State  office  where  a  person 
designated  by  the  State  conimittee  v/ili  indicete  his  approval  or  disapproval 
and,  if  approved,  transmit  the  original  of  the  statement  to  the.  County  Associa- 
tion Unit  of  the  Northeast  Division  in  V/ashingtcn,  D.  C. 

b.  ACP-64's  shell  be  executed  in  the  proper  manner  for 
the  new  farmer  or  farmers  to  whom  the  material  is  to  be  transferred  at  the 
deduction  rate  applicable  for  the  tj'pe  of  material  to  be  transferred  under 
the  program  year  for  which  it  is  being  furnished.    If  the  material  is  to  he 
physically  transferred  from  one  farm  to  another,  the  county  committee  shoiild 
try  to  have  the  new  farmer  agree  to  transfer  the  material  to  his  farm  at  his 
own  expense  in  lieu  of  the  usual  cash  payment  for  association  expenses.  If 
this  is  not  done,  there  shall  be  collected,  for  association  expenses  from 
these  nev7  participants,  the  cash  advance  established  for  that  typo  of  material 
under  the  program  year  for  which  the  material  is  being  furnished. 

c.  A  new  set  of  tTED-44' s  and  an  ACP-66  v/ill  be  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  State  office  in  the  usual  manner  except  that,  if  the 
farmer  transfers  the  material  himself,  the  following  statement  will  be  entered 
on  IIED-44  in  lieu  of  the  regular  entries  for  columns  (4),  (5),  and  (9); 
"Material  trarsf erred  by  producer  in  lieu  of  Cvash  pa^niient  for  association 
expenses,"    All,  and  only  such,  transferred  material  as  was  originally  covered 
by  one  reauest  for  shipment  number  should  be  listed  on  such  new  NEB-44.  There 
shall  bo  typed  on  this  new  lJlED-44  a  statement  indicating  the  program  year 

from  which  this  material  is  being  transferred,  and  indicating  the  request  for 
shipment  number  on  vrhich  the  material  was  originally  issued.

e.  If  the  original  recipient  has  heen  placed  on  the 
Register  of  Indebtedness  by  reason  of  an  application  for  payment  filed 
which  indicates  that  material  furnished  v/as  not  used,  and  such  material 

is  later  transferred  and  the  county  committee  desires  that  the  original 
recipient  be  removed  from  the  Register  of  Indebtedness,  a  supplemental  appli- 
cation shall  be  prepared  in  the  usual  manner  and  accompanied  by  a  statement 
signed  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  county  committee,  to  the  effect  that 
the  farmer  should  be  removed  from  the  register  for  the  reason  that  the  county 
committee  has  taken  the  material  back  and  reissued  it  to  another  farmer.  It 
will  not  be  necessary  to  name  the  new  farmer  in  such  statement.    If  the  county 
committee  determines  that  the  additional  payment,  if  any,  computed  and 
offset  by  the  deduction  for  materials  furnished  on  the  original  application 
should  not  be  made  to  the  applicant  because  of  the  transfer  of  the  material, 
the  supplemental  application  should  be  submitted  by  the  county  committee 
without  the  signature  of  the  apx)licant, 

3 .    Handling  charges  incurred  in  connection  with  trans- 
ferring material.,    In  those  cases  in  which  material  is  iDhysically  transferred 
from  one  farm  to  another  and  such  transfer  is  not  made  by  the  new  recipient  of 
the  material,  county  committees  are  authorized  to  make  (such  arrangements  to 
accomplish  the  transfer  as  are  necessary.    While  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
solicit  bids  to  secure  trucking,  it  is  pointed  out  that  officers  and  regular 
employees  are  not  eligible  to  perform  s^ach  tracking  services  and  receive 
compensation  therefor,  and  that  eapenses  incurred  in  this  connection  shoiild 
be  kept  as  low  as  possible.    Any  claims  incurred  for  such  trucking  should  be 
shown ae  a  miscellaneous  claim  on  AOP-9  and  the  body  of  the  invoice  supporting 

such  claim  should  be  prepared  as  follows:     "Hauling   tons  of

farm  under  Aaa    ."    Certified  trie  copies  of  this  invoice 

must  accompany  the  account  to  substantiate  the  claim.    In  all  other  respects 
such  claims  shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with  standing  instructions  for 
miscellaneous  claims.    Such  charges  will  not  be  shovm  as  either  handling  or 
extra  charges  on  NJ2D-44. 

Section  J.    SAMPLINa  AHD  AlIALYZING. 

1.    Sampling.    The  State  office  will  be  responsible  for 
seeing  that  samples  are  taken  in  accordance  with  the  follov/ing  instructions 
and  for  issuing  such  supplemental  instructions  as  will  assure  that  the  samples 
tatean  are  representative  of  the  material  sampled.    Additional  samples  will 
be  requested  by  the  Washington  office  in  those  cases  where  there  is  any 
indication  that  the  material  may  be  running  below  the  guaranteed  analysis. 
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a,    Supe rpho sphat e .    One  sample  will  be  taken  from 
approximately  each  25th  shipment  of  superphosphate  received  in  the  State 
under  each  contract  providing  for  siding  delivery.    Suc'h  samples  should  he 
taken  from  the  car  at  the  time  of  unloading.    Por  superphosphate  delivered  to 
individual  farmyards  one  sample  will  he  taken  from  approximately  every  500 
tons  delivered  in  the  State  hy  each  contractor.    Such  samples  will  he  taken 
within  ten  days  after  date  of  delivery*    Hot  less  than  one  sample  will  he 
taken  from  the  superphosphate  shipped  from  each  plant  under  each  contract, 

^»    Liming  material.    At  least  tv;o  samples  should  be 
taken  of  each  material  delivered  under  each  contract  in  each  State.  Samples 
of  limestone  will  oe  taken  at  the  point  of  delivery  within  ten  days  after 
date  of  delivery. 

Analyzing.    As  in  the  past,  it  is  expected  that  all 
samples  except  those  takon  in  the  States  of  Vermont  and  Pennsylvania  will  he 
analyzed  in  the  several  State  laboratories.    Samples  of  materials  tairen  in 
Vermont  and  Pennsylvania  will  he  analyzed  in  V/asbii.gton,    In  addition,  at 
various  times,  the  V%shin,=^ton  office  will  call  for  samples  of  specific  materials 
to  he  analyzed  in  Washington.    All  samples  sent  to  V/ashington  shall  he  mailed 
directly  to  Dr.  K.  D.  Jacobs,  Fertilizer  Research  Division,  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry,  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture,  vfashirigton,  D.  C,  accompanied 
by  Form  NED-SQ  properly  filled  out.    The  results  of  ar^alyses  made  in  the 
States  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Regional  Office. 

The  results  of  analys'es  made  in  the  field  shall  be 
transmitted  to  this  office  without  delay  by  the  State  office.    This  analysis 
report  shall  contain  at  least  all  the  information  for  which  a  space  is  pro- 
vided on  the  Form  ITj5D-39. 

It  is  emphasized  that  deductions  will  be  made  from 
vouchers  submitted  by  suppliers  on  the  basis  of  these  analyses.    It  is, 
therefore,  important  that  the  samples  taken  stre  entirely  representative 
of  the  material  being  sampled  and  the  State  office  shall  carefully  desig- 
nate and  be  responsible  for  training  individua,ls  to  take  such  samples.

"INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  CONSIGNEES  AND  SKIPPERS" 


This  supersedes  NEr:-512  and  has  been  prepared  in  a  form  desif^ned  to  fit 
in  with  schools  of  instruction  for  consignees  should  the  State  office  desire 
to  conduct  such  schools.     Revision  in  the  instructions  have  become  necessary  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  old  type  Government  Bill  of  Lading  has  been  replaced  with 
a  Speedi-Set  type  of  bill  mth  n.n  overprint  indicating  the  distribution  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  bill  after  exc^cution. 

These  instructions  are  intended  primarily  to  cover  the  handling  of  con- 
servation materials  in  carload  lots,  but  are  equally  applicable  for  other 
articles  moving  on  Government  Bills  of  Lading, 


RESPONSIBILITY 

The  work  of  th^^  consignee  is  not  difficult,  but  it  is  tremendously  im- 
portant.    His  first  responsibility  is  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
Further  responsibility  of  the  consignee  is  to  the  State  and  County  Offices  by 
which  he  is  em.pl oyed.     This  responsibility  demands  that  he  make  certain  that 
the  proper  persons  recei-^re  the  right  amount  of  materials  and  that  all  related 
forms  are  properly  executed  and  returned  to  the  County  Offi  ce  in  accordance 
with  instructions,     THE  CONSIGNEE  WILL  BE  HELD  LIABLE'  TO  THE  GOVERFTe|,jt  pOR 
ANY  LOSS  SUFFERED  BY  THE  GOYERLIT'TENT  AS  THE  PJ5Sin.T  OF  HIS  CARELESSNESS. 


ISSUING  GOVERieiENT  BILLS  OF  LADING 

Government  Pills  of  Lading  are  serially  mjimbered,   the  number  appearing 
on  the  original  of  the  bill,   apo-^arinp?  on  the  memorand^Jim  copies,   and  the  ship- 
ping order.     It  has  th.ree  parts: 

' (l)     The  original.  Standard  Form  No.  1058, 
(2)     The  Memorrndum  Copy,   Standard  Form  No.  1058a, 
(5)     The  Shipping  Order,   Standard  Form  No.  1059, 

These  forms  are  to  be  used  only  for  shipments  to  be  transported  at 
Government  expense. 

The  issuing  officer,   in  preparing  a  Government  Bill  of  Lading,  will  note 
in  the  heading  thereof,  along  with  the  appropriation  and  allotment  chargeable, 
the  State  and  County  Code  and  the  request  or  request  numbers  of  the  requisitions 
covered  by  the  Governm,ent  Bill  of  Lading.     The  issue  date  should  be  the  sam.e  as 
the  ACP  66  it  covers..  .        •  -  • 
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Proper  routing  of  freight  shipments  is  a  difficult  job  and  can  be  ac- 
complished only  by  a  routing  or  rate  clerk.    For  thC'  purposes  of  this  Administra- 
tion, representatives  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  will  not 
attempt  to  route  a  Government  Bill  of  Lading  under  any  circumstances  other  than 
to  state  thereon  -  -  -  "A  shipm.ent  should  move  over  cheapest  route  to  protect 
the  lowest  published  rate". 

All  original  bills  of  lading  mutilated  in  preparation,  or  issued  in  error, 
should  be  marked  canceled  and  returned  promptly  to  the  Northeast  Division  in 
Washington  since  these  forms  are  negotiable  and  must  be  strictly  accounted  for, 

When  a  contractor  is  furnished  a  Crovernment  Pill  of  Lpding  with  which 
to  make  a  shipment,  he  should  be  notified  to  follow  the  distribution  instruc- 
tions contained  in  the  form  of  overprints  on  the  bill  of  lading  and  told  to 
forward  the  Washington  memorandum  copies  with  his  1034.    Where  bills  of  lading 
are  issued  in  the  State  offices,  it  is  required  that  the  original  and  one 
memorandum  copy  be  forwarded  to  the  consignee  of  the  shipment  as  soon  as  the 
shipment  is  surrendered  by  the  contractor  to  the  originating  carrier.  Where 
bills  of  lading  are  issued  by  the  Washington  office,  the  original  only  will  be 
for^A^arded  to  the  consignee  and  the  Memorandum  Copy  that  would  have  gone  to  the 
consignee,  had  the  bill  of  lading  been  prepared  in  the  field,  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  State  office  concerned. 

The  issuing  officer  should  detach  only  the  last  m.emorandum  copy  and  for- 
ward the  bill  of  lading  to  the  supplier  with  carbons  intact  so  that  the  supplier 
may  use  them  in  further  preparation  of  the  bill. 

When  a  shipment  moves  by  Government  Bill  of  Lading,  it  is  not  permitted: 

(1)  To  issue  a  duplicate  of  the  original  bill. 

(2)  That  contractors  prepay  freight  charges. 

(3)  To  issue  Governm.ent  Bills  of  Lrding  after  service  has  been  performed. 

Payment  for  transportation  by  means  of  a  Government  Bill  of  Lading  is 
made  to  the  delivering  carrier  upon  presentation  of  a  transportation  voucher 
properly  executed  and  supported  by  an  executed  original  bill  of  lading,  or 
certificate  in  lieu  thereof,  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

SUPPLIER'S  DUTIES 

Upon  issuance  of  a  Government  Bill  of  Lading  for  moving  materials,  the 
issuing  officer  will  forward  the  bill  of  lading,  together  vfith  his  Request  for 
Shipment  Form  ACP-66,  to  the  contractor.     The  contractor  will  order  a  car,  taking 
into  consideration  the  material  to  be  shipped  and  must  not  order  a  car  above 
standard  dimensions  unless  such  cars  are  actually  needed.-    It  is  important, 
therefore,  that,  the  length  of  the  car  ordered  and  the  length  of  the  car  furnished 
be  noted  on  the  bill  of  lading  in  spaces  provided  for  this  information. 


The  description  of  the  property  shipped  vail  be  entered  on  the  bill  of 
lading  by  the  contractor  and  it  will  be  incumbent  upon  him  to  classify  material 
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shipped  in  accordance  with  frei.^ht  classifications  in  effect,  at  that  time  on' 
the  basis  of  the  cheapest  commoditv  rate.     In  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of 
the  lowest  conmercial  rates,  •conriercial  names  will  be  used  corresponding  to 
those  shovm  in  the  "Consolidated  Freight  Classification". 

"^■^hen  the  car  is  loaded  and  sealed  and  ready  for  surrender  to  the  initial 
carrier,  the  contractor  will  enter  on  the  bill  of  lading  the  size  of  the  car 
ordered,  the  size  of  the  car  furnished,  the  date  furnished,   the-  initials  of  the 
car,  and  the  car  number  in  the  space  provided  for  such  information.    He  will 
then  subm.it  the  Government  Bill  of  Lading  and  all  copies  to  the  carrier's  agent 
for  execution.    Upon  execution  by  the  carrier's  agent,  the  contractor  will  sur- 
render to  the  carrier  the  shipping  order  Standard  Form  No.  1059,  which  is  the 
salmon  copy  in  the  Speedi-Set,  and  will  fonvard  to  the  consignee  the  original 
and  first  Memorandum  Copy  of  the  Government  Bill  of  Lading.     THE  THIRD  AND 
FOURTH  I^;T5M0RANDmi  COPIES',  FOM  NO.  1058A,   SHilLL  BE  FORWiRDSD  TO  WASHINGTON  BY 
THE  SUPPLIER  TOGETHER  YflTH  THE  STANDARD  FOmii  NO.  1054  SUBMITTED  IN  COMECTION 
WITH  HIS  CLAIM  FOR  FURNISHING  MATERIALS. 


■  DUTIES  OF  CONSIGNEE 

The  designated  consignee  on  receiving  the  original  of  the  Government  bill 
of  lading  is  on  notice  that  that  shipment,   consigned  to  him,   is  in  movement,  and 
he  may  determine  the  dcte  it  was  shipped  from  the  lower  right-hand  block  Just 
above  the  signature  of  the  issuing  officer,  where  the  agent  of  the  originating 
carrier  signed  as  accepting  the  shipment.     The  consignee  at  that  tim.e  should 
contact  the  agent  of  the  delivering  carrier  at  the  siding  destined  for  delivery, 
notifying  him  that  he  has  a  shipm.ent  of  materials  consigned  to  him  which  left 

 ^lander  date  of   ,  and  arrange  with  the 

agent  to,  notify  him.  im.mediately  upon  arrival  of  the  car.     The  usual  procedure 
in  these  cases  is  for  the  freight  agent  to  notify  the  consignee  by  m.eans  of  a 
postcard.    He  does  not  send  out  this  postcard  until  arrival  of .  the  car.  There-' 
fore,  if  the  consignee . can  make  arrangements  to  have  the  agent  call  him  or  de- 
termine the  approxim.ate  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  car  and  keep  in  touch  with 
the  agent,  it  is  often  possible  to  gain  from  l/2  ^ho  a  full  day  of  .  extra  free 
time  for  unloading. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  original  of  the  Government  bill  of  lading,  the  con- 
signee should  also  notify  the  count^/  office  of  the  date  the  car  was.  shipoed,  and 
that  he  is  in  possession  of  the  bill  of  lading. 

When  the  freight  agent  notifies  the  consignee  of:  arrival  of  the  car,  the 
consignee  should,  notify  all  participating  fanners  having  m.ate.rials  .  in  that  car 
to  the  effect  that  it  hrs.  arrived,  the  location  of  the  siding,   and  the  time  of 
day,   and  how  many  days  he  will  be  there  to  surrender  their  material  to  them. 
In  this  connection  it  is  imperative  that  the  consignee  im.press  upon  these 
farmers  that  they  be  there  to  pick  up  their  materials  within  the  specified  time 
limit.     This  time  limit  is  called-  "free  time",  and  usually  is  48  h'^urs .  ■  Any 
time  over  and  above  this  48  heurs  required  in  unloading  the  car  is  called 
"demurrage",   and  for  each  day  over  the  free  period  a  charge  is  made  by  the  ■ 
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railroad.     The  government  will  not  stand  demurrage  charges  and.  should  more  than 
the  free  time  be  necessary  to  unload  the  shipment,  unless  the  consignee  can  1 
reach  an  agreement  with  tho  freight  agent  for  an  extension  of  the  free  period, 
the  responsibility  of  demurrage  will  rest  entirely  on  the  consignee  and  the 
county  association. 

Before  going  to  the;  siding  to  receive  and  .unload  any  shipment  a.  consignee  | 
should  make  sure  that  he  has  all  necessary  materials  with,  which  .to...  perform  this 
job.     Generally  speaking,  he  will  need  the  following  J    the  .original ■ of- the 
Government  bill  of  lading;  a  supply  of  Standard  Form  1060,   "Tem.porary  Receipts"; 
a  copy  of  NED  Form  44,  a  copy  of  Form  ACP-66,   ordering  the  shipment  and  copies 
of  the  related  Forms  ACP-64;  a  supply  of  Form  ACP-67  Revised,  franked  and 
addressed  envelopes  to  be  u'sed  in  mailing  necessary  papers  to  the  Vlashington 
and  county  offices. 

Preparatory  to  taking  delivery,   the  consignee  should  go  to  the  office  of 
the  freight  agent  and  notify  him  that  he  is  ready  to  take  delivery  of  the  ship- 
ment.   At  this  time  the  consignee  should  obtain  from  the  freight  agent  the  date 
and  number  of  the  railroad  way  bill,  and  the  date  and  num.ber  of  the  delivery 
agent's  freight  bill.  . 

If  it  is  known  that  complete  unloading  of  the  shipment  cannot  be  ef- 
fected that  day,  arrangements  should  bo  made  mth  the  freight  agent,  to  seal  the 
car  'over 'night. 

The  consignee,   of  course,  will  be  required  to  identify  himself  and  his 
right  to  the  shipment,   in  order  that  the  freight  agent  may  release  it  to  him-. 
This  may  be  done  by  means  of  the  original  bill  of  lading.     The  bill  of  lading,  ' 
however,   should  not  be  surrendered  to  the  freight  agent  at  this  time.  There 
have  been  instances  where  freight  agents  have  refused  to  gIIow  the  consignee 
to  enter  the  car  without  first  executing  and  surrendering  the  bill  of  lading. 
This  is  an  unreasonable  request,   and  the  consignee  should  not  comply.  Surrender 
of  the  bill  of  lading,  the  basis  on  which  a  charge  will  be  made  against  the 
Government  for  the  transportation  involved,  v.dthout  first  having  unloaded  and 
checked  the  shipment  for  quantity,  weight,   condition,  and  othen/^rise  having 
determined  that  the  shipment  is  in  order,  is  impossible.     Should,  however,  a 
freight  agent  insist  on  receiving  papers  before  making  the  shipment  available 
tn  the  consignee,  the  consignee  may  execute  Standard  Form  1060,  "Temporary 
Receipt",   in  duplicate,   surrendering  the  original  to  the  freight  agent  and  re-  ' 
taining  the  copy  for  himself.     Later,   on  completion  of  unloading  the  shipment 
and  carrying  out  the  following  instructions,  the  bill  of  lading  moy  be  surrendered 
and  the  "Temporary  Receipt",  picked  up  from  the  agent  —  and  it,  together  with 
the  copy  originally  retained  by  the  consignee,  destroyed. 

Having  cleared  v/ith  the  freight  agent,  the  consignee  should  go  to  the  car* 
and  note  a  record  of  the  car  seals  before  breaking  then,  include  this  informa-  'a 
tion  on  the  Form  ACP-67  Revised  noting  the  numbers  of  the  seals  and  whether  or  m 
not  the  car  moved  under  shinper's  seal  or  carrier's  seal.  This  is  an  ir.portant  ■ 
step  necessary  to  establish  responsibility'-  in  case  of  l^^ss  or  damage  to  the  •  M 
shipment.    At  this  point,   check  the  original  bill  of  lading  to  determine  whether ■ 
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or  not  the  shipper  has  indicated  the  size  of  car  ordered,  the  size  of  car  fufn- 
ished,  the  date. it  was  furnished,  the  initials  of  the  car,  and  the  car  number. 
If  this  information  has  not  been  entered  by  the  shipper,  the  consignee  should 
fill  in  these. items. 

The  consignee  may  now  open  the  car  and  check  the  contents  against  the 
bill  of  lading  and  liis  copy  of  the  ACP-66,     Check  for  quantity,  weight,  ■  condition, 
las-s.,  overage,  and  damage.  Immediately  upon  opening  the  car  the  consignee  should 
examine  the  condition  of  the  load.     It  is  assumed  that  the  majority  of'  consignees 
will 'have  had  some  previous  experience  by  tliis  time  in  the  handling  of  carload 
shipments  and  they  should  bo  in  a  position  through  experience  to  judge  whether 
or  not  the  car  was  properly  packed  by  the  shipper,  and  whether  or  not  the  con- 
dition of  the  load  as  they  find  it,  if  bad,  is  duo  to  incorrect  loading  or  rough 
handling  in  transit.    ,At  any  rate,  the  questions  pertaining  to  the  condition  of 
the  load  on  the  Form  ACP-67  Revised  should  be  answered  fully,  and  the  benefit  of 
the  consignee'  s  opinion  rendered  to  the  Washington  office  through  this  medium. 

The  Consolidated  Freight  Classification,  filed  v/ith,  and  approved  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  ComTidssion,  proscribes  the  following  rules: 

"Rule  27". 

Section  3,     Safe  Loading  and  Protection  of  Freight  and  Equipment. 
"Lading  must  be  securely  blocked  or  braced  and  when  in  closed  cars 
must  be  away  from  car  doors,  and  weight  must  be  approximately  the 
same  on  each  side  of  car." 

"Rule  30". 

Section  1 .  (b) 

"Bulkheads,  partitions,  temporary  doors  or  door  protections,  when 
required  to  protect  or  make  bulk  freight  secure  for  shipment,  must 
be  furnished  and  installed  by  the  shipper  and  at  his  expense." 

If  on  opening  the  car  the  load  is  apparently  in  good  condition,  the  con- 
signee should  proceed  to  disperse  the  material  to  the  participating  farmers  as 
called  for  on  his  copy  of  Form  65  and  related  Forms  ACP-64 — and,  if  the  load 
checks  out  accurately,  ho  need  fill  in  on  Form  ACP-67  Revised  only  those  questions 
asked  on  the  face  of  the  form. 

If  on  opening  a  car  damage  or  loss  is  evident,  the  consignee  should  before 
touching  the  shipment  call  in  the  freight  agent  for  an  inspection,  have  him 
go  over  the  shipment  and  secure  from  him  a  report  of  the  damage  or  loss,  in  dup-  . 
licate  if  possible,  presenting  his  findings.    At  this  particular  point  it  may  be 
impossible  to  have  the  freight  agent  indicate  the  exact  extent  of  the  loss — ^but, 
if  loss  or  damage  is  evident  on  opening  the  car,  the  freight  agent  should  have 
this  brought  to  his  attention,  and  then  the  consignee  may  tell  him  that  he  will 
proceed  with  the  unlc3ading  and  let  the  agent  know  exactly  the  extent  of  tiic  loss 
when  he  has  completed  the  unloading.     If  a  freight  agent  is  not  available,  and 


to  wait  for  an  inspector  of  the  carrier  from  another  town  "would  cause  demurrage 
charges,  the  unloading  may  be  effected  after  calling  in  a  disinterested  party, 
and  securing  a  certificate  of  findings  by  him.     This  last  method  is  helpful  but 
should  not  be  resorted  to  if  at  all  possible  to  arrange  for  a  freight  agent  or 
carrier'  s  inspector. 

If  on  opening  a  car  or  as  the  unloading  progresses  it  is  discovered  that 
there  is  an  overage,  the  consign ^c;e  shall  arrange  to  have  it  taken  by  some  farmer 
or  farmers  who  desire  the  material  and  whose  allowance  available  for  the  m.aterial 
will  permit  them  to  take  the  excess  material  in  accordemce  v;ith  the  regxilar  pro- 
cedure for  furnishing  such  materials.     The  consignee  should  indicate  on  the  face 
of  Form  ACP-67  Revised  in  the  "Remarks"  space,  that  there  was  an  overage  of  so 
many  bags  but  that  this  overage  hiT.s  been  absorbed  by  pji  adjustment  of  one  or 
more  farmers'   allotment,  or  tlie  inclusion  of  a  new  farmer.     The  "Viashington  of- 
fice on  the  strength  of  this  information  vdll  make  adjustment  of  the  purchase 
order,  paying  the  supplier  for  the  material. 

Should  there,  however,  be  cai  overage  cf  such  magnitude  that  it  is  cut  of 
reason  to  accept  it  and  try.  to  adjust  orders  to  make  use  of  it,  the  shipment 
may  be  accepted  for  the  sxicunt  ordered  and  the  consignee  should  immediately 
contact  \7ashington  by  telephone  or  wire  asking  di^sposition  of  that  amount  which 
cannot  be  used.     The  consignee  should  also  notify  the  county  office  as  soon  as 
such  overage  is  discovered. 

If  there  is  a  shortage,  ana  as  soon  as  it  becomes  apparent,  adjustment 
should  be  made  with  some  fancier  v.- r  fo.rmers  receiving  a  consigrjaent  in  that  car, 
if  possible,  to  reduce  his  or  their  orders  by  the  amount  cf  the  sliortage.  In 
this  event  the  Perm.  ACP-67  Revised  should  have  a  statem.ont  of  the  particulars 
by  answering  all  questions  on  the  reverse  thereof,  and  mention  the  fact  that 
this  sho'rtage  was  deducted  from  the  consignment  in  this  car  of  one  or  more 
farmers  and  the  county  office  recc^rds  adjusted  accordingly,  making  any  refund 
due  because  of  the  adjusisnent  ii  the  shipment  is  not  to  be  trc-Jisf erred  to  a 
later  shipment.    If  the  shortage  is  cf  su  ch  magnitude  as  to  handicap  greatly  the 
farmer  in  his  practice  and  it  is  anticipated  that  furtlier  supplies  of  material 
will  be  required  for  that  locality,  his  order  may  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of 
the  shortage,  no  refunds  made  him,  and  a  ne^v  Form  iiCP-64  issued  for  this  amount 
to  make  up  the  shortage  v/hich  will  be  requested  on  a  future  order.     This  nevj 
ACP-64  should  be  clearly  cross-referenced  with  the  original. 

Overages  or  shortages  should  be  adjusted  on  each  particular  shipment 
as  received.     No  overage  received  should  be  applied  against  fu''cure  shipments, 
even  though  it  is  kno\m  that  more  cars  are  due  at  that  same  destination.  This 
is  necessary  for  the  reason  that  it  may  become  essential  to  place  the  remaining 
orders  against  another  supplier--and  when  overages  from  one  shipment  are  carried 
over  against  futare  shipments  considerable  difficulty  may  arise  in  settling  a 
dispute  between  two  or  three  suppliers. 

Form  ACP-67  Revis ed-"Receiving  6:  Inspection  Repurt."    It  is  most  im.portant 
that  consignees  fill  out  this  form  in  its  entirety  as  every  question  is  perti- 
nent to  the  accounting  procedure  in  V^-ashington.      If  the  shipment  checks  out 


accurately  with  the  Fom  ACP-G6  and  the  Goverment  bill  of  lading,  cons irrieos 
need  execute  only  the  face  cf  the  form.    If,  hcwovor,  there  is  a  loss,  danar;;e, 
or  shortage,  all  questions  on  the  reverse  of  thic  form  rauct  bo  answered  fully 
and  completely,  and  the  affidavit  executed  by  a  re<;^istored  Notary  Public  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace.    IN  CASES  OF  LOSS,  DAHl/lGE  OR  SHOHTAGF.,  IF  THE  REVERSE 
OF  FORM  ACP-67  IS  NOT  COJ/IPLETELY  EXECUTED,  PAYT.ENT  TO  TEE  CONSIGNEE  WLLL  BE 
MTHHELD  UNTIL  SUCH  Tim  AS  THE  RE^-IRED  INFORMTION  IS  KIRNISHED. 

Unloading  the  Car.  Having  cpened  the  car  and  found  the  load  in  apparent 
good  order,  the  consignee  is  ready  to  dispense  the  material  to  individual  farmers 
as  called  for.    tihen  a  farmer  presents  him.self  at  tlie  car  for  his  material,  the 
consignee  should  be  chov;n  the  applican'tf  s  receipted  copy  of  the  Form  ACP-93,  sub- 
stantiating the  fact  that  the  farmer  has  made  his  cash  advance.     This  fonn  is  not 
to  be  surrendered  by  the  farmer.     The  consignee  should  then  check  that  farmer* s 
ACP-64  and  deliver  to  hiri  the  ojnount  of  material  called  for  thereon.  There 
should  then  be  entered  the  cmount  of  material  obtained  by  the  applicant  in  the 
receipt  section  of  Form  ACP-64  before  tlie  applicant  or  his  representative  signs 
in  this  section,  as  a  signature  in  the  receipt  section  vdthout  the  amount  re- 
ceived shown  is  worthless.    The  consignee  should  use  a  copy  of  I'lED  Form  44  cover- 
ing this  particular  shipm.ent  as  a  tally  sheet,  and  check  off  the  quantity  of 
mi.aterial  delivered  to  the  individual  applicants  opposite  the  name  of  the  applicant 
on  NED  Form  44.    In  the  event  the  applicant  does  not  appear  in  person  to  receive 
his  material,  his  representative  on  showing  copy  of  Form  ACP-93  m.ay  secure  his 
material  for  him.    In  this  case  the  signature  in  the  receipt  section  of  Formi 
ACP-64  should  be  accomplished  as  illustrated:

If  when  unloading  a  car  the  consignee  will  pay  particular  attention  to 
the  amount  of  material  being  taken  out,  there  should  be  little  trouble  in  secur- 
ing accurate  counts.    If,  on  the  other  hand,  while  some  farmiers  are  unloading 
their  material,  he  does  not  give  full  attention  to  such  unloading,  errors  vdll 
probably  occur.    Every  bag  should  be  tallied  as  it  is  carried  through  tlie  door, 
and  it  is  usually  not  difficult  to  recount  the  bags  onco  they  are  stacked  in 
the  truck.     The  importance  of  accuracy  on  the  part  of  consignees,  therefore, 
cannot  be  overem.phasized. 

Execution  and  Disposition  of  the  Bill  of  Lading.     Having  completed  un- 
loading, the  consignee  should  make  sure  that  there  is  entered  on  the  face  of  the 
bill  of  lading  a  record  of  the  oar  seals,  and  whether  the  car  moved  under  a 
shipper*  s  seal  or  carrier*  s  seal.     Check  also  to  make  sure  that  there  has  been 
entered  in  the  small  space  just  under  the  body  of  the  bill  of  lading  the  size 
of  the  car  furnished,  the  initials  of  the  car,  and  the  oar  number.    Execute  the 
section  of  the  bill  of  lading  at  the  bottom  entitled  "Consignee*  s  Certificate 
of  Delivery".     The  consignee  should  take  care  to  see  that  the  sentence  "Delivery 
service  at  destination  (v^/as,  was  not)  by  the  Government"  is  properly  accomplished. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  Administration  delivery  vdll  always  be  by  the  Government 
when  shipped  by  Government  bill  of  lading.     Show  this  by  striking  out  "v/as  not". 


In  the  "Consignee's  Cortificate  of  Delivery",  the  SGcond  line  calling 
for  (actual  point  of  delivery  by  carrier) ,  care  must  be  exercised  to  make  sure 
that  name  of  the  siding  or  to-'^n  filled  in  here  is  the  correct  point  of  delivery, 
the  place  v^here  the  car  was  . actual  13-- unl  oaded.. 

When  there  is  more  than  one  carrier  at  destination,  care  must  be  taken  to 
see  that  the  certificate  of  delivery  Y;ill  shciw  the  noiae  of  the  carrier  from  whom 
the  property  is  actually  received.  If  a  shipment  is  inadvertently  receipted  for 
to  a  Tvrong  carrier,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure  return  of  the  bill 
of  lading  for  correction  of  the  certificate  of  delivery  and  surrender  to  the 
proper  carrier. 

In  no  case  v/ill  the  minimum  carload  v/eight  be  shown  in  the  Certificate  of 
Delivery,  but  rather  the  actual  weight  received  or'  shewn  in  the  body  of  the  bill, 
less  the  weight  of  loss  or  shortage,  if  any,  and  plus  the  weight  of  overage,  if 
any. 

The  date  of  receipt  of  shipment  should  be  the  date  rf  the  day  the  car  is 
placed  for  unloading  and  made  available  to  the  consignee,  not  the  date  of  notice 
of  arrival , 

In  the  event  of  loss,  damage,  shortage,  or  overage,  m.ake  a  complete  re- 
port of  such  conditions  on  the  reverse  of  the  bill  of  lading  in  the  space  pro- 
vided.    Be  sure  to  sign  above  the  line  designated  "consignee".     Surrender  the 
original  bill  of  lading  to  the  freight  agent,  and  if  it  lias  been  necessary  to 
issue  a  Temporary  Receipt,  Standard  Form  1060,  pick  this  form  up  at  this  time 
and  destroy  it  together  with  the  copy  which  has  been  held  by  the  consignee. 

If  v;hen  receipting  the  original  bill  of  lading  the  consignee  receipts  also 
the  memorandum  copy,  Fxake  notations  on  the  bottom  of  this  m.emoranduiji  copy  as  to 
the  date  the  car  was  made  available  for  unloading,  the  actual  weight  received, 
which  will  be  the  same  weight  reported'  on  the  original  bill  of  lading,  and  mail 
this  memorandum  copy  to  the  United  States  Departm.ent  of  Agriculture',  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration,  Ilortheast  Division,  Washington,  D.  C. 

If  there  was  a  loss,  damage,  shortage,  or  overagewMii ch  necessitated  ob- 
taining from  the  carrier*  s  agent  a  "Certificate  of  Inspection",  in  duplicate,  one 
copy  of  this  Certificate  of  Inspection  and  one  copy  of  the  consignee*  s  letter 
explaining  the  loss,  damage',  shortage,  or  overage  should  accompany  the  Form 
ACP-6  7  Revised  through  the  State  office  to  Washington. 

If,  after  releasing  the  bill  of  lading,  ACP-67  Revised  and  other  papers 
on  which  there  is  noted  a  loss,  shortage,  damage  or  overage,  it  is  discovered 
there  was  no  loss,   shortage,   damage  or  overage  cjid  that  the  shipment  was  actually 
received  in  good  order  and  the  proper  amount,  a  written  report  of  all  details 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Washington  office  imr^ediately. 

Temporary  Receipt  and  Certificate  in  lieu  of  Lost  Bill  of  Lading.    In  the 
event  the"  bill  of  lading  has  not  been  received  by  the  consignee  at  the  time 
notice  of  arrival  is  given  by  the  carrier,  surrender  of  the  car  may  be  accomplished 


by  furnishing  the  agent  of  the  carrier  a  Temporary  Receipt,  Standard  Form  1060, 
for  property  actually  received.     The  Washington  office  should  be  notified  im- 
mediately that  shipment  covered  by  request  nufaber  has  been  received, 
but  that  the  original  bill  of  lading  has  not.     The  Washington  office  will  then 
initiate  a  tracer  in  an  attempt  to  find  the  lost  bill  of  lading.     If  the  bill 
of  lading  cannot  be  foumd  in  a  reasonable  time,  the  Washington  office  will  issue 
a  certificate  in  lieu  thereof  if  the  original  bill  of  lading  issued  in  Wash- 
ington, or  will  notify  the  State  office  to  issue  certificate  in  lieu  of  lost 
bill  of  lading,  if  the  original  bill  of  lading  was  issued  in  the  State  office. 
This  certificate  in  lieu  will  then  be  routed  through  the  same  channels  as  the 
original  bill  of  lading —  and  on  receipt  of  the  original  copy  by  the  consignee 
ho  will  execute  the  consignee's  certificate  of  delivery  and  surrendertthis  to 
the  delivering  carrier's  agent,  picking  up  the  Temporary  Receipt  and  destroying 
it.     Should  the  original  bill  of  lading  be  located  after  notifying  Vfashington 
to  initiate  a  tracer,  Washington  should  be  advised  of  this  fact  immediately 
that  the  tracer  may  be  suspended.     If,  however,  the  original  bill  of  lading 
is  located,  after  issuance  of  certificate  in  lieu  of  lost  bill  of  lading,  the 
bill  of  lading  should  not  be  executed  but  a  notation  made  on  the  face  to  the 
effect  that  certificate'  in  lieu  has  been  issued,  and  forwarded  to  the  Wash- 
ington office  7/ith  a  letter  of  explanation. 

If  no  part  of  a  shipment  is  received  at  its  destination  and  the  consignee 
has  checked  back  through  the  State  office,  and  it  has  been  determined  that  the 
shipment  was  lost,  the  local  agent  of  the  last  carrier  will  be  notified  in 
.  writing — and  the  original  unaccomplished  Government  bill  of  lading,  with  a  let- 
ter of  explanation  and  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the  freight  agent,  will  be  for- 
v/arded  to  the  Washington  office. 

Re consignment  and  Diversion.    A  shipment  may  be  reconsigned  or  diverted 
to  a  new  consignee  or  another  destination  v\rhen  the  shipment  is  still  in  transit — 
or,  hax'ing  arrived  at  destination,  the  shipment  has  not  yet  been  removed  from  the 
carrier's  possession. 

Carrier's   allow  24  hours  free  time  in  which  to  accomplish  a  reoonsignment 
or  diversion  and  action  must  therefore  be  taken  promptly  in  order  to  avoid  de- 
murrage or  storage  charges. 

If  it  becomes  necessary  because  of  error  or  other  circumstances  to  divert 
a  shipment  from  one  destination  to  another,  witten  instructions  directing  the 
reoonsignment  or  diversion  must  be  given  the  proper  agent  of  the  carrier  who  has 
physical  charge  of  the  shipment  at  the  time.     The  Washington  office  or  a  State 
office,  as  the  case  may  be,  directing  a  reconsignment  or  diversion  of  a  shipment 
will  communicate  with  the  original  consignee  and  secure  the  original  bill  of 
lading,  and  note  on  the  original  bill  of  lading  the  following:     "This  shipment 

reconsigned  to    on  this  bill  of  lading,     l]o  other  bill  of  lading 

issued  to  cover  haul  from    to   .    Authority  for 

reconsigning,  (Signed)  


The  original  bill  of  lading  endorsed  as  required  above  should  then  be 
forwarded  at  once  to  the  nevf  consignee  at  the  new  destination.

in the  event  a  reconsignment  or  diversion  is  instigated  by  a  State 
office,  a  full  report  of  the  transaction  in  wr-iting  should  be  made  at  once  to 
the  Yfashington  office. 

Conversion  of  Commercial  Bills  of  Lading.    When  shipments  are  received 
on  commercial  freight  or  express  bills  of  lading  and  the  transportation  there- 
for--   is  properly  chargeable  to  the  public  funds,  proper  representatives  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  will  convert  such  commercial  bill  of  lad- 
ing by  attaching  the  original  commercial  bill  of  lading,  or  the  original  express 
receipt,  to  a  serially  numbered  StP.ndard  Form  1058,  "Government  Bill  of  Lading"  — 
(original),  on  which  certificate  of  receipt  villi  then  be  accomplished,  and  memo- 
randum copies  thereof,  distributed  as  herein  before  provided  for  under  the 
heading  "Issuing  Government  Bills  of  Lading",     Mark  in  the  body  of  the  bill  of 
lading  and  all  copies,  "Converted  Commercial  Bill  of  Lading",  or  "Converted  Ex- 
press Shipment".

DUTIES  OF  C0NSIGII5E 

The  designated  consignee  on  receiving  the  original  of  the  Government  Bill 
of  Lading  is  on  notice  that  that  shipment,  consigned  to  him,  is  in  movement,  and 
he  may  determine  the  date  it  was  shipped  from  the  lower  right-hand  block  just 
above  the  signature  of  the  issuing  officer,  where  the  agent  of  the  originating 
carrier  signed  as  accepting  the  shipment.    The  consignee  at  that  time  should 
contact  the  agent  of  the  delivering  carrier  at  the  siding  destined  for  delivery, 
notifying  him  that  he  has  a  shipment  of  materials  consigned  to  him  which  left 

  under  date  of  ,  and  arrange  with  the 

agent  to  notify  him  immediately  upon  arrival  of  the  car.    The  usual  procedure 
in  these  cases  is  for  the  freight  agent  to  notify  the  consignee  by  means  of  a 
postcard.    He  does  not  send  out  this  postcard  until  arrival  of  the  car.  There- 
fore, if  the  consignee  can  make  arrangements  to  have  the  agent  call  him  or  de- 
termine the  approximate  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  car  and  keep  in  touch  with 
the  agent,  it  is  often  possible  to  gain  from  \/2  to  a  full  day  of  extra  free 
time  for  unloading. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  original  of  the  Government  Sm  of  leading,  the  con- 
signee should  also  notify  the  county  office  of  the  date  the  car  was  shipped, 
and  that  he  is  in  possession  of  the  bill  of  lading. 

'^ifhen  the  freight  agent  notifies  the  consignee  of  arrival  of  the  car,  the 
consignee  should  notify  all  participating  farmers  having  materials  in  that  car 
to  the  effect  that  it  has  arrived,  the  location  of  the  siding,  and  the  time  of 
day,  and  how  many  days  he"  will  be  there  to  surrender  their  material  to  them. 
In  this  connection  it  is  imperative  that  the  consignee  impress  upon  these 
farmers  that  they  be  there  to  pick  up  their  materials  within  the  specified  time 
limit.     This  time  limit  is  called  "free  time",  and  usually  is  48  hours.  Any 
time  over  and  above  this  48  hours  required  in  unloading  the  car  is  called 
"demurrage",  and  for  each  day  over  the  free  period  a  charge  is  made  by  the 
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railroad,-    The  ga-verrjnent  vrill  -not/  stand  ■  demur raere  charges  and  should  more  than 
the  free  time  be:  necessary  to  unload  the  shipment,  unless  the  consignee  can 
reach  an  agreement  with-  the  freight  agent  for  an-  extension  of  the  free'  period, 
the  responsibility  of  demurrage  will  rest  entirely  on  the  consignee  and  the 
county  association*  ■ 

Before  goin^;  to  the  siding  to  receive  and  unload  any  shipment  a  consignee 
should  make  sure  th^t  he  has  all  necessary  materials  with  which  to  performthis 
job,     'jenerally  speaking,  he  will  need  the  following:    the  original'  of  the 
Government  bill  of  lading;  a  supply  of  Standard  Form  1060,   "Temporary  Receipts"; 
a  copy  of  NED  Form  44,   a  copy  of  Form  ACP-65,   ordering  the  shipment  and  copies 
of  the  related  Forms  ACP-64;  a  supply  of  Form  ACP-67  Revised,  franked  and 
addressed  envelopes  to  be  used  in  mailing  necessary  papers  to  the  Vfashington 
and  county  offices. 

Preparatory  to  taking  delix^^ry,   the  consignee  skould  go  to  the  office  of 
the  freight  agent  and  notify  him  that  he  is  ready  to  take  delivery  of  the  ship- 
-ment.    At  this  time  the  consignee  should  obtain  from  the  freight  agent  the  date 
and  num.ber  of  the  railroad  wny  bill,  and  th-^  date  and  rum.ber  of  the  delivery 
agent's  freight  bill. 

If  it  is  knpiAfn  that  com.nlete  ^onloadin-?-  of  the  shipment  cannot  be  ef- 
fected that  day,   arran2;ements  should  be  r.ade  mth  the  freight  agent  to  seal  the 
car  over  night. 

The  consignee,   of  course,  will  be  required  to  identify  himself  and  his 
right  to  the  shipment,   in  order  that  the  frci.r-ht  agent  m.av  release  it  to  him. 
This  may  be  done  by  means  of  the  ori '-inal  bill  of  lading;.     The  bill  of  lading, 
hoY/ever,   should  not  be  surrendered  to  the  freight  agent  at  this  time.  There 
have  been  instances  vjhere  freight  agents  have  refused  to  allow  the  consignee 
to  enter  the  car  without  first  executing  and  surrendering  the  bill  of  lading. 
This  is  an  imreasonable  request,   and  the  consignee  should  not  comply.  Surrender 
of  the  bill  of  lading,   the  basis  on  T^^hich  a  charge  will  be  made  against  the 
Government  for  the  transportation  involved,  vdthout  first  having  unloaded  and 
checked  the  shipment  for  quantity,  weight,   condition,   and  othen^dse  having 
determined  that  the  shipment  is  in  order,   is  impossible.     Should,  however,  a 
freight  agent  insist  on-  receiving  papers  before  making  the  shipment  availsible  , 
to  the  consis:nee,  the  consi^-nee  m.ay  execute  Standard  Form  1060,  "Temporar;/ 
Receipt",   in  duplicate,   surrendering  the  original  to  the  freight  agent  and  re- 
taining the  copy  for  himself.     Later,   on  c om.pl et ion  of  unloading  the  shipment 
and  carrying  out  the  foil  owing 'instructions ,   the  bill  of  l^.ding  m^ay  be  surrendere 
and  the  "  Tem.p  or  a  rj/"  Receipt",  nicked  up  from  the  agent        and  it,  together  with 
the  copy  originally  retained  by  the  consignee,  destroyed. 

Having  cleared  with  the  freight  agent,  the  consignee  should  go  to  the  car 
and  note  o  record  of  the  car  seals  before  breakin<!;  them,  include  this  informa- 
tion on, the  Forr.  aCP-6  7  Revised  mting  the  numbers  of  the  seals  and  whether  or 
not  the  car  moved  under  shipper's  seal  or  carrier's  seal.     This  is  an  im.portant 
steiei  neces-sary  to  establish  responsibility  in  case  of  I'-ss  or  dam.age  to  the 
shipTi^-ont.     At  this  point,   check  the  ori'^^inal  bill  of  lading  to  determine  v:hether

C.  Listing  of  New  Farms.  .. 

All  farms  for  which  allotment  crop  acreage  data  sufficient 
to  make  the  farm  eligible  for  a.  1942  allotment  has  been  obtained  for 
the  first  time  in  1941  in  accordance  -with  NER-Memo  No.  360  should  be 
added  to  the  listing  of  farms  previously  maintained.     This  should  be 
done  by  listing  the  newly  assigned  farm  serial  numbers  and  names  of 
operators  on  forms  lOR-512  and.  the  '1939 ,  1940,  and  1941  acreage  data 
in  the  appropriate  columns  on  N5R-413,  NE3D-24-1941 ,  and  NED-24'-1942, 
or  in  the  first  three  columns  of  NED-53.     1942  acreage  allotments, 
Usual  acreages  and  yields  will  then  be  determined  for  these  farms  and 
be  included  in  arriving  at  county  totals  of  acreages  and  allotments. 

D.  Rule  of  Fractions. 

All  acreage  figures,  including  1942  acreage  allotments,  usual 
acreages,  and  permitted  acreages,  will  be  expressed  to  the  nearest 
tenth  of  an  acre.    Yields,  except  for  wheat,  will  be  expressed  to  the 
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nearest  whole  pound  or  "bushel.    Percentage  figures,  such  as  factors 
used  in  making  pro-rata  adjustments  in  allotments  or  yields,  will,  - 
unless  otherv/ise  specified,  /be  expressed  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  one 
percent. 

Computations  will  "be  carried  to  two  decimal  places  "beyond 
the  numher  of  decimal  places  required  in  the  result  and  rounded  to  the 
desired  numher  of  places.     The;  two  digits  "beyond  themjm'ber  of  places 
required  will  "be  dropped  if  they  amount  to  50  or  less,  and  will  be 
counted  as  1  and  added  to  the  next  decimal  place  to  the  left  if  they 
amount  to  5X  or  more.    For  example; 

1.  24.750  acres  would  become  24.7  and  24.751  acres  would 
"become  24,8.  ^ 

2.  1475.50  pounds  would  become  1475.,  and  1475.51  pounds 
^7ould  become  1476/ 

3.  250.50  bushels  of  potatoes  would  become  250.,  and  250.51 
bushels  of  potatoes  would  become  251. 

4.  87.450  percent  would  become  87,4^  and  87.451  percent 
would  become  87.5^. 

SSCTIOU  II.     DEiSB/lI NATION  OF  MHM  UIIIT 

A.    Allotments  to  Cover  Land  Constituting  a  Farm> 

Ca,re  should  be  exercised  to  make  certain  that  under  the  1942 
Program  acreage  allotments  are  determined  only  for  tracts  of  land  which 
constitute  a  farm  as  defined  in  Regional  Bulletin  NER-600.    A  farm  is 
defined  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  as  follows: 

Farm  means  all  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  under  the  same 
ownership  which  is  operated  by  one  person,  including  also; 

(1)  Any  other  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  lafid  which  the 
county  committee,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra-  ■ 

,  tion,  determines  is  operated  by  the  same  person 
as  part  of  the  same  unit  with  respect  to  the  ro- 
tation of  crops  and  with  workstock,  farm'machin- 
ery,  and  labor,  substantially  separate  from  that 
for  any  other  lands;  and 

(2)  Any  field-rented  tract  (whether  operated  by  the 
same  or  another  person)  which,  together  with  any 
other  land  included  in  the  farm,  constitutes  a 
unit  with  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 
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A  farm  shall  "be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or  ad- 
ministrative area,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  prin- 
cipal dwelling  is  situated,  or  if  there  is  no  dwelling 
thereon  it  shall  lie  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or 
administrative  area,  as  the  case  may  he,  in  which  the 
major  portion  of  the  farm  is  located. 

B,  Interpretation  of  "Farm"  Definition. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  ca^ty  committee  to  deter- 
mine the  area  of  land  constituting  a  farm.     The  determination  of  the 
county  committee  is  not  dependent  upon  the  request,  consent,  or 
agreement  of  the  persons  interested  in  the  land. 

C.  Reconstituted  Farms. 

For  all  farms  which  in  1942  contain  cropland  different  from 
that  which  they  contained  in  1941,  it  will,  of  course,  be  necessary 
that  the  1942  allotment  for  each  allotment  crop  reflect  the  change  in 
cropland  contained  in  the  farming  unit.    However,  the  record  of  the 
acreage  of  allotment  crops  as  now  shown  on  the  listing  sheets  for  an 
individual  farm  should  not  be  changed  since  such  history  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  record  for  some  other  farm  and  therefore  be  included  in 
the  total  for  the  county. 

If  the  history  for  a  listed  farm  for  any  one  of  the  yea,rs 
1939,  19  40,  or  1941  is  not  shown  on  the  listing  sheet,  an  attempt  should 
be  made  to  obtain  such  and  list  same  in  place  of  the  dash  (-)  now  entered 
in  the  respective  column  on  lIER-413,  KED-24-1941,  and  HED-24-1942.  As 
far  as  possible  all  dashes  should  be  eliminated  from  the  listing. 

If  two  pieces  of  land,  each  having  a  serial  number,  are  com- 
bined permanently,  one  serial  number  may  be  dropped,  but  the  serial 
number  which  has  been  dropped  should  not  be  assigned  to  another  piece 
of  land. 

If  part  of  the  land  which  v/as  included  in  one  farm  in  1941 
becomes  a  farm  by  itself  in  1942,  one  of  the  reconstituted  farms  should 
retain  the  same  farm  number  as  it  had  in  1941  and  the  second  should  be 
given  a  nev.?  farm  number. 

All  farmers  should  be  instructed  by  their  county  offices, 
through  their  community  committeemen  or  otherwise,  that  the  allotment 
as  shown  on  their  farm  notice  is  for  the  land  described  on  the  notice 
and  that  it  is  the  farmers  responsibility  to  notify  the  county  committee 
of  any  change  in  the  farm  unit  before  planting  time  or  the  final  date 
for  enrolling  in  the  program,  whichever  is  earlier. 
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SECTION  III.     TEiUTgMITTAL  0?  LISTING  SHEETS  TO  STATE  OFPICE 

A.    Preparation  of  K5H-413,  KBD-24-1941.  and  l^I>-24--1942 

All  forms  i:IER-413  and  NED-24-1941  (or  KED-53  where  used  in 
lieu  of  these  forms),  and  lCEE-24-1942,  will  "be  forwarded  to  the  State 
office  for  audit  as  soon  as  all  acreage  allotments,  permitted  acreages, 
usual  acreages,  and  yields  have  "been  determined  "by  the  county  committee, 
"but  not  later  than  Oc toiler  25,  1941.    All  references  herein  to  forms 
NER-413  and  1TED-24~1941  should  be  regarded  as  references  to  iIE;D-53  where 
used  in  place  of  lIER-413  and  l^ED-24-1941.     Eorms  HER-413  and  ^lSD-24-19 41 , 
and  1942  shall,  when  transmitted  to  the  State  office,  he  complete  with 
respect  to  the  entries  in  all  columns  except  columns  (15),  (16),  and  (20) 
of  NED-24-1942.     If  for  any  year  from  1939  through  1941  the  acreage  of 
the  crop  on  the  farm  is  not  known,  enter  a  dash  in  place  of  an  acreage 
figure  for  such  year.     If  the  acreage  of  the  crop  in  any  one  of  such 
years  is  known  to  "be  zero,  enter  a  zero. 

Enter  the  farm  serial  n-umher  for  each  farm  in  column  (20)  of 
^ISR--413  and  column  (21)  of  1IE:-D-24-1941  and  1942.     Be  sure  that  a  sheet 
number  is  shown  on  each  tISR-413  and  that  the  same  sheet  number  is  shown 
on  each  corresponding  copy  of  I^D-24-1941  and  1942,  in  order  that  the 
sheets  may  be  readily  re-inserted  in  their- proper  places  upon  return 
from  the  State  office. 

■  Listing  on  KER-413  and  NSD~24-1941  and  1942,  may  be  made  by 
towns,  communities,  or  counties,  the  particular  method  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  State  office.     If  the  listing  is  made  by  towns  or  communities, 
be  certain  that  the  naine  of  the  town  or  community  is  entered  on  each 
related  listing  form. 

3.     Correction  of  IIER'-413  and  IIE]D-24-1941  and  1942; 

^.'hen  the  listing  sheets  are  returned  by  the  State  office, 
care  should  be  exercised  to  make  certain  that  all  corrections  as  di- - 
rected  by  the  State  office  in  connection  with  the  Allotment  Audit 
Report  (iIER-626)  are  made  in  red  ink.     The  farmer  fieldman  of  the 
State  committee  will  examine  such  entries  to  ascertain  that  they  have 
been  properly  made  prior  to  the  T)reparation  of  the  farm  notices. 

C .  ;  Preparation  of  Allotment  Check  Sheet  (I}IED~34). 

As  soon  as  final  adjustments  in  individual  allotments  are 
made  (not  later  than' June  1,  1942),  ^IED-34  (Allotment  Check  Sheet)  will 
be  prepared  in  the  following  manner  and  forwarded  to  the  State  office: 

1.     N-umber  of  Copies  and  Disposition.     One  set,  including  an 
original  and  three  copies,  of  HED-34  will,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  State  office,  be  prepared  in  all 
cases  and  the  original  and  two  copies  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  State  office,  and  the  last  (yellow)  copy  v/ill  be 
retained  in  the  county  office. 
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2.    Method  of  Preparation.  should  "be  prepared 

with  a  typewriter,  or  may  "be  prepared  with  indelihle 
pencil  if  so  authorized  "by  the  State  office.  Which- 
ever of  the  following  two  methods  is  authorized  "by 
the  State  committee  will  be  used  in  listing  data  on 
MBD-34:  ' 

In  counties  in  which  two  or  more  different 
allotments  are  determined  for  any  considera'ble  number 
of  farms,  the  following  method  is  recommended: 

a.  (1)    In  the  space  above  each  group  of  three  col- 

umns, enter  the  names  of  the  commodities  for 
which  allotments  are  determined  in  the  county. 

(2)  Enter  in  column  (1)  the  serial  number  of  all 
farms  for  which  allotments  or  pennitted  acre- 
ages are  determined. 

(3)  Make  no  entries  in  columns  (4),  (7),  (10), 
and  (13) , 

(4)  Snter  in  coltcnns  (2),  (5),  (8),  (11),  and 
(14)  the  acreage  allotment  determined  for 
each  farm  listed  in  colmin  (1),     If  a  per- 
mitted acreage  rather  than  an  allotment  has 
been  determined  for  the  fana,  "?.A."  should 
be  inserted  immediately  following  such  acre- 
age.    This  entry  should  be  obtained  from 
column  (16)  of  lJED-24-1942  (Approved  Allot- 
ment). 

(5)  Enter  in  columns  (3),   (6),   (9),   (12),  and  (15) 
for  each  farm  the  approved  program  yield  of 
each  commodity  for  which  an  allotment  is  deter- 
mined.    This  entry  shotild  be  obtained  from 
colmn  (19)  of  NSD-24-1942,   (Approved  Yield), 
or  from  column  (20)  of  10:2-24-1942,  if  there  is 
an  entry  in  such  column. 

In  counties  in  which  only  one  allotment  is  deter- 
mined for  a  majority  of  the  farms,  the  following  method 
is  recommended: 

b.  (1)    Prepare  a  separate  IIED-34  for  each  commodity 

for  which  allotments  are  determined  and  enter 
the  name  of  such  commodity  in  the  space  above 
col-umns  (7).  (8).  and  (9). 

(2)    Enter  in  columns  (1),  (4).  (7).  (10),  and  (13) 
the  farm  serial  numbers  of  all  farms  for  which 
allotments  or  permitted  acreages  for  the 
specified  commodity  are  determined. 
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Regardless  of  which  of  the  two  methods  outlined 
above  is  used,  the  serial  numbers  of  all  allotment  farms 
shoiild  "be  listed  in  numerical  order  unloss  a  method  other 
than  numerical  is  authorized  "by  the  State  office. 

The  allotment  and  yield  for  each  farm  should  be 
entered  in  the  lower  of  the  two  spaces  provided,  with  the 
upper  space  reserved  for  any*  subsequent  revisions  which 
may  be  made, 

SECTION  lY.    MULTIPLE  CHOFFING 

.A.    Multiple  Cropping. 


In  connection  with  determining  allotments  under  the  1942  Pro- 
gram for  farms  on  which  two  or  more  different  allotment  crops  are  grown 
consecutively  on  the  same  land,  such  as  potatoes  follo?/ed  by  tobacco, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  determine  an  allotment  for  each  such  crop  and 
the  acreage  of  each  crop  harvested  in  1942  will  be  counted  in  determin- 
ing performance  in  1942,    However,  in  cases  where  there  is  double 
cropping  of  a  single  allotment  crop  on  the  same  land,  such  as  potatoes 
followed  by  potatoes,  the  land  will  be  counted  only  once  for  purposes 
of  setting  allotments,  as  well  as  in  determining  performance  in  1942. 

.  B,     Sum  of  Acreage  Allotments. 

The  sum  of  the  acreage  allotments  determined  for  a  farm  in 
1942  shall  not  exceed  the  total  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  except 
(1)  in  those  cases  where  two  or  more  different  allotments  are  deter- 
mined for  the  same  land  in  cases  of  multiple  crop"Ding  as  indic-.,ted  in 
A  above,  and  (2)  in  those  cases  where  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops  for 
which  the  acreage  allotments  are  determined  is  normally  interplanted  in 
commercial  orchards. 


Enter  in  columns  (2)  and  (3),  respectively, 
-the  approved  allotment  and  approved  program 
yield  as  determined  for  each  farm,  the  serial 
number  of  which  Is  shown  in  colxamn  (1).  If 
a  permitted  acreage  rather  than  an  allotment 
has  been  determined  for  the  farm,  "P. A." 
should  be  inserted  immediately  following  such 
acreage. 

In  the  same  manner,  list  the  allotment  and 
yield  for  all  farms,  the  serial  numbers  of 
which  a.re  shown  in  columns  (4),  (?),  (10), 
and  (13). 
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SECTION  V.     COUNTY  OFFICS  KECOED  (Form  NSD-31) 


The  maintenance  of  Ponn  NSD-31  *^Co^anty  Office  Record" 
is  required  in  all  coiinty  offices  in  1942.     It  is  desiralDle  that  a 
listing  be  made  prior  to  making  farm  contacts  in  connection  with  the 
1942  Program  of  all  farms  ("both  allotment  and  nonallotment )  in  the 
county.    However,  in  view  of  the  early  date  established  for  making 
such  farm  contacts,  the  preparation  of  NED-31  may  "be  deferred  until 
after  the  19'42  farm  contacts  have  been  made.     It  is  required,  however, 
that  the  listing  of  all  farms  on  NED- 31  be  completed  in  time  for  use 
in  keeping  a  record  of  enrollment  (in  columns  4  to  7)  during  the  per- 
iod when  farm  notices  are  being  returned  to  the  office  following  fam 
contacts. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  for  making  farm  contacts,  NE)D-31 
should  constitute  a  record  of  the  farms  which  have  and  have  not  en- 
rolled in  the  1942  Program  prior  to  that  time.     On  the  closing  date 
for  enrollment  in  the  1942  Program,  NSD-31  should  constitute  the  final 
record  of  all  farms  enrolled  in  the  1942  Program. 

A  record  of  performance  and  application  for  payment  activ- 
ities in  1942  should  be  kept  on  NED-31  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
under  previous  programs, 

SECTION  VI.     ADJUST^miTS  IN  AC5SA&S  ALLO'IIvIENTS,  PEMITTED 
AC5EAG-SS,-  YIELDS.  AND  ALLO^^ANC£S 

A .  Adjustments  Required  by  the  State  Office  Audit. 

Prior  to  mailing  of  farm  notices,  all  adjustments  in 
acreage  allotments,  permitted  acreages,  and  normal  yields  required  by 
the  State  office  at  the  time  the  listing  sheets  v/ere  returned  with  the 
Allotment  Audit  Report  (i^ER-526)  will  be  made  in  the  manner  indicated 
and,  approved  by  the  farmer  fieldman  of  the  State  committee  before  the 
preparation  and  mailing  of  farm  notices.    All  such  adjustments  of 
entries  on  NED-24  will  be  made  by  inserting  the  corrected  entry  in 
column  (15)  or  (20). 

B.  Adjustments  Made  After  the  State  Office  Audit. 
1.  Appeals. 

Tor  every  appeal  filed  with  the  county  committee  in 
writing  by  farmers  for  adjustments  in  acreage  allotments,  permitted 
acreages,  or  yields  determined  for  their  farms,  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  county  committee  in  one  of  the  following  7/ays; 

a.     Mail  to  the  farmer  a  revised  notice  showing  his 
allotments,  permitted  acreages,  and  yields  after 
revision.    All  revised  notices  must  be  clearly 
marked  at  the  top  "Revised  Notice;"  or 
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b.  Notify  the  farmer  in  vTitting  that  his  appeal 
y  "    .  .-    cannot  "be  granted  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

2.   '  Record  of  Adjustments. 


!For  all  adjustments  in  acreage  allotments,  per- 
mitted acreages,  and  yields  made  after  the 'State  office  audit,  lIED-33 
(Record  of  Adjustments)  will  "be  prepared  as  outlined  "below.  Adjust- 
ments made  prior  to  the  submission  to  the  State  office  of  KED-34  for  the 
commodity  will  be  supported  in  the  county  office  by  a  properly  executed 
qgpy  of  ]\ED~3o.     The  State  committee  may,  however,  require  that  a  copy 
oi  each  such  KSI>-33  be  forwarded  to  the  State  office.    All  adjustments 
made  after  the  submission  to  the  State  office  of  KEI)-34  for  the  commod- 
ity must  be  supported  by  two  copies  of  ^IBD-33,  one  copy  to  be  retained 
in  the  county  office  and  one  copy  to  be  forwarded  immediately  upon  com- 
pletion to  the  State  office  for  approval. 

Insofar  as  possible,  county  committees  should  withhold 
action  on  appeals  for  increases  in  allotments  for  any  particular  commod- 
ity until  all  such  appeals  have  been  received  from  farmers.     This  will 
serve  to  assist  the  committees  in  effectuating  a  more  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  the  allotment  available  for  adjustment. 

3.    Use  of  K5B-35.. 

The  following  data  will  be  entered  in  section  I, 
"Producer's  Request  and  Action  Taken." 

Column  (b).     For  each  item  in  which  an  adjustment  is 
made,  the  allotment,  permitted  acreage,  or  yield  as  shown  on  the  original 
notices  to  the  farmer  will  be  entered  in  column  (b). 

Column  (c).     This  column  is  for  use  for  entering  pertin- 
ent data,  such  as  shed-room  in  the  case  of  tobacco,  and  the  average  actual 
annual  acreages  for  other  commodities.    '        '         '  . 

Column  (d).    Enter  in  this  column  the  allotment,  per- 
mitted acreage,  or  the  yield  requested  by  the  producer  which  represents  an 
adjustment  from  the  original. 

Column  (e).     Enter  in  this  column  in  all  cases  where 
such  recommendation  is  available,  the  allotments,  permitted  acreages,  or 
yields  recommended  for  the  fe,rm  by  the  community  committeeman  who  con- 
tacted the  farmer. 

•    Column  (f).    Enter  in  this  column  the  acreage  allotment, 
permitted  acreage,  or  yield  as  adjusted  and  approved  by  the  county  com- 
mittee. 


Column  (g).    Enter  in  this  column  the  date  on  which  the 
county  committee  approved  the  adjusted  figare  as  shown  in  column  (f). 
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Entry'  to  "be  made  in  section  II,  "Producer's  Reasons 
for  Requesting  Change." 

In  connection  with  all  adjustments  made  on  appeals  "by 
producers,  there  should  he  entered  in  this  section  the  reasons  advanced 
by  the  producer  for  his  requested  adjustment  in  allotment,  permitted 
acreage,  or  yield  for  the  farm.     Such  data  should  include,  in  all  cases 
where  available,  a  record  of  the  acreage  of  the  commodity  which  the  pro- 
ducer intends  to  plant  in  1942. 

Entry  to  he  made  in  section  III,  "Statement  of 
Community  Committeeman. " 

In  all  cases  where  it  is  possible  to  obtain  such  a 
statement,  the  recommendation  of  the  community  committeeman  who  contacted 
the  farmer,  or  such  other  community  committeeman  as  has  knowledge  of  the 
farm  for  which  the  appeal  has  been  filed,  and  his  reasons  therefor  ehould 
be  entered  in  this  section  and  used  as  a  guide  by  the  county  committee  in 
arriving  at  a  decision  with  respect  to  the  adjustment  in  question. 

Entries  in  section  IV,  "County  Committee's  Statement 
of  Reasons  for  Action  Taken." 

There  should  be  entered  in  this  section,  in  the  space 
provided  for  each  commodity,  the  basis  on  which  the  adjustments  as  shown 
in  section  I  were  made.  Tnis  statement  should  be  such  as  to  justify 
completely  the  action  taken  by  the  county  committee  within  its  authority 
exercised  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  1942  Program  and  approved 
instructions. 

Signatures  in  section  V,  "County  Committee  Certification. 

Every  copy  of  ME3>-33,  including  both  the  county  office 
and  the  State  office  copy,  shall  be  signed  in  this  section  by  at  least  one 
member  of  the  county  committee,  and  should  also  show  the  date  of  such  sig- 
nature .  . 

4.     Use  of  ^■D-o2. 

When  the  listing  sheets  for  each  commodity  are  returned 
after' audit  by  the  State  office  to  the  county  committee,  they  will  be  ac- 
companied by  a  copy  of  NED- 32  with  the  heading  completed  and  the  amount 
of  allotment  available  after  the  State  office  audit  for  the  commodity  in- 
serted on  the  form  in  the  space  provided.     This  acreage  will  represent 
the  acres  of  allotment  available  to  the  county  committee  for  making  ad- 
justments in  the  individual  farm  allotments  then  listed  on  the  commodity 
listing  sheets.     Thereafter,  the  fo  rms  NED- 32  will  be  maintained  by  the 
county  office  in  accordance  with  the  following  instructions  so  that  the 
forms  NED-32  will  at  all  times,  indicate  the  amount  of  allotment  which 
is  available  to  make  adjustments  in  individual  farm  allotments.  The 
entries  will  be  made  at  the  time  each  individual  allotment  is  adjusted. 
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Serial  n-umber.    Enter  in  this  column  the  farm  serial 
number  for  each  farm  for  which  the  farm  allotment  is  either  increased 
or  decreased  after  the  listing  sheets  have  "been  returned  "by  the  State 
office. 

Increase  in  farm  allotments.    Enter  in  this  column 
opposite  the  farm  serial  number  the  numhe.r  of  acres  by  which  the  farm's 
allotment  is  increased  above  the  allotment  for  the  farm  as  shown  on  the 
commodity  listing  sheet  at  the  time  of  the  State  office  audit. 

Decrease  in  farm  allotments*    Enter  in  this  column 
opposite  the  farm  serial  number  the  number  of  acres  by  which  the  farm's 
allotment  is  decreased  below  the  allotment  for  the  fam  as  shown  on  the 
commodity  listing  sheet  at  the  time  of  the  State  office  audit. 

County  allotment  available.    Enter  in  this  coliamn 
opposite  the  farm  serial  number  the  sum  of  the  increase  or  decrease  in 
the  farm  allotment  and  the  county  allotment  shown  to  be  available  in  the 
line  above. 

Forms  ]\IEI>-32  will  be  checked  and  verified  at  intervals 
by  the  farmer  fieldman  of  the  State  committee  and  must  at  all  times  be 
complete  and  available  in  the  county  office. 

C.    Final  Sate  for  Making  Adjustments  in  Allotments,  Permitted 
Acreages,  or  Yields. 

No  allotments  will  be  de^rmined  and  no  adjustments  in 
acreage  allotments,  permitted  acreages,  or  yields  will  be  made  for  any 
farm  after  the  date  on  ?7hich  the  commodity  is  planted  or  June  1,  1942, 
whichever  date  is  earlier,  except  that  later  adjustments  may  be  made  to 
correct  for  changes  in  the  farming  unit  where  such  changes  result  in  a 
farming  unit  which  is  determined  by  the  county  committee  to  be  a  farm  in 
accordance  with  the  1942  Program  farm  definition  and  instructions  con- 
tained in  this  bulletin. 

Under  this  provision  allotments  or  permitted  acreages  will 
be  adjusted  after  June  1  only  by  reason  of  changes  in  the  control  of  land 
for  which  allotments  or  permitted  acreages  have  previously  been  determined. 
Increases  in  allotments  or  permitted  acreages  will  not  be  made  to  take  care 
of  acreages  of  an;/  commodity  which  are  not  covered  by  an  allotment  and  which 
is  added  to  the  farm  by  purchase  or  lease  after  the  final  date  for  making 
adjustments  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

SECTION  VII.     FIHAL  DATE  FOR  ENROLLMENT  IN  IHE  1942  PROC-RAM 

A.    Allotment  Farms, 

The  closing  date  for  enrollment  of  allotment  farms  in  the 
1942  Program  is  June  1,  1942,  or  an  earlier  date  established  by  the  State 
committee  and  approved  by  the  Regional  Director.     This  means  that  no  farm 
for  which  it  is  required  that  an  allotment  be  determined  will  be  eligible 
to  make  application  for  payment  under  the  1942  Program  or  to  receive  con-- 
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servation  materials  under  the  1942  Program  unless  s'lch  allotment  is  deter- 
mined "before  J-jjie  1,  1942,  and  there  is  filed  with  the  county  committee  a 
farm  notice  signed  "by  the  farm  operator  "before  such  date.     If  a  farmer 
refuses  to  sign  his  farm  notice  "because  he  desires  to  meJkie  appeal  for 
a  change  in  one  or  more  of  the  allotments,  permitted  acreages,  or  yields 
as  shov7n  on  the  notice,  the  timely  filing  of  such  appeal  will  be  ac- 
cepted in  lieu  of  his  signature  on  the  notice  form  and  such  farmer  will 
"be  considered  as  enrolled  in  the  1942  Program  within  the  time  limit. 

B,     No nal lo  tnien t  Farm  s . 

Tns  closing  date  for  enrollment  of  nonallotment  farms  in  the 
1942  Program  is  June  1,  1942,  or  a  later  date  recommended  "by  the  State  com- 
mittee and  approved  "by  the  Regional  lirector.     This  means  that  no  fa.rm  which 
is  not  eligi"ble  for  an  acreage  allotment  will  "be  eligi"ble  to  make  applica- 
tion for  paynent  under  the  1942  Program  or  to  receive  conservation  materials 
under  the  1942  Program  unless  thers  is  filed  with  the  county  committee  a 
farm  notice  or  ACP-64  signed  by  the  farm  operator  before  such  date.

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S21CTI0N  I.     GSjvEItAL  PROVISIONS. 

A.  J'arms  for  which  Corn  Allotments  Will  Be  Determined. 

Corn  allotments  under  the  1942  program  shall  "be  determined 
for  all  farms  on  which  corn  was  planted  in  any  of  the  years  1939,  1940, 
or  1941,  and  for  other  farms  on  which  corn  will  be  planted  in  1942. 

B.  Classification  of  Farms. 

1.  A  corn  allotment  farm  is  a  farm  for  v/hich  a  corn  allotment 
of  more  than  15  acres  is  determined,  or  a  fstrm  for  which  a  corn  allotment 
of  15  acres  or  less  is  determined  and  the  acreage  planted  to  corn  does  not 
exceed  the  allotment  "by  10  percent  or  more. 

A  corn  allotment  farm  will  he  eligible  for  corn  payments 
■ander  the  Agricultural  Conservation  and  Parity  Fajnnent  Programs,  and  sub- 
ject to  deductions  at  10  times  the  pajnnent  rate  for  each  acre  planted  to 
corn  in  excess  of  the  corn  allotment. 

2.  A  non-corn  allotment  farm  is  a  farm  for  which  no  corn 
allotment  is  determined,  or  for  which  a  corn  allotment  of  15  acres  or 
less  is  determined  and  the  acreage  planted  to  corn  exceeds  the  allotment 
by  10  percent  or  more. 

A  non-corn  allotment  farm  will  not  be  eligible  for  corn 
pa^TTients  under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  or  laxity  Pajment  Programs 
but  will  be  sub.ject  to  deductions  at  10  times  the  paj^nent  rate  for  each 
acre  planted  to  corn  in  excess  of  15  acres. 

3.  Acreage  planted  to  corn  means  the  acreage  of  land  on  which 
field  corn  is  planted  (except  any  acreage  of  sown  corn  used  as  a  cover 
crop  or  green  manure  crop)  and  the  acreage  of  sweet  corn  used  for  livestock 
feed:     Provided,  'That  all  or  any  part  of  any  corn  acreage  totally  destroyed 
by  flood,  insects,  or  any  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  operator, 
which  is  later  replaced  by  other  acreage  planted  to  corn  on  the  farm,  may 
be  considered  as  not  having  been  planted  to  corn.

T:iis  preliminary  yield  will  be  the  yield  which  the  county  committee  deter- 
mines could  normally  "be  expected  after  considering  all  available  facts, 
including  the  normal  yield  for  the  county  and  for  other  similar  farms, 
the  yield  for  the  farm  in  years  for  which  data  are  available,  the  normal 
yield  determined  for  the  farm  in  1941,  production  practices,  type  of  soil, 
and  general  fertility  of  the  land.    The  1942  Program,  yield  may  be  the  same 
yield  as  was  determined  for  the  farm  under  the  1941  Agricultural  Conser-  . 
vation  Program,  if  considered  by  the  county  committee  to  be  equitable. 

Column  (18)  -  "Total  Yield."  Multiply  the  approved  allotment 
as  shov/n  in  column  (l5)  by  the  preliminary  yield  for  the  farm  as  entered 
in  column  (17)  and  enter  the  result  in  column  (l8).

If  there  are  entries  in  this  column  and  yields 
are  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  appeals,  such  adjusted  yields  will  be  entered 
in  column  (20)  rather  than  in  coramn  (l9). 

Column  (21)  -  "Serial  Number."  ^nter  in  this  column  the  farm 
serial  number  as  listed  in  column  (l)  of  iraR-312  for  the  farm. 
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•  Farms  For  Which  10-Year  Records  Are  Available. 

-    ,  Fotv/ithstanding  the  above  instructions,  for  anv  farm  for 

which  reliable  records  of  the  actual  average  yield  per  acre  for  the  years 
1939  to  194Q,  inclusive,  are  presented  by  the  operator  or  are  available 
to  the  committee,  the  program  yield  for  the  farm  shall  be  the  average  of 
such  ten-year  actual  yields,  adjusted  for  trends  and  abnormal  weather  con- 
ditions.    The  program  yields  thus  determined  on  the  basis  of  ton-year 
actual  production  records  v/ill  not  be  adjusted  further  to  conform  with 
the  county  average  yield.

SSCTIOIT  II.    BASIS  POR  DgT^INING  ALLOTMENTS 

A,  Old  Fa^rms. 

The  potato  allotment  for  any  commercial  potato  farm  on  which 
potatoes  were  harvested  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941 
shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of:     (l)     the  acreage  of  potatoes  har- 
vested on  the  farm  during  the  years  1939,  1940,  and  1941;     (2)    the  acre- 
age of  potatoes  harvested  by  the  1942  operator  of  the  farm  during  such 
years;     (3)    the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm;     (4)     the  type  of  soil 
and  the  topography  of  the  cropland;     (5)    principles  of  good  soil  manage- 
ment;    (6)    other  facilities  available  for  the  production  of  potatoes  on 
the  farm;  and    (?)     the  acreage  allotments  determined  for  the  farm  under 
previous  Agricultural  Conservation  Programs. 

For  purposes  of  determining  potato  allotments  for  old  farms 
(farms  on  which  potatoes  were  harvested  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939, 
1940,  or  1941),  the  acreage  of  potatoes  will  be  listed  on  potato  listing 
sheets  for  all  farms  on  which  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes  v/ere  harvested 
in  any  one  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941. 

B .  New  Farms ,

If  known,  enter  in  this  column  the  acres  of  po- 
tatoes which  the  farmer  intends  to  harvest  on  this  farm  in  1942. 

Colum.n  (11)  -  Correct  the  heading  of  this  column  to  read 
"Preliminary  Allotment."    The  entry  for  this  column  is  a  determination  hy 
the  county  committee  as  to  the  numher  of  acres  of  potatoes  which  most 
equitahly  represents  the  farm» s  fair  share  of  the  total  potato  allotment 
availahle  for  new  farms  for  which  allotments  are  heing  determined.

If  the  program  yield  determined  for  the  farm  in  1941  and  shown 
in  column  (20)  or  (19)  of  i^D-24-1941,  is  determined  by  the  county  committee 
adequately  to  reflect  these  factors,  such  1941  yield  may  be  transferred  to 
column  (17)  of  l^D-24-1942,  as  the  preliminary  yield  for  the  farm  in  1942. 

Column  (18)  -  "Total"  Yield.     The  entry  for  this  column  will  I 
be  the  product  of  the  entries  in  column  (17)  and  colrimn  (14).     Column  (18)  I 
will  be  totaled  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  listing  sheets  to  the  State  I 
office  for  audit,  and  shall  include  all  farms  .on  which  allotments  have  been 
determined  for  1942. 

Column  (19)  -  "Approved"  Yield.     If  the  result  obtained  by 
dividing  the  total  of  column.  (l8)  by  the  total  of  column  (14)  is  in  excess 
of  the  county  program  yield,  the  percentage  which  the  program  yield  is  of 
the  weighted  average  yield  so  determined  may  be  entered  at  the  top  of 
column  ( 19)  and  may  be  applied  to  each  entry  in  column  (l7),  and  the  re- 
sults obtained  entered  in  column  (19),  or  if  it  vdll  not  result  in  inequities, 
adjustments  may  be  made  in  the  yields  determined  for  several  of  the  individual 
farms.

Acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  means  the  acreage  of  land  froin 
REVISED      which  potatoes  are  harvested  or  on  which  potatoes  reach  maturity,  except 
the  acreage  of  potatoes  grown  in  home  gardens  for  use  on  the  f a,rm .

of  the  cropland;  (4)  lorinciples  of  good  soil  management;  and  (s)  other 
facilities  available  for  the  production  of  potatoes  on  the  farm. 

Tor  purposes  of  determining  potato  allotments  for  nev7  farm^s 
(farms  on  which  potatoes  were  not  harvested  in  any  one  of  the  years  1939 
1940,  or  1941),  a  listing  of  ^ch  farms  and  the  allotments  therefor  will 
be  made  separately  from  the  listing  of  old  farms. 
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SSCTIOn  I.     G:H:]^^il£AL  PROVISIONS. 

A.  Farms  for  which  Corn  Allotments  Will  Be  Determined. 

Corn  allotments  under  the  1942  program  shall  oe  determined 
for  all  farms  on  v/hich  corn  was  planted  in  any  of  the  years  1939,  1940, 
or  1941,  and  for  other  farms  on  which  corn  will  "be  plajited  in  1942. 

B.  Classification  of  Farms. 

1.  A  corn  allotment  farm  is  a  farm  for  v/hich  a  corn  allotment 
of  more  than  15  acres  is  determined,  or  a  farm  for  which  a  corn  allotment 
of  15  acres  or  less  is  determined  and  the  acreage  planted  to  corn  does  not 
exceed  the  allotment  hy  10  percent  or  more. 

A  corn  allotment  farm  will  "be  eligible  for  corn  pajrments 
under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  and  Parity  Payment  Programs,  and  sub- 
ject to  deductions  at  10  times  the  payment  rate  for  each  acre  planted  to 
corn  in  excess  of  the  corn  allotment. 

2.  A  non-corn  allotment  farm  is  a  farm  for  which  no  corn 
allotment  is  determined,  or  for  which  a  corn  allotment  of  15  acres  or 
less  is  determined  and  the  acreage  planted  to  corn  exceeds  the  allotment 
by  10  percent  or  more. 

A  non-corn  allotment  farm  will  not  be  eligible  for  corn 
pa^nnents  under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  or  'Parity  Payment  Programs 
but  will  be  subject  to  deductions  at  10  times  the  pa3?Tnent  rate  for  each 
acre  planted  to  corn  in  excess  of  15  acres. 

-Acreage  planted  to  corn  means  the  acreage  of  land  on  which 
field  corn  is  planted  (except  any  acreage  of  sown  corn  used  as  a  cover 
crop  or  green  manure  crop)  and  the  acreage  of  sweet  corn  used  for  livestock 
feed:     Provided,  That  all  or  any  part  of  any  corn  acreage  totally  destroyed 
oy  flood,  insects,  or  any  other  cause  oeyond  the  control  of  the  operator, 
which  is  later  replaced  by  other  acreage  planted  to  corn  on  the  farm,  may 
be  considered  as  not  having  been  planted  to  corn.

Por  purposes  of  determining  the  county  allotment  available  for 
listed  farms,  the  State  office  will  prepare  for  each  county  a  " County 
Corn  Data  Sheet,"  a  samjjle  of  which  is  shown  helow.     The  original  and  one 
copy  containing  the  entries  to  be  made  by  the  State  office  will  be  sent 
to  eacn  county  office  prior  to  the  determination  of  corn  allotments  by  the 
countj^  committee.

A  corn  allotment  farm  will  he  eligible  for  com  payments 
under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  and  Pd.rity  Payment  Programs,  and  sub- 
ject to  deductions  at  10  times  the  payment  rate  for  each  acre  planted  to 
com  in  excess  of  the  com  allotment  hut  not  to  exceed  the  com  payment, 
and  to  deductions  from  any  other  payment  eamed  for  each  acre  planted  to 
com  in  excess  of  130  percent  of  the  allotment. 

2.  A  non-com  allotment  farm  is  a  farm  for  which  no  corn 
allotment  is  determined,  or  for  which  a  corn  allotment  of  15  acres. or 
less  is  determined  and  the  acreage  planted  to  corn  exceeds  the  allotment 
by  10  percent  or  more.

which  is  later  replaced  by  other  acreage  planted  to  com  on  the  farm, may 
be  considered  as  not  having  been  planted  to  com.

Acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  means  the  acreage  of  land  from 
which  potatoes  are  harvested  except  the  acreage  of  potatoes  grown  in  home 
gardens  for  use  on  the  farm, 

SECTION  II.    BASIS  FOR  DET^RI^IITING  ALLOTMENTS 

A.  Old  Farms . - 

The  potato  allotment  for  any  commercial  potato  farm  on  which 
potatoes  were  harvested  in  one  Or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941 
shall  he  determined  on  the  "basis  of:     (l)    the  acreage  of  potatoes  har- 
vested on  the  farm  during  the  years  1939,  1940,  and  1941;     (2)    the  acre- 
age of  potatoes  harvested  by  the  1942  operator  of  the  farm  during  such 
years;    (3)    the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm;     (4)    the  type  of  soil 
and  the  topography  of  the  cropland;     (5)    principles  of  good  soil  manage- 
ment;    (6)    other  facilities  available  for  the  production  of  potatoes  on 
the  farm;  and    (?)    the  acreage  allotments  determined  for  the  farm  under 
previous  Agricultural  Conservation  Programs. 

For  purposes  of  determining  potato  allotments  for  old  farms 
(farms  on  which  potatoes  were  harvested  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939, 
1940,  or  1941),  the  acreage  of  potatoes  will  be  listed  on  potato  listing 
sheets  for  all  farms  on  which  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes  vfere  harvested 
in  any  one  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941. 

B,  New  Farms. 

The  potato  allotment  for  any  farm  on  which  potatoes  were  not 
harvested  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  or  1941  but  on  which 
the  county  committee  determines  that  three  acres  or  more  of  potatoes  will 
be  harvested  in  1942  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of:     (l)     the  past 
acreage  of  potatoes  harvested  by  the  1942  operator  of  the  farm;  (2)  the 
acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm;  (3)  the  type  of  soil  and  the  topography 
of  the  cropland;  (4)  principles  of  good  soil  management;  and  (5)  other 
facilities  available  for  the  production  of  potatoes  on  the  farm. 

For  purposes  of  determining  potato  allotments  for  new  farms 
(farms  on  which  potatoes  were  not  harvested  in  any  one  of  the  years  1939, 
1940,  or  1941),  a  listing  of  such  farms  and  the  allotments  therefor  v/ill 
be  made  separately  from  the  listing  of  old  farms. 
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SECTION  III.    LIMIT  OF  ALL  FMH  ALLOTlvENTS 

A.  Old  Farms. 

1.  All  Old  ."Farms.    The  sum  of  the  potato  allotments  determined 
for  all  "old"  farms  in  the  county  (including  those  not  participating  in 
the  Program)  shall,  not  exceed  the  acreage  allotted  to  the  county  "by  the 
State  committee  for  such  farms. 

2.  Participating  Old  Farms.    The  sum  of  the  potato  allotments 
determined  for  "old"  farms  participating  in  the  1942  Program .shfeill  not 
exceed  their  proportionate  share  of  the  acreage  allotted  to  the  county  for 
all  "old"  farms  by  the  State  committee, 

B,  New  Farms . 

1.,    All  New  Farms,    The  sum  of  the  potato  allotments  determined  • 
for  all  "new"  farms  in  the  county  (including  those  not  participating  in 
the  Program)  shall  not  excee.1  the  acreage  allotted  to  the  county  hy  the 
State  committee  for  such  f&VihB, 

2.    Participating  ITew  Farms.    The  sum  of  the  potato  allotments 
determined  for  "new"  farms  participating  in  the  1942  Program  shall  not 
exceed  their  proportionate  share  of  the  acreage  allotted  to  the  county  for 
all  "new"  farms  by  the  State  committee, 

SECTION  IV,    ENTRIES  ON  NFI)-'24-1942 

All  entries  on  NED-24  he      nade    in  ink.    County  office  entries 

will  be  made  in  blue  or  black  ink;  and  entries,  if  any,  made  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  State  committee  as  a  result  of  an  audit  will  be  in  red  ink.

1.  .  Old  Farms. 

Column  (7)  -  "1941  Acres."    Enter  here  the  acreage  of  po- 
tatoes harvested  on  the  farm  in  1941. 

.Column  (3)  -  "1941  Allotment."    Enter  in  this  column  the 

1941  potato  allotment  determined  for  the  farm  as  shown  in  column  (16)  of 
NED-24-1941,  making  sure  that  this  entry  acutally  represents  the  final 
approved  1941  potato  allotment. 

Column  (9)  -  "Total  Cropland."    The  entry  in  this  column 
for  each  farm  will  be  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm  in  1941  or  the 

1942  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  if  known. 

Column  (10)  -  "Average."    Enter  in  the  column  heading 
"1939-41"  and  in  the  column  for  each  farm  the  average  annual  acreage  of 
potatoes  on  the  farm  for  the  years  1939,  1940,  and  1941, 
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Column  (11)  -  Correct  the  heading  of  this  column  to  read 
"Preliminary  Allotment . "    An  entry  should  be  made  in  this  column  for 
each  farm  on  which  the  average  acreage  of  potatoes  as  shown  in  column  (10) 
is  3  acres  or  more  unless  it  is  determined  that  3  acres  or  more  of  po- 
tatoes will  not  be  harvested  on  the  farm  in  1942,  and  for  each  farm  on 
which  the  average  acreage  of  potatoes  as  shown  in  column  (10)  is  less  than 
3  acres  if  it  is  determined  that  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes  will  be  har- 
vested on  the  farm  in  1942,    The  entry  for  this  column  is  a  determination 
by  the  county  committee,  on  the  basis  of  information  available,  as  to  the 
number  of  acres  of  potatoes  v/hich  most  equitably  represents  the  farm's 
fair  share  of  the  total  acreage  allotment  available  for  farms  for  which 
allotments  are  being  determined.

always  that  all  farms  in  the  county  v/hich  are  similar  with  respect  to  such 
factors  should  have  allotments  which  are  similar,  and  that  the  sum  of  the 
allotments  for  all  farms  for  which  allotments  are  being  determined  cc^nnot 
exceed  the  total  county  allotment  available  for  such  farms.

V/hen  the  listing 
sheets  have  been  returned  from  the  State  office,  any  f'arther  adjustments 
which  may  be  rea_uired  in  the  allotments  shov/n  in  column  (14)  will  be  en- 
tered in  column  (15)  in  red  ink. 

The  allotment  in  column  (15)  as  finally  corrected  is  the 
allotment  to  be  entered  on  the  farm,  notice,  and  no  further  change  should 
be  made  in  the  figures  in  column  (15).     If  no  entry  is  required  in  col- 
umn (15),  the  allotment  in  column  (14)  will  be  entered  on  the  farm  notice. 

Column  (16)  -  "7inal "  Allotment .    This  column  is  reserved 
for  the  final  allotment  as  determined  for  each  farm  after  all  adjustments 
have  been  made,  including  adjustments  on  ap-oeals  of  farmers  and  on  recom- 
mendations of  comL'iunity  committeemen,    i^-ll  adjustments  in  allotments, 
other  than  those  directed  by  the  State  office,  made  after  the  listing 
sheets  are  returned  by  the  State  office,  will  be  entered  in  column  (16). 
and  must  be  supported  in  the  county  office  by  a  properly  executed  copy 
of  !vT5D-33.     llo  adjustments,  hov/e^er,  will  be  made  in  any  allotment  after 
the  crop  is  planted  or  Juna  1,  1942,  v/hichever  is  earlier,  excer.t  such 
adjustments  as  are  authorized  in  section  71,  subsection  C,  of  2TZ?.~617, 

If  any  adjustment  is  made  in  an  acreage  allotment  after 
lTED-34  for  the  commodity  has  been  submitted  to  the  State  office,  any  such 
change  must  be  supported  by  two  copies  of  iiHiD-33,  one  copy  to  be  retained 
in  the  county  office  and  the  other  to  be  forwarded  immediately  upon  com- 
pletion to  the  State  office  for  approval.    The  State  committee  m.ay  also 
require  that  a  copy  of  each  NED-33,  executed  betv/een  the  time  that  the 
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listing  sheets  are  forwarded  to  the  State  office  for  audit,  and  the  time 
that  s  are  forwarded  to  the  State  office,  he  sent  to  the  State 

office  upon  completion. 

All  allotments  as  shown  in  column  (14)  or  column  (15) 
v/hich  are  not  later  adjusted  will  at  the  end  of  the  adjustment  period  he 
transferred  as  final  allotments  to  column  (16).    However,  no  allotments 
of  less  than  3  acres  shall  he  determined  and  entered  in  this  column  for 
any  farm. 

sum  of  all  allotmentQ  as  enter ed  in  Column  (16)  shall 
not  exceed  the  total  county  allotments  availahle  for  all  farms  for  which 
allotments  have  been  determined. 

2.    New  ?arms . 

A  listing  on  LTH3R-312  and  JIED-24-1942  separate  from  that 
for  old  farms  shall  be  made  for  all  farms  on  vmich  potatoes  v^ere  not 
harvested  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  years  1939,  1940,  and  1941,  but  on 
which  the  county  committee  determines  that  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes 
will  be  harvested  in  1942. 

No  entry  should  be  made  in  columns  (?)  and  (8)  of  l^JED-24- 

1942. 

Column  (9)  -  "Total  Cropland."  Enter  in  this  column  the 
total  cropland  as  determined  for  the  farm. 

Column  (lO)  -  Correct  the  heading  of  this  column  to  read 
"Intended  1942  Acres."  If  known,  enter  in  this  column  the  acres  of  po- 
tatoes v/hich  the  farmer  intends  to  harvest  on  this  farm  in  1942. 

Colum.n  (11)  -  Correct  the  heading  of  this  column  to  read 
"Preliminary  Allotment."    The  entry  for  this  column  is  a  determination  by 
the  county  committee  as  to  the  number  of  acres  of  potatoes  which  most 
equitably  represents  the  farm's  fair  share  of  the  total  potato  allotment 
available  for  new  farms  for  which  allotments  are  being  determined.  This 
determination  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  factors  enumerated  in  sub- 
section B  of  section  II  of  this  bulletin. 

Column  (12)  -  "Community  Committee  B.ecommendation .  "  Snter 
in  this  column  the  recommendation  of  the  community  committee  for  the  com- 
munity in  which  the  farm  is  located. 

The  community  committee  recommendation  should  be  made  after 
reviev;ing  the  preliminary  allotment,  as  determined  by  the  county  committee, 
and  the  recommendation  should  reflect  any  changes  v;hich  the  community  com- 
mittee considers  necessary  from  its  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  farm

No 
adjustments,  however,  v/ill  be  made  in  any  allotment  after  the  crop  is 
planted  or  June  1,  1942,  whichever  is  earlier,  except  such  adjustments  as 
are  authorized  in  section  VI,  subsection  C,  of  IJER-617. 

If  any  adjustment  is  made  in  an  acreage  allotment  after 
NiiID-34  for  the  commodity  has  been  submitted  to  the  State  office,  any  such 
change  must  be  supT^orted  by  two  copies  of  NEO-33,  one  copy  to  be  retained 
in  the  county  office  and  the  other  to  be  forwarded  immediately  upon  com- 
pletion to  the  State  office  for  approval.    The  State  committee  may  also 
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require  that  a  copy  of  each  K3D-33,  executed  "betiveen  the  time  that  the 
listing  sheets  are  forwarded  to  the  State  office  for  audit  and  the  time 
.that  l\^SD-34's  are  forwarded  to  the  State  office,  "be  sent  to  the  State 
office  upon  completion. 

All  allotments  as  shov/n  in  column  (l4)  or  column  (l5)  which 
are  not  later  adjusted  will  at  the  end  of  the  appeal  period  be  transferred 
as  final  allotments  to  column  (16).  However,  no  allotments  of  less  than  3 
acres  shall  he  determined  and  entered  in  this  column  for  any  farm. 

The  sum  of  all  allotments  as  entered  in  column  (16)  shall 
not  exceed  the,  total  county  allotment  available  for  all  farms  for  which 
allotments  h-ave  "been  determined. 

B.    Determination  of  Yields.  . 

The  following  proced'ore  refers  "both  to  old  farms  and  nev/  farms. 

Column  (17)  -  "Preliminary"  Yield.     Snter  in  this  column  the 
preliminary  program  yield  for  the  farm  as  determined  "by  the  county  committee 
on  the  "basis  of  the  actual  yield  of  potatoes  made  on  the  farm  in  previous 
years  with  due  consideration  for  type  of  soil,  production  practices,  and  the 
general  fertility  of  the  land. 

If  the  program  yield  determined  for  the  farm  in  1941  and  shown 
in  column  (20 )  or  (l9)  of  iM3D-24-1941 ,  is  determined  "by  the  county  committee 
adequately  to  reflect  these  factors,  such  1941  yield  may  'oe  transferred  to 
column  (17)  of  KSD- 24-1942,  as  the  preliminary  yield  for  the  farm  in  1942. 

Column  (18)  -  "Total"  Yield.     The  entry  for  this  column  will 
"be  the  product  of  tne  entries  in  column  (17)  and  column  (14).     Golrnn  (16) 
will  "be  totaled  prior  to  the  su"bmission  of  the  listing  sheets  to  the  State 
office  for  audit,  and  shall  include  all  feirms  on  which  allotments  have  "been 
determined  for  1942. 

Column  (19 )  -  "Apiproved"  Yield.     If  the  result  obtained  by 
dividing  the  total  of  column  (l8)  by  the  total  of  column  (14)  is  in  excess 
of  the  county  program  yield,  the  percentage  which  the  program  yield  is  of 
the  weighted  average  yield  so  determined  may  be  entered  at  the  top  of 
column  (l9)  and  may  be  applied  to  each  entry  in  column  (l7),  and  the  re- 
sults obtained  entered  in  column  (19),  or  if  it  will  not  result  in  inequities, 
adjustments  may  be  made  in  the  yields  determined  for  several  of  the  individual 
farms.     If  the  result  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  of  column  (iS)  by  the 
total  of  column  (l4)  is  less  than  the  county  program  yield,  then  the  entries 
in  column  (l7)  may  be  multiplied  by  the  percentage  which  the  prograjn  yield 
is  of  the  weighted  average  and  the  results  entered  in  column  (19)  .

A.     County  Potato  Allotments. 

The  State  potato  acreage  allotment  will  "be  distri"buted  to 
the  counties  "by  the  State  committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Director 
of  the  Northeast  Division  as  follows: 

1.  An  allotment,  includ-ing  a  reserve  for  adjustment  in 
allotments  due  to  errors  and  appeals,  for  farms  with  any  potato  acreage 
grown  in  any  of  the  years  1939  to  1941  and  which  were  listed  in  1941 
and  on  which  the  1942  acreage  of  potatoes  for  harvest  will  he  3  acres 
or  more. 

2.  An  allotment  for  farms  with  any  potato  acreage  grown 
in  any  of  the  years  1939-41  listed  since  1941  and  on  which  the  1942 
acreage  of  pcta.toes  for  harvest  will  he  3  acres  or  more.  To  obtain 
this  allotment  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  county  committees  to 
submit,  with  their  requests,  the  acreage  of  potatoes  grown  by  those 
farms  in  1939,  1940  and  1941. 

3.  An  allotment  for  farms  not  previously  growing  any 
potatoes  in  1939,  1940  or  1941  but  on  which  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes 
will  be  grown  for  harvest  in  1942.    An  allotment  for  this  purpose  will 
be  given  to  the  State  comm,ittee  by  the  Regional  Director  upon  request 
accompanied  by  a  list  of  farms  and  the  allotments  for  each  farm  as 
recommended       the  county  committee. 

3.    County  Tobacco  Allotments. 

The  State  tobacco  acreage  allotment  will  be  distributed 
to  the  counties  by  the  State  committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  the  Northeast  Division  as  follov/s; 

1.    An  allotment,  including  a  reserve  for  adjustment  in 
allotments  due  to  errors  and  appeals,  for  farms  with  any  tobacco 
acreage  in  any  of  the  years  1937-41  and  which  were  listed  in  1941. 


2.  An  allotment  for  farms  v;ith  any  tobacco  acreage  in 
any  of  the  years  1937-41  and  which  have  been  listed  since  the  1941 
listing  was  completed. 

3.  An  allotment  for  farms  gro^^'ing  tobacco  in  1942  for 
the  first  time  since  1936  and  on  which  permitted  acres  will  be  deter- 
mined in  1942.    An  allotment  for  this  purpose  will  "be  given  to  the 
State  committee  by  the  Regional  Director  upon  request  accompanied 

by  a  list  of  farms  and  the  permitted  acreages  fo-i*  each  farm  as 
recommended  by  the  county  committee. 
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C.  County  Corn  Allotments. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  committee  will  determine  county 
com  allotments  for  the  commercial  corn  counties  according  to  pro- 
cedure as  set  forth  in  K5H-617-C. 

D.  Approved  County  Yields. 

County  program  yields  for  potatoes,  tobacco  and  corn  are 
established  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  each  State  committee 
v;ill  be  notified  of  such  proposed  yields.    Any  requests  for  adjust- 
ments in  such  yields  should  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  North- 
east Division  with  a  complete  statement  of  the  reasons  and  facts 
supporting  such  request. 

SECTION  II.     STATE  OFFICE  AUDIT  01  1942  ALLOTr.SrITS 
AND  LISTING  SHEETS 


All  forms  N"EH-413.  I-IED-24-1941  and  NED-24-1942  for  each 
commodity  other  than  wheat  will,  not  later  than  October  25,  1941, 
be  forwarded  in  accordance  ^^rith  instructions  contained  in  Iffiil-617 
to  the  State  office  for  audit. 

Each  transmittal  to  the  State  office  of  listing  sheets 
showing  1942  allotments  or  permitted  acreages  should  be  accompanied 
by  two  copies  of  a  statement  signed  by  the  farmer  fieldman  certify- 
ing that  he  has  checked  the  allotments  and  permitted  acreages  deter- 
mined for  farms  in  the  county  and  that  such  allotments  and  permitted 
acreages  have  been  determined  fairly  and  in  accordance  with  applicable 
procedure.     If  the  transmittal  of  listing  sheets  is  not  accompanied 
by  such  a  statement  v/hen  received  in  the  State  office,  the  statement 
must  be  obtained  and  filed  in  duplicate  in  the  State  office  prior  to 
the  return  of  the  listing  sheets  to  the  county  office. 

For  those  counties  which  have  transferred  their  listing 
to  NED-53  or  have  used  NSD-53  for  any  listing,  the  appropriate 
columns  of  ^JED-53  will  be  used  in  lieu  of  those  on  NEH-4i3  and  IISD- 
24-1941,  although  reference  herein  is  made  only  to  columns  on  NSH- 
413  and  NED-24-1941, 

A.     Check  Against  Applicable  County  Limits.

Determine  that  the  related  average  of  all  aup roved 
yields  as  entered  in  colmn  (19)  of  l^'EI)-24-1942  is  not  in  excess  of 
the  approved  county  potato  yield,  including  yields  on  farms  having 
allotments  for  the  first  time  in  1942. 

2,     Tobacco . 

Determine  that  the  s^Jim  of  the  tobacco  allotments 
established  for  all  farms  in  the  county  and  entered  in  column  (14)  of 
iIED-24-1942,  or  in  col-amn  (15)  if  there  is  no  entry  in  coli:mn  (14), 
does  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  the  ap-oroved  county/  tobacco  acreage 
allocated  by  the  State  committee  for  such  farms. 

Letenrine  ths^t  the  sum  of  the  permitted  tobacco 
acreages  for  farms  gro"ing  tobacco  for  the  first  time  since  1936  does 
not  exceed  the  acreage  assigned  to  the  county  committee  by  the  State 
committee  for  ^"ach  lanas. 

Determine  that  the  weighted  average  of  all  approved 
yields  as  entered  in  column  (19)  of  l^D-24-1942  is  not  in  excess  of 
the  approved  co^anty  tobacco  yield,   including  yields  on  farms  on  which 
permitted  acreages  have  been  determined. 

3.     State  Office  Corrections  on  iOJD-24. 

If  it  is  detemnined  that  the  v/eighted  average  of  the 
7/ield  figures  in  column  (39'-  is  in  excess  of  the  approved  county 
yield,  no  adjustment  t^L}  \  b--  made  in  such  yield  figi:res  by  the  State 
office.     At  ti:e  time  the  l^sti^ig  sheets  are  rcturi-ed  to  the  co'onty 
office,  ho'-ever,   the  county  .committee  will  be  advised  of  the  amount 
of  reduction  to  be  made  in  such  yields  and  instz^j-cted  to  effect  the 
necessary  reduction  before  allotment  farm  notices  are  prepared.

C .     Tabulation  of  County  Totals. 

A  tabulation  by  counties  will  be  made  by  the  State  office 
before  returning  the  listing  sheets  to  co'iinty  offices,  showing  for 
each  county  the  totals  of  column  (6)  of  1:EE-413,  colunn  (7)  of  MD- 
24-1941  and  columns  (7),   (9),  (14)  and  (18)  of  25Er)-24-1942.  I^ais 
tabulation  will  be  made  in  such  a  way  as  to  permit  the  addition  to 
the  totals  of  later  increases  in  allotments  and  the  annual  acreage 
history  on  the  basis  of  which  such  allotment  increases  were  made. 


SECTION  III,     APPHOVAL  illlD  BSTIMT  OF  NZIl-415  AND

As  soon  as  the  audit  of  !^SR~413,  I^IED-24-1941  and  i]ED-24- 
1942  has  been  completed,  ai*:d  not  later  than  October  30,  1941,  the 
forms  will  be  returned  to  the  co'onty  office  accompanied  by: 

1.  A  statement  of  any  corrections  or  adjustments  to  be 
made  in  the  figures,  as  outlined  in  section  II-B  above,  prior  to  the 
preparation  and  issuance  of  allotment  farra  notices. 

2.  A  statement  of  any  unallotted  acreage  or  reserve 
acreage  av^.ilable  for  use  in  making  adjustments. 

3.  A  statement  of  any  production  still  available  for 
adjustment  of  yields. 

4.  The  statements  required  above  will  be  made  to  the 
county  committees  by  the  State  office  on  or  attached  to  form  I^)?-626. 
A  copy  of  this  form  is  attached  to  this  bulletin,   the  necessary  supply 
of  which  will  be  provided  by  the  State  office.     In  addition  to  the 
information  required  in  items  1,  2,  and  3  above,   the  State  committee 
will  point  out  any  other  facts  or  suggestions  which  in  its  opinion 
are  pertinent  to  such  report.     Tnis  form,  will  be  prepared  in  tripli- 
cate,  the  origin?l  copy  for  the  county  committee,  one  copy  for  the 
EegionaJ  Office,  and  one  copy  for  the  State  office  records. 

5.  The  State  comjnittee  will  also  call  to  the  attention 

of  the  county  com;uittee  the  fact  that  all  changes  in  individual  allot- 
ments and  yields  made  after  the  State  office  audit  other  than  those 
required  by  the  State  office  must  be  supported  in  the  county  office 
by  a  properly  executed  form  USD- 33.

Sheet  (NSI)-32).     This  sheet  is  designed  in  such  a  manner  that  at  any 
time  the  acreage  of  such  commodity  allotted  to  farmers  in  the  county 
by  the  county  committee  can  be  readily  ascertained. 

The  farmer  fieldman  will  be  responsible  for  seeing  that 
these  NED-32's  are  properly  maintained  in  the  county  office  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  contained  in  NEil-617.

earlier.    Upon  receipt  of  the  NED- 34' s  in  the  State  office,  the  State 
office  will  total  the  sum  of  the  acreage  allotments  and  permitted 
acreages  shown  thereon  for  each  com.modity  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  totals  are  within  or  in  excess  of  the  acreage  ava.ilable  for  allot- 
m.ents  and  permitted  acreages  in  each  county  for  each  commodity. 

No  1942  application  for  payment  should  clear  the  State 
office  which  shoe's  for  any  farm  an  acreage  allotment,  permitted  acreage 
or  program  yield  different  from  that  shown  for  the  farm  on  NE.D-34.

The  permitted  acreage  for  any  farm  on  which  tobacco  is  produced 
in  1942  for  the  first  time  since  1936  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  (l)  the 
tobacco  producing  experience  of  the  farm  operator;  (2)  lancL,  labor,  and  equipment 
(including  shed  room)  available  for  the  production  of  tobacco;  ( 3)  crop  rotation 
practices;  and  (4)  the  soil  and  other  physical  factors  affecting  production  of 
tobacco.

that  effect  should  be  forwarded  to  the  State  committee.     This  recommendation 
should  contain  all  pertinent  facts  in  sup-oort  of  the  recommendation  and  mil 
provide  the  State  copimittce  v/ith  information  which  it  might  not  otherwise  re- 
ceive on  which  it  may  determine  wh;:thcr  or  not  the  applicant  should  be  required 
to  file  ,np-oli  cat  ions  for  other  farm.s  in  other  coiuities  in  the  State.

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B,  Also  Tjrior  to  the  preparation  of  miy  applice.tions  for  payment,  a 
check  mark  (/)  will  "be  made  where  aiDplicaule  in  each  of  the  alDove-mentioned 
columns  opposite  the  n.?jiie  of  each  applicant  and  farm  serial  niimher  as  they 
appear  in  coluinns  1  and  2  of  NED-51,  '  For  exajnplc,  a  check  ma.rk  (/)  will  "be 
entered  in  the  column  hoaded  "Conservation  Material"  for  each  farm  vrhich  has 
"been  furnished  conservation  material.    Similarly  a  check  mark  (/)  will  be 
entored  in  the  column  headed  "ACP-69"  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  who 
has  executed  an  assignment  on  form  ACIP-69»     Check  marks  should  also  "be  enterei 
wherever  ar)]Dlicaole  in  each  of  the  other  columns  referred  to  ahove. 

T'he  colujnn  headed  *'MQp,"  hov/ovcr,  should  not  he  checked,  and  no  entry 
should  he  m?.de  on  the  application  for  payment  v/ith  respect  to  Marketing  Q;uota 
Penalties  except  in  cases  where  the  applicpr^t  is  still  indebted  for  all  or  a 
part  of  his  penalty. 

These  check  marks  properly  entered  vdll,   from  bji  inspection  of 
ITSD-ol,  permit  a  detonnination  to  be  m.ade  as  to  the  applications  on  vjhich 
should  bo  entered  dcata  ^^/ith  respect  to  deductions  for  conservation  material 
assignments,  Marketing  Quota  Penalties,  and  debts  apxoearing  on  the  Register 
of  Indebtedness. 

C.  As  a  last  step  in  the  prepaa'ation  of  ^applications  for  signature, 

each  application  for  payment  should  be  chocked  against  1T33D-31  to  maice  sure  that 
all  a^Dpli cable  data  v/ith  respect  to  the  items  referred  to  in  this  section  have 
been  entered  on  the  opplication. 

The  above  procedj.re  is  dosi:^ned  to  facilitate  the  checking  v.'-hich  is 
necessary  in  order  to  maice  sure  that  all  essential  data  have  been  entered  on 
the  application,  nnd  consequently  to  prevent  suspensions  mid  supplemental 
applications  resulting  from  failure  to  include  on  the  application  all  essential 
cLata. 

In  addition  to  the  a.bove,   the  seria.l  nujnbers  on  applications  should 
be  checked  against  a  number  chock  sheet  to  insure  against  the  submdssion  of 
more  thaj.i  one  application  carrying  the  sajne  serial  number.     Perms  3S-137  and 
137-A  may  be  used  for  this  jjurpcse  if  ava.ilable.     If  not  available,  similar 
number  check- sheets  should  be  prepared  either  by  the  coLuity  office  or  State 
office.

SECTION  I.  INTRODUCTION 

This  "bulletin  contains  procedure  to  "be  followed  in  determining 
performance  under  the  1942  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  with 
particular  reference  to  those  functions  involved  in  the  procedure  for 
which  the  State  office  is  responsihle,     IvTiile  county  committees  are 
directly  responsible  for  determination  of  performance  on  farms  in  the 
county  under  the  1942  Prograjn,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  office  to 
exercise  the  necessary  supervision  of  performance  ^rork  as  conducted 
in  all  counties.    In  addition  to  the  general  supervision  of  all  per^ 
formance  v/ork,  the  State  office  is  directly  responsilDle '  for  the  fol- 
lowing specific  functions: 

1,  Arranging  for  necessary  district  and  county  training 
schools  covering  all  phases  of  perf  on-nance  '  work,  including 
special  instruction  in  the  use  of  aerial  photographs  and  re- 
lated materials  in  counties  where  aerial  photography  is  used, 

2.  Issuing  supplementary  instructions  concerning  the 
use  of  particular  measuring  equipment  approved  for  use  in 
the  State,  and  for  measuring  aJid  computing  acreages, 

3.  Assisting  county?'  committees  in  the  selection, 
training,  and  examination  of  com.munity  committeemen  and 
other  persons  employed  for  performance" work, 

4,  Arranging  for  spot  checking  of  &,11  yrork  involved  in 
determining  aiid  reporting  performance  for  the  purpose  of  de»- 
termining  that  the  acreage  figures  and'  other  "basic  data  on 
the  basis  of  which  payments  are  to  he  made  have  "been  dete3>- 
mined  in  accordance  with  ap;o roved  provisions  of  the  Program 
and  applicable  instructions* 

SECTION  II,     REPORT  OP  P3?J^0RIlANCa  POH^S 

Porm  NER~6?.2,   together  mth  NER-623  (continuation  sheet), 
where  necessary,  will  be  used  in  reporting  performance  on  all  farms. 

The  original  report  of  performance  as  turned  in  by  the  comiimnity 
committeeman  for  each  farm  on  which  performance  is  determined  will,  as 
heretofore,  be  submitted  to  the  State  office  for  audit  and  tabulation 
unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  the  State  office  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Regional  Director, 


SECTION  III,     TBAINIHG-  AHD  EXAI4IITATI0K rQi^  PERSOFiTEL 


^*    Training,    It  is  the  responsi"bility  of  the  Sliate  office  to 
provide -the  necessaf'y  peTsonnel  for  assisting  county  committees  in  the 
training  of  coihmunity " cjommitteemen  and  other  persons  employed  in  detei^ 
mining 'performance. Sufficient  supervision  ^hovtld  Joe  jexercised  over 
.the  methods  of  training  employed  "by  county  committees  to  make,  sure  that 
•  "before  "beginning  performance  work,  community  committeemen,-  computers, 
planimeter  operators,  and  other  employees  have  "been  given  adequate 
training  in  the  duties  which  they  are  to  perform. 

B,  '  Examinations.    Arrangements  shall  "be. made  "by  the.  State  office 
in  cooperation  with  county  committees  for  the  preparation  of  exajmi nations 
to  "be  given  to  community  committeemen  "before  they  are  considered  eligi"ble 
to  check  performance.    Such  exajninatiohs  should  "be  prepared  "by  or  with 
the  ^proval  of  the  State  office  and  given  under  the  direction  of  a  person 
designated  by  the  State  office.    In  view  of  varying  conditions,  existing 
"between  States  and  "between  counties  within  a  Sta*te  vdth  respect  to  feat- 
ures of  the  Program  which  are  most  applicable  within  a  given  area,  it  is 
•contemplated  that  such  examinations  may  vary  "between  States  and  between 
counties'  "^Afi thin  a  State.     Eor  this  reason  it  is  recommended  that  examina*- 
tions  be  prepared'  for  a  particular  county  or  group  of  counties  in  a 
manner  which  will  adequately  reflect  the  qualifications  of  community 
committeemen  for  their  duties  under  the  particular  conditions  existing  in 
the  county.    Even  though  there  may  be  considerable  variation  in  the  con- 
tent of  examinations  given,  all  examinations  should  consist  of  the  follo^Ar- 

1,  A  written  test  on  provisions  of  the  Program  and  the 
procedure,  mth  respect  to  which  instructions  were  ^ given  dui^ 
ing  the  training  period.  . 

2,  A  field  test  on  a  farm  or  farms  involving  the  actual 
procedure  in  making  measurements,  preparation  of  report  of 
performance  forms,  and,  in  counties  where  used,  the  actual 
use  of  aerial  photographs.  .  , 

C,  '  Su-p'plementary  State.  Office  instractions>    The  State  office 
should  issue  such  additional  instructions  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
supplement'  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Regional  .pff ice  with  .respect 
to  evidence  required  ejid  methods  of  determining  performance  under  in- 
dividual soi 1- building  practices  , approved  for  the  State.    It  is  suggested 
that  the  State  office  prepare  for  use  by  community  committeemen  a  list 

of  soil-building  practice  descriptions  containing  the  information  which 
should  be  included  in  the  description  of  each  soil-building  practice  on 
reports  of  perforraa^nce. 

Special  instructions  may  also  be  issued  on  methods  of  making 
field  measurements  and  determining  acreages,  the  use  of  such  measuring 
ea_uipment  'as  is  approved  by  the  State  office  for  use  in  the  State,  and 
also  rela.tive  to  any  special  data  for  use  in  the  State  office  and  which 
should  be  included  in  the  report  of  performance.

A,    ITumlser  of  Jamis  to  "be  S-pot checked,    A  sufficient-  num'ber  of  farms 
will  l:e  spot  checked  in  each  county  "by  persons  employed  "by  the  State  office 
to  make  sure  that  essential  data  are  "being  accurately  reported,  lollovang 
the  initial  spotcheck  of  the  work  of  each  community  committeeman,  as  many 
more  spotchecks  of  his  work  will  "be  made  as  appear  necessary,.    In  any  event, 
however,  the  \Arork  of.  each  person  employed  in  checking  perfonnajice  shall  be  • 
spot  checked  at  least  oncoy  and  the  num'ber  of  farms  spot  checked  in  each  county 
shall  he  not  less  than  1  percent  of  the  nuraher  of  farms  in  the  county  on 
'which  performance  is  determined  in  1942,  except  that  it  is  not  required  that

C.  .  riature  of  Farm  Spotcheck.  The  spotchecker  shall,  in  checking  the 
work  of  ea.ch  community  comj-aittman,  make  a  redeteirnination  v/ith  respect  to 
all  of  the  data  reported  on  the  report  of  performance  for  the  farm,  Particu- 
lar attention  should  he  given  to  the  report  made  hy  the  community  committee- 
man concerning  the  classif .ication  of  crops  and  land  use  on  the  farm.  Suffi- 
cient field  measurements  will  he  made  on  the  farm  to  determine  whether  or 
not  the  estimate  of  acreage  or  measurements  previousl^r  made  hy  the  community 

,  committeeman  are  sufficiently  accurate.    In  counties . where  aerial  photo- 
graphs are  used,  a  sufficient  numoer  of  houndaries  should  "be  reidentified  on 
the  photograph  hy  the  spotchecker  to  make  sure  that  the  identification  of 
houndaries  as  previously  made  hy  the  community  committeeman  has  heen  properly 
done.     Sufficient  information  should  he  obtained  from  the  farm  operator  to 
make  sure  that  soil^huilding  practices  carried  out  on  the  farm,  including 
the  use  of  conservation  materials,  have  heen  accura.tely  reported  hy  the  com- 
munity conLmit  teeman, 

D.  Hatin^'s  and  He  commendations.     Following  each  spotcheck  of  the 
v.rork  of  a  comm.unity  committeeman,  he  will  he  given  one  of  the  following 
ratings  hy  the  spotchecker:    veix_gpod,  .^.pod.  fair,  or  on s at i s f act o r y. 

At  the  same  time,  the  spotchecker  will  make  one  of  the  following 
three  re  commendations  S' 

1,  That  the  work  of  the  comiviunity  committeeman  is  approved, 
and  that  his  employnent  he  continued, 

2,  That  em.ployTaent  of  the  comjnunity  commit temg^n  he  continued 
only  after  he  has  heen  given  additional  training, 

3,  That  the  work  of  the  community  committeeman  is  unsatis- 
factory, and  that  his  emplojiaent  he  discontinued. 


Tne  spotchecker  will  also  indicate  on  the  spot  check      report  whether 
the  report  of  perfonna;nce  as  turned  in  "by  the  community  committeeman  for 
the  fanr.  s;oot checked  is  accepted  or  rejected  and  whether  the  performance 
on  other  farms  checked  "by  the  community  committeemaji  should  "be  rechecked. 
If  the  report  of  performance  for  the  fam  spotchecked  is  rejucted,  the 
county  committee  is  authorized  to  accept  the  report  of  performajice  pre»- 
*  pared  oy  the  spotchecker  or  have  the  farm  rechecked. 

In  the  event  that  recommendation  iTo,  2  (continue  employment  only 
after  additional  training)  is  made,  arrangements  should  "be  made  "by  the 
State  office  to  as^ast  the  county  committee  in  giving  the  additional 
training  as  indicated  "by  the  spotchecker*  s  report. 

In  the  event  that  recommendation  ivo,  5  (unsatisfactory^  discontinue 
employn-aent )  is  made,  the  emplOTn-nent  of  the  community  committeeman  vdll  he 
discontinued  in;:iediately.  ^       .  . 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that. the  accurate  and  efficient 
detormination  of  performance  in  thQ  county  is  the  direct  responsibility 
of  the  cOTonty  committee,  and  that  the  spot  checker '  s  report  is  a  means  of 
assisting  the  county  committee  in  appraising  the  accuracy  and  efficiency 
of  'the  woric  "being  done  hy  the  community  comniitteemen  employed  to  check 
performance. 

SSCTIOII  V.     SPOTCHECKIITO  COMPUTERS  -UH)  PI^^I'-'ETZR  QPE5AT0RS 

In  addition  to  spot  checking  whe  work  of  community  committeemen 
PS  outlined  in  Section  lY  ahove,  the  State  office  shall  arrange,  in 
counties  using  aerial  photographs,  for  s-jotchecking  the  work  of  and  the 
instruments  used  hy  planimeter  operators  axxd  computers  employed  in  the 
county  office. 

The  spotcheck  of  the  i-irork  of  computers  and  planimeter  operators 
shall  he  performed  hy  persons  employed  hy  the  State  office  who  may  or  may 
not  oe  the  same  persons  employed  to  spotcheck  the  vrork  of  community  com- 
mitteemen. 

In  cases  where  the  person  emploj^ed  to  spotcheck  the  work  of  com- 
munity committeemen  is  trained  and  qualified  to  spotcheck  the  work  of 
computers  ano.  planimeter  operators,   such  person  should  he  instructed 
to  s'.ootcbeck  the  work  of  computers  and  planimeter  opera,tors  each  time 
he  visits  the  county  in  connection  with  his  regular  spotcheck  work. 

Term  rER-527  (Spotcheck  Report  of  Planimeter  V/ork)  vdll  he  pre- 
pared in  accordance  with  instructions  printed  on  the  reverse  side  of  the 
form  and  id.  11  he  submitted  each  time  the  work  of  a  county  office  employee 
is  spotchecked. 

Computers  and  planimeter  operators  should  he  spotchecked  at  suf- 
ficiently frequent  inter^'-als  to  assure  the  accuracy  of  acreage  determina- 
tions '--hich  are  "being  made  in  the  county  office  from  aerial  photographs 


supplemented  "by  records  of  field  measurements  and  notes  turned  in  "by 
community  committeemen,    'I'he  fields  selected  for  spotchecking  should 
"be  varialDle  in  size  and  shape  and  should  include  fields  which  require 
plotting  ajid  the  computation  of  deductions  for  wasteland  or  headlands. 
Planineter  operators  and  computers  who  have  had  no  previous  experience 
should,  in  general,  he  spotchecked  more  frequently  than  experienced 
operators,    ^he  planimeter  used  hy  the  spotchecker  should  not  he  the 
same  one  used  hy  the  operator  in  measuring  the  fields  heing  spotchecked, 

The  frequency  of  the  spot  check  should  "be  determined  by  the  State 
office  provided,  however,  that  as  a  minimum  the  work  of  each  computer 
and  planimeter  operator  shall  he  spotchecked: 

1.  Once,  consisting  of  at  least  10  fields,  before 
transmittal  of  any  1942  applications  for  payment  to  the 
State  office. 

2.  Twice  each  month  during  the  period  that  reports 
of  performance  are  heing  completed  in  the  county  office. 
These  sem.i-monthly  spotchecks  should  consist  of  measuring 
at  least  5  fields, 

SECTIOII  VI.     SPQTCK5GKIH&  BEPQRTS  OF  PERPOMAl'TCa  FOR 
gAH^S  HOT  FILI1T&  APPLICATIONS 

If,  in  accordance  with  Section  II  above,  reports  of  performance 
for  farms  for  v/hich  no  applications  for  pa:j^ent  are  filed  arc  not  trans^ 
mitted  to  the  State  office  for  audit,  it  is  required  that  the  State  of*- 
fice  spotcheck  at  least  5  percent  of  such  reports  of  performance  in  ad- 
dition to  other  spotcheck  v;ork.

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SECTION  1.  GEmRkL 

This  bulletin  corxtains  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  county  com- 
mittees in  the  determination  and  report  of  performance  under  the  1942  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program,     Bulletin  LlER-630  contains  additional  in- 
structions for  community  committeemen* 

The  job  of  checking  performance  under  the  1942  Program  should  be  done, 
insofar  as  possible,  by  community  committeemen.  However,  community  committee 
assistants  may  be  em.ployed  for  performance  checking  where  necessary* 

The  county  comrndttee  is  directly  responsible  for  an  accurate  and 
efficient  determination  of  performance  on  farms  in  the  county,  and  vfith  the 
assistance  of  the  State  office  for  the  training  and  examination  of  com- 
munity comrdtteem.en  for  performance  work.    All  X->e^sons  who  are  to  check 
performance  should  bs  given  thorough  training  prior  to  emplojrment.  Such 
training  should  include  the  following: 

1.  Instructions  with  respect  to  provisions  of  the  1942  Program, 
including  soil-building  practices,  applicable  in  the  county.  flj 

2.  Specific  instructions  on  the  preparation  of  forms  used  in  con- 
nection v/ith  the  determination  of  performance. 

3.  Instructions  on  methiods  of  making  field  measurements  and  the 
use  of  measuring  equipment. 

4.  Actual  practice,  under  supervision,  in  making  measurements  and 
completing  reports  of  performance  on  one  or  more  farms • 

5.  Specific  instructions  relative  to  the  use  of  aerial  photographs 
in  counties  where  they  s.re  used,  including  actual  practice  in  indicating 
farm  and  field  boundaries,  m.aking  necessary  supplemental  measurements,  and 
recording  on  report  forms  the  data  necessary  for  completion  of  reports  of 
perf  ormanc  e  by  the  county  office. 

At  the  close  of  the  training  period,  all  persons  having  had  such 
training  may  be  considered  eligible  for  em.ployment  only  after  satisfactorily 
passing  an  examination  designed  to  determine  their  qualifications  for  per- 
formance checking.     It  is  recommiended  that  such  examination  bo  given  under 
the  direction  of  a  person  designated  by  the  State  office,  and  that  the  ex- 
amination include  (l)  a  written  test  on  provisions  of  the  program  and  the 
procedure  with  respect  to  vrhich  instructions  were  given  during  the  training 
period,  end  (2)  a  field  test  on  a  farm  involving  the  actual  procedure  in 
making  m.eas^jr ements ,  preparation  of  report  of  performance  forms,  a.nd  the 
actual  use  of  photographs. 

Performance  work  will  be  spotchocked  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
office  in  order  to  m.o.kc  sure  that  acreage  figures  .and  other  basic  data  on 
which  payments  are  to  be  m.ade  are  being  determined  in  the  county  in  accord- 
ance mth  approved  instructions  end  applicable  provisions  of  the  program. 
The  spotchecking  7dll  include  an  adequate  check  on  all  of  the  work  involved 
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in  making  a  complete  report  of  performance.    After  each  spotchock  the 
comm-anity  committeeman  mil  he  given  a  ra.ting«    llo  person  should  be 
employed  in  checking  performance  for  a  period  of  more  than  10  days 
before  being  spot checked. 

The  spotchecker  vrill  ne.ke  one  of  the  f olloi'ring  three  recommend- 
ations folloTTing  each  spotcheck: 

1.  That  the  ivork  of  the  coi^imunity  committeem.an  be  approved,  and 
that  his  omplo^/mient  be  continued.     In  this  event,  the  comjn^onity  com- 
mJ.tteem.an  may  continue  checking. 

2.  Tha.t  em.ploA^.ent  of  the  comjnunity  comjrdtteem.on  be  continued  only 
after  additional  training!     In  this  event,  the  spotchecker  vdll  indicate 
the  particular  phase  of  the  com:mxo.ity  co:TTmitteem.an'  s  work  on  T^hich  he  needs 
further  training.     The  county  ccm^nittee  should  then  arrange  for  the  neces- 
sary additional  training,  after  Y;-hich  he  mxiy-  be  employed  for  a.  period  not 
to  exceed  10  days  before  another  spotcheck  ond  rating  by  the  spotchecker. 

3.  That  the  corimunity  comjnitteem.an^  s  ivork  is  unsatisfactory^  and  that 
his  employ.Tient  bo  dis cc ntinuod.     If  this  r ecomj^iendation  is  made  by  the  spot- 
checker,  the  em.plovT.ient  of  tlic  com:riunity  ccmimdtteemj?-n  7^11  be  discontinued 
immediately. 

SECTION  II,    FARE'S  ON  WHICH  ?ER?0R^'^7CE  SHOULD  3E  DETER'Tl^D . 


Ferform.ance  should  be  determined  and  a  complete  report  of  performance 
filed  on  Form  HER-622  for  all  farmis  erirolled  in  the  1942  Program.,  including 
all  farms  furnished  conservation  m.aterials  mder  the  1942  Program.,    A  1942 
report  of  perform^ance  should  also  be  prepared  for  all  farms  on  which  the  use 
of  all  of  the  conservation  m.aterial  furnished  under  the  1941  or  previous  pro- 
gr8.ms  has  not  previously^  been  reported. 

In  addition  to  the  farm.s  indicated  above  for  irhich  a  report  of  perform' 
ance  should  be  prepared,  a  record  should  be  rbtained  of  the  estimated  1942 
acreage  of  tobacco,  potatoes,  wheat,  and  corn  (in  corn  allotment  comities 
only)  on  all  other  farm.s  in  the  couxity.     It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to 
prepare  a  report  of  perform.ance  on  Form  lffiR-622  for  such  farm.s.     This  in- 
formation could  be  readily  obtained  by  the  comznunity  committeeman  and  entered 
in  columns  provided  for  that  purpose  on  a  list  of  farmis  prepared  for  use  of 
the  ccmmimity  commdtteeman,   showing  the  serial  nunber  and  operator  of  fo.rm.s 
which  have  been  identified  but  which  are  not  enrolled  in  the  1942  Programi, 
If  there  are  farms  in  the  comty  ivhich  have  not  yet  been  identified,  such 
farms  should  be  identified  by  the  community  comjiiitteeman  v>;hile  checking 
performance  for  1942  and  acrerge  data  turned  into  the  county  office  on  a 
list  prepared  by  him.,  or  on  forms  furnished  him.  for  that  purpose,  showing 
the  estimated  1942  acreage  of  allotmicnt  crops,  total  cropland,  fenced 
non-crop  open  pasture,  co.mmercial  vegetables,  and  comumercial  orchards. 
The  mLoasuring  of  wheat  acreage  on  farms  subject  to  vrheat  m.arketing  quotas 
will  be  done  in  accordance  with  instructions  previously  issued. 
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SECTIOIT  III.    PREPMATIOII  FOR  PERFORmNCE  WORK* 

A»    Record  of  performance  Activity* 

Prior  to  the  tine  perfornance  checking  is  started  in  the  county, 
the  serial  nimbcr  and  operator  of  all  farms  in  the  county  should  "be  listed 
on  Form  NED-31,  "CoLinty  Office  Record".     The  necessary  entries  should  be 
made  on  this  form  before  perfornance  checking  is  started,  showing  v/hich 
farms  are  enrolled  in  the  1942  Program.    A  record  of  the  progress  of  per- 
formance work  should  then  be  kept  on  this  form,  until  the  work  is  completed. 

B •    Materials  for  Use  of  Coninunity  Comnitteenen. 

Before  performance  checking  is  started,  the  following  materials 
should  be  provided  for  the  use  of  comjnunity  committeemen  in  checking  per- 
form-ance.

struction to  enable  him  to  explain,  ccm.plote,  -r  correct  questionable  or  in- 
correct entries.     Errors  by  the  c-^r.mijinity  com=mAtteoma.n  in  the  computation

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SECTION  I„  GEMERAL 


In  checking  performance  on  a  farm^  the  conLmunlty  coinmitteeman 
should  inspect  each  farn  sv.fficient]  y  to  detormine  for  himself  the  194-2 
acreage  of  allotment  crops  and  the  coil -building  practices  carried  out, 
including  the  use  made  of  all  conservation  material  f'ornished. 

The  assistance  of  the  194-2  operator  or  his  designated  representative 
should  be  obtained  in  making-  the  determ.ination  of  performance  on  the  farm. 
Only  upon  specific  instruction  by  the  county  committee  should  the  community 
committeeman  proceed  in  the  determination  of  perform.ance  on  a  farm  v/ithout 
the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  owner  or  operator.    In  case  the  ovrner  or 
opora.tor  objects  to  the  proposed  determination  of  performance  on  the  farm, 
a  note  to  that  effect,  signed  and  dated  by  the  coimnunity  committoemian, 
should  be  made  on  the  report  of  performance  form  and  turned  in  to  the  county 
office  pending  further  instructions  by  the  county  coiTimittee. 

?/here  aerial  photograrihs  are  used  the  conmiuaiity  coimnitteeman  should, 
insofar  as  practicable,  chock  performance  on  all  of  the  farms  shoi^  on  one 
photograph  before  working  on  other  photographs  in  order. that  the  photograph 
may  be  returned  to  the  coujity  office  promptly,  thus  avoiding  delay  in  the 
vv'ork  of  planimeter  operators  and  computers  in  completing  reports  of  perform- 
ance in  the  coujity  office,  -  -

No  nev/  194^ 
meas-Lurem.ents  should  be  made  in  any  case  v/hero  a  record  is  available  of  an 
accurate  moasuTement  previously  made. 

Estimate  means  a  cai^ful  estimate  arrived  at  by  pacing,  counting  rows 
fence  posts,  telephone  poles,  etc,  or  by  comparison  wdth  other  areas  the 
exact  acreage  of  v/hich  is  l:nov,Ti.  ■  •' 

A  moasuxem.ent  is  reo.uircd  in  cJ-l  cases  where  the  farmer  and  the  com- 
mujiity  committeeman  do  not  agree  on  an  acreage  as  estimated, 

A.    Allotment  Crops 

Tobacco.    Measure  all  harvested  acreage  of  tobacco. 

2.    Potatoes.    Measm^e  all  harvested  acreage  of  potatoes,  except 
on  non-oUotment  farms  v.'here  the  acreage  as  estiraated  is  obviously  less  than 
3  acres,  or  in  cases  where  it  is  obvious  that  the  a,crcage  as  estimated  is 
more  than  SO  percent  and  less  than  110  percent  of  the  potato  allotment.

Any  such  changes  should  be  explained  on  the  report 
of  perform.ance,  and  the  land  involved  should  be  identified  on  the  photograph 
for  measurenent  in  counties  usinf,'  aerial  photographs,  and  identified  on  the 
farm  map  and  estimated  in  counties  not  using  aerial  photographs. 

On  farms  where  the  acreages  of  cropland,  non-crop  open  pasture,
